Of the 16 applications for the establishment of new schools 
which were under consideration at the close of 1899, 4 were granted, 
and 12 were declined. In addition to these, 173 applications were 
received during 1900, namely, 20 for Public Schools, 122 for Provisional 
Schools, 14 for Half-time Schools, 2 for House-to-house Schools, and 
15 for Evening Schools. Of these, 97 were granted, 57 were declined, 
and 19 were under consideration at the end of the year. The total 
number of children to be accommodated in the new schools when 
established is 2,283.

schools are still in operation, namely, the Sydney Grammar School, 
the two Industrial Schools, the School for the Deaf and Dumb and 
the Blind, and the Carpenterian and Shaftesbury JJeformatory Schools. 

School Premises and Sites. — The number of school sites 
acquired during the year was 77. Of these, 55 were Government 
grants, 18 were resumed under the Public "Works Act (51 Vic. No. 37), 
8 were purchased, and one was a free grant to the Department. The 
cost of the purchased sites amounted to £1,9S9, and the sum of 
£27 16s. was paid on account of those resumed. In the case of 4 of 
the latter no claim was made by the original holders for compensation. 

• 

The balance to be paid on the others, when all claims have been 
settled, is £173 5s. Pull particulars as to the sites will be found in 
Appendix XX. 

Buildings. — At the close of 1900, existing school premises 
afforded room for 268,653 pupils. Of the school-places counted in 

1899, 2,665 were lost in 1900 by the closing of schools and by the 
giving up of old buildings. The net increase was 9,568. Taking the 
building- work done in the last two years, it may be observed that, in 

1900, 33 new schools and residences and 5 weather-sheds were erected 
under the supervision of the Department's professional officers, as com- 
pared with 39 and 2 respectively built in 1899 ; while the additions 
numbered 57, as compared with 44 ; the premises repaired, 515, as 
compared with 478 ; and the places provided, 7,120, as compared with 
3,917 for the same period. The number of small school-buildings, resi- 
dences, and weather-sheds erected under the Inspectors' supervision 
was 120, as compared with 122 put up in 1899 ; 24 school-buildings 
were enlarged, as against 22 in 1899; the number of places provided 
was 4,154, as compared with 3,787 ; and the buildings repaired 
numbered 1,301 in 1900, as against 1,198 in the previous year. 

At the close of 1900 the following additional works were in 
progress : — 16 new buildings and 20 additions, the whole to provide for 
about 3,262 children. One new weather-shed was in course of 
construction, as well as 8 teachers' residences. Repairs and improve- 
ments were being carried out in 143 existing buildings. 
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Full particulars respecting the building-work completed in the 
year, and that in progress at its close, are given in the following

School Attendance. — The returns for the year show an 
improvement as regards enrolment, the gross enrolment at Primary 
schools being 270,888 pupils, as compared with 265,037 in 1899, an 
increase of 5,851. Deducting 12 per cent, on account of multiple 
enrolments, the number of individual pupils under instruction was 
238,382, an increase over the preceding year of 5,149.

Estimating the mean population of the State for 1900 at 
1,361,120, the population between 6 and 14 years of age was 256,201. 
Of this number, 205,388, or 80*2 per cent., attended State Schools, 
and 50,813, or 19*8 per cent., received instruction in Private Schools 
or at home, or else remained untaught. From the latest returns 
of Private Schools' attendance it is estimated that the total enrol- 
ment was 60,327. As of this enrolment 45,447 pupils were between 
the ages of 6 and 14, it will be seen that, of the total statutory 
school population of 256,201, 250,835, or 97*9 per cent., were enrolled^ 
at State and Private Schools, while 5,366, or 2*1 per cent., were 
taught at home, had left school after satisfying the standards of the- 
Act, or remained untaught. In addition to pupils of the statutory 
school age, 18,233 under 6 years of age, and 31,250 over 14 years, 
were also enrolled for school attendance— 84;603 at State Schools,, 
and 14,880 at Private Schools. 

The average quarterly enrolment was 212,713, and the average- 
attendance 153,844. In the first half of the year 150,616 pupils, and 
in the second half 172,325 pupils, attended the ordinary day-schools 70 
days or more. The percentage of ^ the quarterly enrolment attending 
the compulsory number of days was, in the first half-year, 70*6 per 
cent., and in the second, Sl*2 per cent.

The main facts relative to school attendance may be summed 
up thus : — 250,835, or 97'9 per cent, of the statutory population, were 
enrolled for school attendance ; 205,388, or 80*2 per cent., at State 
Schools; and 45,447, or 17*7 per cent., at Private Schools. The 
mean quarterly enrolment was 212,713, or 89*2 per cent, of the 
year's enrolment ; and the average attendance was 153,844, or 72*3 of 
the quarterly enrolment. Of the net yearly enrolment, 63 '2 per cent, 
attended school 70 days or more in the first half-year, and 72*3 per 
cent, in the second half-year. The percentage of the population enrolled 
quarterly and the corresponding percentage in average attendance 
in 1900 were respectively 15*6 and 11*3, as compared with 155 and 
11-1 in 1899.

Compulsory clauses of the Act. — 68,278 children between the 
ages of 6 and 14 years failed to complete the minimum attendance of 
70 days during the first half of the year ; but in 928 cases only was 
the law set in motion. The parents of 3,964 were cautioned, while 
in the remaining cases satisfactory explanations were furnished, or the 
circumstances were not such as to render any action necessary. In a 
large number of instances pupils had obtained certificates by 
examination, and were thus legally exempt. 

For the second half-year the number between the compulsory 
ages who did not attend 70 days was 48,999. In 669 cases legal action 
was taken, and cautions were sent to parents in 2,458 cases. 

With regard to the questions of truancy and evasion of the 
compulsory clauses of the Public Instruction Act, to which frequent 
reference has been made in former reports, it is hoped that early legis- 
lation will place the Department in a position to cope with these evils 
much more effectively than it has been able to do in the past. An 
amending Bill dealing with the matter has been prepared, which, I 
trust, will shortly be accepted by Parliament and passed into law. 

Special Religious Instruction. — The provisions of clause 17 of 
the Public Instruction Act, under which not more than one hour a 
day may be set apart for the special religious instruction of pupils hj 
clergymen or other authorised religious teachers, were largely taken 
advantage of during the year. The Visitors' Books of the schools 
record the visits that were made for this purpose by the representatives 
of the several denominations. 



School Fees. 

Considerable improvement was shown as regards the payment 
of school fees. Debts to the amount of £1,199 10s. 9d. were cancelled, 
and free education was authorised in the case of 33,053 pupils. In 340 
eases only was recourse had to legal process for the recovery of arrears 
of fees. The amount of fees collected and paid into the Consolidated 
Revenue was — for Primary Schools, £78,88S 16s., and for High Schools, 
£3,605 2s., making a total of £82,493 18s. These figures show an 
increase in the amount paid in Primary Schools, as compared with 
the payments of 1899, of £3,625 15s., and as regards High Schools of 
£510 0s. 6d. The prosecutions were fewer by more than 12, and the 
amount of debts cancelled was less by £309 ISs. lid. 
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Inspection. 
Two officers on the Inspectorial Staff retired during the year, 
namely, Mr. William Dwyer, District Inspector, and Mr. J. L. Smith, 
Inspector. Mr. Dwyer had completed forty-four years' service in this 
State. District Inspector Lobban succeeded him in the charge of 
the Sub-Metropolitan district, and Mr. Lobban's place at Grafton was 
taken by Inspector Plashman, who received promotion to the office of 
District Inspector. The Crookwell section, left vacant by Mr. Smith's 
retirement, was placed under the charge of Inspector T. Walker, and 
the staff was completed by the appointment of Messrs. William 
Cornish and Stephen Drummond as Inspectors of Schools. Both 
gentlemen had had long and successful careers as Public School 
teachers. The number on the staff was 36, as before, and comprised 
Chief Inspector (who for a portion of the year also acted as Deputy 
Member of the Public Service Board), Deputy Chief Inspector, 9 
District Inspectors, and 25 Inspectors. It was found necessary, 
moreover, to appoint 3 Acting Inspectors for three months to meet an 
emergency caused by illness and heavy pressure of *work.

Of those who qualified for matriculation, 22 did so at the Junior 
and 8 at the Senior Examinations. 

The total expenditure on High Schools was £5,822 17s. 4d., 
being £43 19s. 9d. more than in 1899 ; and the amount of fees received 
£3,605 2s., an increase of £510 0s. 6d. The actual cost to the State 
was £2,217 15s. 4d., or at the rate of £3 7s. per head of the total 
enrolment, as against £4 8s. 7d. in 1899. 

State Scholarships and Bursaries. 
At the examinations held under the Scholarship and Bursary 
scheme, 105 candidates were successful. Of these, 25 boys and 25 
girls obtained Scholarships for High Schools and Superior Schools ; 22 
boys and 20 girls, Bursaries for High and Superior Schools ; 3 boys, 
Bursaries for the Sydney Grammar School ; and 6 boys and 4 girls, 
University Bursaries. 

Of the 50 successful competitors for Scholarships, 14 boys and 
14 girls have since attended the Sydney High Schools, 10 boys and 10 
girls the Maitland High Schools, 1 boy the Mudgee Superior Public 
School. One girl was allowed to defer taking up her Scholarship for 
a year. Of the 45 who succeeded in gaining State School Bursaries, 
8 boys and 12 girls attend the Sydney High Schools, 11 boys and 
5 girls the Maitland High Schools, 3 boys the Sydney Grammar 
School, 3 boys and 2 girls the Fort-street Model Public School, and 
1 girl the Crown-street Superior Public School. 

Of the 10 University Bursaries awarded, 3 were obtained by 
pupils of the Fort-street Model Public School (2 boys and 1 girl), 3 by 
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pupils of the Girls' High School, Sydney, 3 hy pupils of the Boys' 
High School, Sydney, and 1 by a pupil of the East Maitland Boys' 
High School. 

Of 25 State Bursars attending University Lectures during 1900, 
13 had formerly been State School'Bursars or Scholars. 

The total number of candidates examined for admission to 

the High Schools was 665 ; of these 662, or 99*5 per cent-, 'were 

successful. 

Superior Schools. 

Five schools — Mittagong, Drumnioyne, Junee, Kegworth, and 

Manly — were promoted to the rank of Superior Schools during 1900. 

At the end of the year Superior Schools numbered 107, comprising 263 

departments. The enrolment and average attendance of pupils for 

December quarter were 77,160 and 57,691 respectively.

Eifteen applications for the establishment of Evening Schools 
were received ; 10 were granted, 4 were declined, and 1 had not been 
finally dealt with at the close of the year. The total number of schools 
in operation was 31, but 7 collapsed before the end of the year. On 
31st December there were 21 schools in existence, having an enrolment 
of 936, with an average attendance of 522. 

Twenty-six of these Evening Schools were inspected, and, in 
every case, the results proved to be up to or in excess of standard 
requirements. 

Technical Education in Public Schools. 
Drawing. — 161,062 pupils were examined in this subject, of 
whom 137,756, or 85 per cent., satisfied the standard. In 207 depart- 
ments in the Metropolitan and Sub-metropolitan districts visited by 
the Superintendent of Drawing, 45,813 pupils were present at examina- 
tion. 92*3 per cent, of these were found to reach the standard — an 
improvement of 1*3 per cent, upon the results of 1899* Detailed infor- 
mation upon this subject will be found in Appendix XIII. 

Manual Training. — Ten workshops were in existence in 1900; 
which afforded instruction to the pupils of 38 schools. The total 
enrolment of these classes, including students in training, was 915. 
Of these 517 presented themselves for examination, and. 461 passed. 
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Cookery. — The number of schools in operation in 1900 was 
11, with an enrolment of 936 pupils. Of this number 806 presented 
themselves for examination, of whom 793, or 9S per cent., were 
successful. 

Needlework. — 58,480 female pupils were examined in needle- 
work, of whom 54,184, or 92 per cent., passed the standard. In the 
Metropolitan and Sub-Metropolitan districts, 93 schools, representing 
15,468 children, were examined by the Directress, who reports that 
the instruction given continues to be thorough and effective. [See 
Appendix XV.] 

Public School Savings Banks. 

633 Banks were in existence at the beginning of the year ; 11 
new ones were established and 1 was closed, leaving 643 in operation 
on 31st December. The credit balance brought forward from 1899 
was £9,112 13s. 4d., which by the end of the year amounted to 
£9,524 6s. Id., showing an increase of £411 12s. 9d. 

The deposits and withdrawals during the year, amounting to 
£17,204 3s. 7d. and £16,792 10s. lOd. respectively, also show a 
large increase on the previous year's transactions, the former of 
£539 15s. Id., and the latter of £1,137 2s. The amount withdrawn 
for deposit to the credit of pupils in the Government Savings Bank 
was £4,300 0s. Id., as compared with £4,506 4s. lOd. in 1899, 

Since the establishment of these Banks in 1887 the deposits 
have totalled £172,987 6s. lid., and the withdrawals £163,463 0s,10d. 
Of this latter sum, £46,859 17s. 2d. was withdrawn for the purpose of 
being placed to the credit of children's own accounts in the Govern- 
ment Savings Bank. 

Teachers. 

5,063 teachers of all classes w*ere actually employed on 31st 
December, 1900, being 179 more than at the end of the previous year. 
3,117 were classified teachers, 694 unclassified but certificated for 
small schools, 59 were Training-school students, 1,093 pupil-teachers, 
76 work-mistresses, and 24 High School teachers. Of the whole 
number,. 54*4 are males and 45*6 females ; and of the teachers in charge 
of schools, S0 # 3 per cent, are males and 19*7 females* As regards 
assistants, the percentages are 28*4 males and 71*6 females. 
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Of the total number of classified teachers, 7*7 per cent, are in 
Class I, 36 per cent, in Class II, and 56'3 per cent, in Class III. Only 
18 per cent, of our teachers are unclassified, and the majority of these 
had, before appointment, served four years at least as pupil-teachers. 

The teachers whose connection with the Department ceased 
during the year numbered 162. Of these, 128 resigned, 17 retired 
under the Public Service Act, 6 were transferred to other Depart- 
ments of the Service, 10 died, and 1 was dismissed. 

During 1900, 642 applicants for appointment to the office of 
pupil-teacher were submitted to competitive examination, of whom 118 
were accepted. Of those awaiting employment, 243 were appointed 
to schools. 

Fort-street Training School. — The number of students in 
training was 31* ; 15 held full scholarships, 10 half-scholarships, and 
6 non-scholarships. 

Instruction was given during the year in professional subjects, 
in the principles and practice of teaching and class management, and 
in manual training. Specimen, test, and criticism lessons were given 
every week. The examination with a view to the classification of the 
students was held in December and resulted as follows : —

At an examination held under the auspices of the St. John's 
Ambulance Association, 30 students qualified for the "first aid 5 ' 
certificate. The students, moreover, received instruction in drill every 
week, and, once a month, target practice was carried out at Randwick. 

Hurlstone Training School for Female Students. — Twenty-eight 
students were in residence, of whom 16 held full scholarships, 9 half- 
scholarships, and 3 non-scholarships. 

In addition to instruction in the usual professional subjects, 
each student had four weeks actual teaching and practical training 
in the Practising School, besides being required to give criticism 
lessons in various subjects, and to conduct drill, music, and drawing 
lessons before the respective tutors. All the students attended a course 
of practical cookery, and examinations were held in drill and cookery. 
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The results of the examination for classification, held at the end 
of the year, are given below : —

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Teachers 9 Mutual Assurance Association. — During the year 2 
members of the Association died. For the last five years the death- 
rate has been 3*2 per annum. There is no legacy duty, nor have 
nominees of deceased members to wait for probate of will, as payment 
is made immediately on proof of death. Teachers of all grades are 
eligible for membership. By a recent rule it has been decided that 
the sixth claim in any year, if that number of deaths occur, shall be 
paid entirely from the Reserve Fund, without calling for any payment 
from members. 

Local Supervision. 

Two sub-districts were formed during the year, and Public 
School Boards appointed thereto. The number of persons thus 
appointed was 10. In addition, 37 members were added to Boards 
already in existence. The total number of Boards in operation waa 
303. On 58 of these, ladies to the number of 113 held seats. The 
resignations of 34 members were accepted, and 18 were reported aa 
deceased, or having left the locality. The visitors' books of the schools 
record the visits paid by members of Public School Boards.

The students examined at the end of the year numbered 4,292, 
of whom 3,339, or 77'7 per cent., were successful ; in 1899 there were 
3,833 examined, 2,886 of whom, or 75*3 per cent., passed. At the 
technological examinations of " The City and Guild of London 
Institute," held in May last, 23 students of the Technical Colleges 
were examined, of whom 19 passed. 

The teaching staff comprises 124 persons, viz., 12 lecturers in 
charge of departments, 7 resident masters in charge of branch schools, 
56 teachers, 20 assistant teachers, and 29 teachers of classes who are 
remunerated by pupils' fees only. Several changes in the staff took 
place during the year. 

New Technical Schools were opened at Grafton, for free-hand, 
model, and perspective drawing, and at Chatswood for book-keeping. 
Arrangements were also matured for establishing classes in coal- 
mining, geology, and mine-surveying in the Illawarra district. A 
new building is in course of erection for the Technical College at 
Goulburn. 

Science lecture courses in Physics and Geology were given 
during the year by the resident masters to the elder pupils of the 
Public Schools at Bathurst and Goulburn. The attendance at thes* 
lectures is reported to have been large, and the results of the examin- 
ations were gratifying. 

Shorthand classes also were established at the Public Schools 
at Burwood, Chatswood, Croydon, Darlinghurst, Kogarah, Manly, 
Newtown, Petersham, Rockdale, Stanmore, Summer Hill, Waverley, 
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and Woollahra, and at the Sydney High School for Girls. The total 
enrolment for these classes was 468, and the interest of the pupils was 
well sustained. 

Detailed information of an interesting character, relating to 
technical education, will he found in the Superintendent's report.

The Technological Museum and branches were visited by 
229,282 persons, a decrease of 17,290 on the visitors of the previous 
year.

The Sydney University. 

Five hundred and eighty-three students, including SO women, 
attended lectures during 1900. The total number qualified for Matric- 
ulation was 280, of whom 95 passed the ordinary Matriculation 
Examination, 109 the Junior Public Examination, 23 the Law- 
Matriculation Examination, 38 the Senior Public Examination, and 
15 the Entrance Examination for Law, Medicine, and Science. The 
number actually admitted to Matriculation w r as 133. 

At the Senior Public Examinations, 108 candidates presented 
themselves, and 85 passed. At the Junior Examination, 641 were 
successful out of 980. 
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The degrees conferred during the year were 113, .viz. : — M. A., 
4, ; B.A., 42 ; LL.B., 7 ; M.B., 36 ; Ch.M., 13 ; B.Sc, 2 ; and B.E., 9. 

The University Staff consisted of 14 Professors and 36 
Lecturers and Demonstrators, of whom 7 Professors and 3 Lecturers 
are paid out of the Challis Fund ; and 6 Teachers from the P. N. 
Russell Fund. 

The year's expenditure was £34,769 8s. 3d., of which sum 
£12,583 6s. 8d.* was granted by the Government. £5,095 12s. 3d. was 
derived from private foundations for the payment of scholarships, 
bursaries, prizes, &c, for the Fisher Library, and for maintenance of 
the P. N. Russell School of Engineering. The total income for the 
year was £36,755 Is.

Astronomical Work. — A change in the Astronomical Staff has 
rendered it possible to go on rapidly with the meridian observations 
required for the photographs of our zone of the Heavens. The observa- 
tions taken comprised 1,498 zone stars, 704 clock stars, 167 azimuth 
stars, and 858 determinations of Collimation and azimuths. All 
computations for these are in a forward condition. At the Red Hill 
Observatory photographic results have been satisfactory in number 
and quality of work, being better and more numerous than those 
obtained in Sydney. The plates taken included 175 chart plates, 323 
catalogue plates, and 102 test plates. The measurement of star plates, 
jointly undertaken by this State and Victoria, has been carried on 
vigorously. 

The daily time-ball service at Sydney and Newcastle has been 
satisfactorily maintained. 

Meteorology. — Weather charts and forecasts have been issued 
twice a day, as formerly. The work is expanding, and the chart has 
been entirely re-modelled and improved. The rain chart has also been 
very much improved. Much interest is shown by the public in both 
services. 18,000 weather charts and 5,000 rain charts have been 
published and distributed. 

The annual volume of Rain Reports has been printed; 700 
copies of other publications have been published. The Library 
received, by way of exchange, 993 books and pamphlets, being 30 per 
cent, more than in the previous year. 

The Observatory was visited by 655 persons during the after- 
noons on which it was open to the public. 

The Staff numbered 16 persons, in addition to the Government 
Astronomer.

" Many girls, who upon admission chafe and fret under the 
slightest restraint, in a very short period of time — sometimes in weeks, 
at others in a few months — under the mild but firm discipline of the 
Institution rules, render a prompt and cheerful obedience to those in 
authority. This desirable result can only be effected by great patience 
and forbearance being exercised by every member of the Staff. 
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" Numbers of the girls when enrolled as inmates are listless, 
mindless, and apathetic, except where mischief is concerned, and proper 
means are at once put in operation to rouse and animate their inert 
mental and physical powers, and to direct their energies into a proper 
channel. 

"It is very interesting to note the effect of the careful and 
systematic awakening of the dormant faculties of those concerned, par- 
ticularly in the cases of girls about 15 years. They become bright 
and active, and appear to be quickened into new life. Unfortunately 
this plan is unavailing in some cases, owing to defects which no human 
power can cope with. 

" The girls apprenticed from the Institution are in a great 
majority of cases giving great satisfaction, and in some instances where 
mistresses exercise kind but firm control the girls are described as 
being ' the best domestics they ever had.' 

" During the year visits were paid to apprentices as far as 
practicable. 

" There is a steadily increasing demand for girls from the Insti- 
tution as domestics. 

" The flower-gardens mentioned in my last report are neatly and 
carefully kept, and present a very attractive appearance ; and the 
whole of the Institution presents the appearance of a well-orderec 
home. 

" All the actual domestic duties of the whole Institution arc 
performed by the inmates. 

" Very satisfactory progress was made in the school division. 

" The work done during the year comprises laundry work, and 
in this industrial class 191,874 articles were washed, and either passed 
through the mangles or were ironed. The value of the work thus 
performed was estimated at £999 6s. lOd. Of the articles just 
enumerated, 30,833 were sent from the students of Hurlstone College, 
and the saving to the Department by the work being thus done was 
calculated at £325. 

" In the sewing class are engaged a number of girls mending, 
patching, and darning all necessary garments, at set periods, and at 
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other times the making of dresses, jackets, cloaks, aprons, and under- 
garments is vigorously carried on, and all garments worn by the girls 
are made by members of this class. Netting, knitting, and crochet 
work are also taught in this class. Some good work is done. 

" The third industrial division is the Cookery division. This 
work is under the supervision of a special teacher of cookery, who 
visits the Institutionweekly. Nearly every girl is desirous of becoming 
a member of this class, and many of its members become skilful in their 
work, and vie with each other in their desire to excel in this branch. 

"Due attention is paid to the moral and spiritual training of the 
inmates. Each day's duties are opened and closed with prayer, and 
moral lessons are regularly given. Their spiritual welfare is also 
attended to by the local clergymen of the principal denominations, 
and by the Sisters of Mercy, who regularly visit the Institution. 
Every Sunday from thirty to forty inmates, under proper supervision, 
attend service in one of the town churches. 

" Physical and mental recreation receive due attention. Outdoor 
and indoor games are provided, and games necessitating a display of 
skill and precision are introduced under proper control, and during the 
evenings carefully drawn programmes are prepared, and the hall for 
recreation is used for readings, recitations, and vocal and instrumental 
music. Many of the girls spend their leisure time in fancy work or 
knitting, and others in reading." 

Nautical School-ship "Sobraon." 

In this Institution 553 boys were enrolled, 328 of these being 
under and 225 over 14 years of age. The new admissions numbered 
235, of whom 160 were below and 75 above the age stated. The

Carpenterian Reformatory. 

At this Institution the enrolment for the year was 157, 48 of the 
inmates being under and 109 over 14 years of age. The new admissions 
numbered 66, while 55 were discharged :

Of the 66 admissions, 22 were under and 44 above the age 
of 14. 102 boys remained in the Institution at the expiration of the 
year, 35 being under and 67 over 14 years of age. 

The health of the boys has been excellent, and their conduct 
very good. The Superintendent reports : — 

" The progress made during the year just completed has been 
very encouraging, and the Institution is now able to take its place in 
the front rank of reformatories in the States. The success of the 
system here is due to the principle which underlies the whole working 
of the Institution ; a principle which is just, humane, and kind, and 
which deals with boys as human beings having some good in them 
which needs but careful cultivating in order to overcome that which 
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is bad. Simply, a boy is treated as an individual, and not as one of a 
mob ; his personality is cultivated, not obliterated. Here he has an 
opportunity of receiving a fair education and a good knowledge of 
some useful trade. 

" The various workshops have done excellent work during the 
year, and are now all self-supporting. Many discharged lads have 
been taken on by tradesmen as improvers, and are thus able to perfect 
themselves in the trade in which the Institution started them. It is 
remarkable how soon the wildest boy will settle down if he is given 
some useful work to do. After some experience in the matter I have 
no hesitation in stating that the best way to reform a boy is to give 
him a trade." 

Instruction was; given in the following trades, viz., bootmaking, 
tailoring, tinsmithing, carpentry, painting and glazing, jam-making, 
in addition to garden and orchard work, &c. Industrial work was 
carried out to the value of £2,939 18s. Id. 

The net expenditure in connection with this reformatory was

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APPENDIX XII. 

THE CHIEF INSPECTOR'S REPORT, WITH ITS ANNEXES. 

The liberality of the new Regulations continuea to indnce many applications for new schools, and 
when upon inquiry it is found that the circumstances warrant the establishment, the school is granted. 
The records for 1900 show the addition of 52 schools. Of the 2,6S9 schools in operation in 1899, 52 
were closed during the year, or were allowed to lapse in December, so that 2,637 were carried on to 
1900. These, with 104 new schools, and new departments brought into operation, gave 2,741 schools, 
representing 2,957 departments, as the record for 1900.

Building 8. 

The plans and specifications prepared in accordance with the recommendations of the Special 
Committee referred to in last year's report have been productive of mucli good, though not to the 
extent anticipated, as the small sum voted for school buildings prevented the sweeping away of the 
old unsuitable buildings, and putting larger and better ones in their place. The want of money too, 
has necessitated the direction "stand over" to very many cases of repairs, improvements, and 
additions. The cry " buildings are badly in need of painting," comes from all parts of the State, 
but until next year's estimates are voted the Department can do nothing. A grant of not less than 
£100,000 is required to put our school buildings in proper order The Architect has done his best to 
keep pace with the requirements of the Department, and has erected buildings that for school 
purposes cannot be surpassed. Conspicuous among these are the new buildings at Darling Road, 
Cook's Hill, and Hamilton. 

The works carried out by the Architect are : —

The Architect also attends to such matters as the erection, alteration, and emptying of water- 
closets, and to sanitary affairs generally. 

As was the case in former years, the greater part of building work in the country districts is 
effected under the supervision of the Inspectors. These officers devote much time and trouble to 
building work, and have saved both time and money to the Department.

As the highest quarterly enrolment was 214,760, it is clear that the aggregate accommodation 
is provided for all children that can attend school. But this accommodation is not always in the right 
place. There aro school buildings, as at Dudley, that have never been more than half filled, and there 
are others, as at Yatteyattah, once largely attended, now attended by very few. In a few places in 
the country a sudden lush of settlement overtaxes the available space ; but the popular schools of the 
Metropolitan District furnish the worst examples of overcrowding. The population of Sydney and 
suburbs has grown so fast that the Department cannot keep abreast of the requirements for schools. 
As stated in last report, four or five new schools, capable of accommodating 1,000 pupils at each, 
might, without detriment to existing schools, be placed in the Metropolitan District. The expense 
would be enormous ; but the difficulty must be faced in the near future. Occasionally it is stated that 
the country districts are neglected in the interests of Sydney ; but the very opposite is the case as 
regards schools. 

Enrolment and Attendance. 

The gross enrolment of pupils at all schools for 1900 was 270,888. Deducting 12 per cent, for 
multiple enrolments, the number of individual pupils on the books of the schools was 238,382.

Compared with 1899, there was an increase in the gross enrolment of 5,851 ; in the quarterly 
enrolment of 4,081 ; and in the average daily attendance of 4,404 9. 
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The falling off in June quarter was caused by the plague scare. For about two months the 
large city schools had only half their proper attendance. 

Of the children who failed to attend 70 days in each half-year, as prescribed by law, it was 

found necessary in the first half-year to caution the parents or guardians of , and in the second 

half, those of . 

Prosecutions in the case of 1,597 children were authorised. The police have been most thorough 
and energetic in their co-operation. With regard to the defects in the Act, which have been clearly 
set forth in many previous reports, the matter has received consideration this year with a view to a 
short amending Act being prepared. That Act is now ready for submission, and inasmuch as the 
whole of the defects which have been realised have been remedied in its provisions, there is no doubt 
that a more satisfactory administration of this part of the Department's work, particularly in regard 
to truancy, will be secured. 

School Fees, 

The total amount of school fees collected and paid into the Consolidated Revenue was 
£82,493 18s. Cautions to pay during the year were issued to 921 debtors, and it was found necessary 
to take legal action in 340 cases, with the result that the sum of £171 7s. 3d. was recovered. 

Free education was granted to 33,053 pupils, a-s against 34,476 in 1899. In addition to the 
concession of free education, £1,199 10s. 9d., arrears of fees, was cancelled. In all these cases full 
inquiry was made, and action taken as the state of circumstances warranted. 

As stated in my last report, the task of collecting school fees is one attended with considerable 
trouble and friction. Teachers would appreciate being relieved of this responsibility ; but, of course, 
this cannot be looked for until the resolutions for the abolition of school fees, already carried m 
several Parliaments, have been given effect to by the passing of an Act abolishing school fees. 

Inspection. 

A 'number of changes had to be made during the year, Mr. William Dwyer, Sub-Metropolitan 
District Inspector, after honorable and efficient work for over forty-four years, retired from the Service. 
It is a matter for congratulation that the abatement which should, in terms of the Civil Service Act, 
be deducted from the pension payable to Mr. Dwyer, was voted by Parliament. To fill Mr. Dwyer's 
place, Mr. Lobban was transferred from Grafton. The vacancy in the ranks of District Inspectors 
was filled by the promotion of Mr. C. O. Flashman, who, as District Inspector, followed Mr. Lobban 
«t Grafton. Mr. Flash man's removal caused several changes. Mr. Dettmann was transferred from 
Parramatta to Newcastle, Mr. Blumer from Tam worth to Parramatta, Mr. Pearson from AHrary to 
Tamworth, and Mr. Board from Lismore to Albury. 

In July Mr. J. Leslie Smith was retired from the Service, and his place was taken by Mr. 
Walker. The two vacancies in the Inspectoral Staff were filled by Messrs. Cornish and Drummond. 
Mr. Cornish had been in charge of the dlebe Superior Public School for many years, and had conducted 
ft with conspicuous efficiency. After a few months' employment in the neighbourhood of Sydney, 
Mr. Cornish was placed in charge of the Lismore District. Mr. Drummond had won great distinction 
as Head Master of the Public School at Parramatta South. Both gentlemen have proved themselves 
well qualified for the office of Inspector. 

In consequence of very severe illness, Mr. Blumer was laid aside for nearly the whole year. 
His work in the Parramatta District was placed in charge of Mr. Drummond, who did it in a very 
satisfactory manner. In the middle of the year Mr. Thompson, one of the Sydney Inspectors, who 
had struggled against illness for some months, was forced to seek rest and change. As the services 
of the Emergency Inspector were already engaged, and the other Sydney Inspectors had more work 
than they could attend to, I was compelled to make special arrangements. It was eventually decided 
to select four of the most efficient and trustworthy teachers to take up the duties of Acting Inspector. 
One of these, Mr. Turner, declined the duty, on account of his heavy work at the Training School. 
The other three— Mr. Conway (of Cleveland-street), Mr. Banks (of Crown-street), and Mr. Connolly 
(of Leichhardt) — carried out the work entrusted to them with praiseworthy promptitude and efficiency. 

The great increase in the number of schools to be inspected, and the number of pupils to be 
examined, made the work too heavy for the staff of Inspectors. A comparison of the statistics of 
1899 with those of 1890 will show how great this increase has been.

On the facts of the case being brought under notice, the Minister and the Public Service Board 
agreed to the appointment of an additional Inspector ; but I fear that this will not fully meet the 
demands of the Service. 

The number of schools inspected was 2,926, an increase of 55 for the year, while the number 
of pupils examined advanced from 164,006 to 168,010, an increase of 4,004. These figures show how 
rapidly the work of the Department is extending. 

The number of schools not inspected was 32, most of them small. 

Sufficiently satisfactory reasons are given for the non-inspection of most of these schools.

•School* that realise a general efficiency of 50 per cent., and have a third class, are rated as up 
to standard. Most of those below standard are small new schools where the children have been under 
instruction for only a short time. The schools above standard vary in efficiency from 60 to 100 per 
cent. Third-class teachers usually gain from 60 to 70 per cent. Second-class teachers vary in results 
from 60 to 80 per cent. ; while first-class teachers gain from 70 to 100 percent. A few teachers holding 
first-class certificates are satisfied with mediocre work, but the majority work most enthusiastically 
and successfully, and maintain their schools in a wonderfully efficient condition. The fact that forty- 
three school* gained the highest possible mark, "Excellent,' or 100 per cent, for efficiency, speaks well 
for the industry and ability of our teachers. These excellent schools are thus distributed : —

There is, therefore, at least one excellent school in every district. 

The organisation, for which teachers are responsible, is highly satisfactory. The schoolrooms, 
even those of dingy appearance, are comfortable inside. Inspector Kevin, whose district is wholly 
country, states, " I am not aware of any schoolroom where teacher or pupils can reasonably complain 
of discomforts of a serious nature." The decoration of schoolrooms has received commendable atten- 
tion at the hands of teachers, but little assistance from the Department. District-Inspector Bradley 
voices tho general opinion of the Inspectors. " Owing to the rigid economy in dealing with requisi- 
tions for supplies, the stock of maps is scanty, and wall-pictures to brighten the schoolrooms and serve 
as aids to lesson -giving, are conspicuous by their almost total absence. This condition of things is 
most marked in the smaller and more remote schools, where the expenditure of a few shillings "on 
cheap but good prints is most needed, and would prove most beneficial." I am very pleased with a 
movement that has been initiated in the Dungog District to supply schools with cabinets of specimens 
■ suitable for object lessons. So far as individual teachers are concerned, there is nothing new in this, 
but it is the first time that a district as a whole has moved in the matter. Probably the most 
noticeable improvement in organisation is in the programme of lessons. These are now compiled 
carefully and skilfully, are fully detailed, and are, as they ought to be, plans of the quarter's work. 
The teacher maps out his work beforehand, records daily the lessons given, and at the end of the 
quarter tho entries in the lesson register should coincide with those previously made in the programme. 
In some districts the work programmed for each week is entered in the lesson register, and the daily 
record of lessons shows how closely the plan is followed. There are still a few teachers who do not 
realise the importance of making out the various returns carefully and of forwarding them punctually, 
and it has been found necessary to impose fines for such neglect of duty. 

I can only repeat what I have stated in previous reports as to the excellence of the discipline 
characterising the schools under the Department. Perhaps the weakest point is punctuality. There 
are too many cases of lateness ; but the parents are chiefly to blame. Much trouble and inconvenience 
ariso fr> m tno frequent requests that children be allowed to leave school before the time for closing, 
and the sooner the law defines a legal day's schooling, the better for the teachers and pupils. 

Tho regulations regarding corporal punishment are faithfully observed in most schools. Very 
few complaints have been made by parents, and but few of these will bear investigation. 

A great writer has said that the fountain of disciplire is the will of the pupil, and that 
obedience and attention must be active ; if mechanical, they become a sort of disobedience and 
inattention. It is this power of enlisting the will of the pupil that makes so many of our teachers 
effective disciplinarians. In these days of large classes, one of the most pressing problems of discipline 
is how to keep a class together as an organic whole at the same time that each individual is kept busy. 
Even in large schools, where there is a careful classification, the difficulty is felt by experienced 
teachers. To manage these large classes the teacher must evince much earnestness, tact, and vigour; 
but nhovo all must have his lessons carefully prepared, not only as to matter, but also as to manner 
and method. 
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Organisation and discipline are, however, but means to an end — that is, the instruction of the 
pupils ; and that that has been effective is shown by the following table : —

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This return needs no comment. The high percentages gained in Reading, Writing, Dictation, 
and Arithmetic show with what painstaking care and industry the teachers have wronght. In the 
four subjects named the Inspector has to award a mark to each pupil ; the examinations are therefore 
minute and searching. Our teachers teach the children how to read and what to read, and give them 
a love for reading. 

The Inspectors are unanimous in testifying to the decided improvement in the Writing. The 
many excellent series of copy-books now available have greatly assisted the teachers in the teaching 
of this important subject. 

Something has still to be aimed at in Arithmetic. The questions for solution need to be more 
practical, modern contracted methods of working should be more generally introduced, and mental 
arithmetic be more systematically taught. I am inclined to the opinion that it would be wise to put 
Vulgar Fractions and Practice from the course of instruction of the Third class, and to substitute 
Decimals and the Metric System in their place. Whatever the standard may be, the pupils should be 
trained to be quick, to use the best methods, to be neat in work, to be clear as to the why and 
wherefore, to be absolutely correct. 

Our schools have well maintained their reputation at the various examinations, such as the 
University Junior, the Public Service, and those instituted by the A.M. P. Society, and the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The reports of the Superintendents of Music and Drawing, of the Directress of Needlework, 
and of the Officer commanding the Cadet Force, are well worthy of perusal.

Exemption Certificates. 

22,736 pupils were examined for exemption certificates during the year 1900. 16,473 pupils, or 
72 per cent, of those examined, passed the prescribed test. 

The subjoined return, giving results in connection with the certificate examinations for the past 
six years, proves gratifying, as showing the steady increase in the percentage of passes from quarter 
to quarter and from year to year. As previously pointed out, this steady increase is the result of the 
corresponding increased efficiency in the important subjects, Reading, Writing, Spelling, and 
Arithmetic. It is unnecessary, therefore, to emphasise the value of the work done in this direction.

Teachtr8. 

On 3l8t December, 1900, there were 5,063 teachers in the Service, of these 2,752 were males, 
and 2,311 females. 

The teachers are a highly respectable, well-conducted body. They are loyal to the Department, 
and cheerfully carry out the directions of the Inspectors. They are much respected in the localities 
in which their lot is cast, and are highly esteemed for their work's sake. Complaints are few, and 
such as are made prove upon investigation to be frivolous or without foundation. Cases in which 
punishment has to be enforced are rare, and those that have to be referred to the Public Service Board 
are exceedingly few. 

Many of the teachers work under very trying and disadvantageous circumstances ; but they are 
full of earnestness and determination, and discharge their duties with a zeal and efficiency that cannot 
be too highly praised. There arc a few, fortunately very few, rejoicing in a classification of 1A, and 
the charge of a first-class school, who are disposed to take matters easy, and act as though the chief 
part of their duty is to make out the salary abstracts and draw the salary cheque. So long as their 
schools are not so bad as to call for censure they seem perfectly satisfied, regardless of the fact that a 
first-class school is expected to do first-class work, and that the time must eome when it has to be 
reported that their retention of office is not to the advantage of the State. Very many of the younger 
teachers not only work hard in their schools during the day, but study at night to improve their 
qualifications. Every year many voluntarily submit to examination with considerable success. It 
must, I think, be admitted that the salaries paid to teachers are not commensurate with the duties 
performed and the qualifications exacted. 

I rejoice exceedingly in the fact that salaries of the teachers in ninth and tenth class and 
Provisional Schools have been increased, and regard this as but one step towards much needed reform. 
It will be argued by those who set up a high moral standard that the teacher should not allow the 
remuneration paid to influence his performance of the duties he has undertaken ; and yet it is just as 
impossible for a teacher to do his Dcst under the pressure of financial difficulties as it is for the 
merchant or professional man. One condition necessary for the full performance of the teacher's duty 
is freedom from financial anxiety. 

The pupil- teachers, numberiug 1,093, are an important branch of the Service. The keenness of 
the competition for entering the Service gives the Department the opportunity of a good selection. 
The probationer pupil-teacher now starts well prepared for his work, and is very favourably received 
by most of the head masters and mistresses. The instruction and training of the young pupil-teachers 
receive honest and careful attention, so that failures at the yearly examinations are infrequent. 

In order to meet the demands for small schools, two competitive examinations of applicants 
were held, with the result that about 100 outsiders were taken into the Service. Of these, three, 
after a few months' trial, proved to be incompetent or untrustworthy, and it was found necessary, 
after a short period of probation, to remove them from the Service. 

The trouble arising from the want of teachers' residences is becoming very serious. Those 
affected now number hundreds. The Department could not build, even if it had the money required, 
as the permanency of the population is by no means assured. It is practically impossible to rent a house 
near the school. Some teachers have to travel fully 10 miles a day, and even then they have nothing 
but a hut to reside in, and for this miserable accommodation an exorbitant charge is made.

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Training Schools. 

The Training Schools were fully occupied during the year. At Fort-street there were 31 
students, 15 full scholars, 10 half -scholars, and 6 n on- scholars ; at Hurlstone, 28 students, 16 full 
scholars, 9 half-scholars, and 3 non-scholars. To the non-scholars a very valuable concession was 
made. They not only received the same teaching and training as the others, but were allowed, at the 
end of the Session, to compete for a 2A classification, and on leaving were placed on precisely the 
same footing as regards position and pay. This boon was greatly appreciated, and spurred the non- 
scholars on to very active work, so that they attained good positions at the final examination. This 
success has induced a number of others to apply for non-scholarships. In this way the usefulness of 
the Training School has been materially extended. 

The students of this year are much above the average in attainments and in practical skill. 
No fewer than 4 males and 2 females succeeded in qualifying themselves for a University Scholarship. 

School Libraries. 

These very useful adjuncts to schools arc rapidly spreading all over the State. In a very few 
cases local residents have given substantial help towards the purchase of books. School Boards have 
done a little ; but, as a rule, the greater part of the burden has fallen upon the teachers. By means 
of concerts or school sports the needed funds have been raised. Sound judgment has been displayed 
in the selection of books. These books have been read by parents, elder brothers and sisters, as well 
as by the pupils themselves, ami are much more instructive than many of those supplied to Schools 
of Arts at the expense of the Government. 

The tens of thousands of good books now in School Libraries have been provided without the 
aid of one penny from State funds. 

Cadet Force. 

The Cadet Force has been much before the public during the year, and has received unstinted 
praise. Many applications for enrolment have been made, but they could not be entertained on account 
of want of funds. The efficiency of the force is at present seriously reduced in consequence of the 
inability of the Department to supply the cadets with a proper rifle. The Annual Rifle Meeting was 
remarkably well attended, no fewer than sixty-two teams competiug. The Challenge Shield was won 
by the Bathurst team for the second time in succession. Most of the prizes went to country teams and 
boys, and a list of the schools from which the winners come shows that all portions of the State were 
represented in the competition. The success of the country boys over those of the city is easily 
accounted for by the b3tter facilities in the country for shooting practice. In Colonel Paul's interesting 
and able report full particulars of the work of the Cadet Force are given. 

Patriotic Fund. 

The wave of patriotic feeling that swept over all Australia in the first half of the year was not 
without its effect upon our schools. Many teachers offered themselves for active service, some as 
officers, others for the rank and file. The disappointment of those not accepted was intense, but they 
cheerfully returned to teaching work. Several were selected as officers, and these have distinguished 
themselves in Africa — two, Captains Dove and Bennett, winning great praise. One of our number. 
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Corporal Kilpatrick, fell upon the field of battle. His memory has been honored by a tablet at 
Carlingford School, the hwt in which he was employed, and by one at the Leichhardt School, where he 
had nerved as pupil -teacher. The teachers as a body showed their patriotism by contributing about 
£4,000 to the Patriotic Fund. This large sum is not the result of a few big subscriptions, but was 
mined by thousands of small sums from every part of New South Wales. Nor were the children behind- 
hand in the matter. Comforts such as woollen belts, socks, caps, &c. v were made by the children in 
abundance, and were forwarded to the seat of war. Mrs. Dadley gives some further particulars in her 
report. 

Cookery. 

The number of Cookery Schools in operation during the year was twelve — the same number asm 
1890. New Cookery Schools were opened at Parramatta, Glen Inues, Kiama, West Maitland, and 
Wollongong, and those at Goulburn, Singleton, Nowra, Armidale, and Bowral were closed. 936 girls 
attended the cookery classes. Of these, 806 were examined at the end of a term of instruction, and 793 
passed the applied tests. The Examining Committees were composed, as before, of ladies, who gave 
their services voluntarily and gratuitously, for which they were thanked by the Department. 

The staff of teachers (eight) remained the same as for 1899. An assistant teacher (Miss Austin, 
the former holder of a cookery scholarship) was appointed at the beginning of the year. The system 
of scholarships for proficient pnpils desirous of becoming teachers of cookery has been continued with 
satisfactory results. Three of such scholarships were held throughout the year.

This branch of instruction is gladly welcomed wherever it is introduced, and its contemplated 
extension is fully justified by the numerous demands from different places for the establishment of 
Cookery Schools — demands that at present it is only possible to grant to a limited extent. 

Manual Training and Science Teaching. 

For the year now under review no alteration in the arrangements for the first of these subjects 
has to be recorded. The workshops in operation were those at Fort-street (for the Training School 
students and North Sydney pupils, as well as for the Model School), Crown-street, Blackf riars, Sussex- 
street, Technical College, Ultimo (for the Boys' High School and Cleveland-street), Albury, Bathurst, 
Goulburn, Maitland, and Newcastle. At each of those centres the competent instructors employed by 
this Department continued to impart the useful practical education coming under the appellation of 
manual training. This, it may be stated, includes familiarising boys with the proper use of ordinary 
tools, teaching them to become handy and industrious, and training them to accuracy of perception 
and judgment. In short, so far as the limited period of instruction will allow, these workshops afford 
valuable " hand and eye training " for youths, and, while not professing to be mediums for teaching 
special trades, they are places where boys may acquire, even during their school life, some of the 
rudiments of an avocation. Similar teaching, though more advanced, is given to the male students of 
the Training School. 

Science teaching for Public School and High School pupils was given, as previously, by the 
resident masters of Country Technical Colleges, and by the operator at the Sydney Technical College. 
As those institutions are equipped with very complete up-to-date apparatus for all departments of science, 
they offered excellent facilities for both practical and theoretical teaching, as well as for experiments, 
and the lessons were thereby rendered of great interest and value to the students who received them. 
Science is also embraced in the ordinary curriculum as object lessons for fourth and fifth classes, and 
is taught by Public School teachers, with — in many instances — gratifying success. It may here be 
mentioned that copies of an estimable book written by Father Curran, of the Technical College, on 
the " Geology of Sydney and the Blue Mountains," have been distributed to many of the Public 
Schools for use as a text-book. 

A brief return relating to the above-mentioned subjects is given hereunder : — 

Manual Training. — Ten workshops were in existence in 1900, which afforded instruction to the 
pupils of thirty-eight schools. The total enrolment of these classes, including students in training, 
was 915. Of these, 517 presented themselves for examination, and 461 passed.

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One hundred and thirty-one of the pupils attending the science course of lectures at Bathurst 
and Goulburn were examined, of whom 110 passed. 

The Theoretical Chemistry classes at Newcastle, which were discontinued during 1899, have not 
been reopened. This accounts for the decrease (101) in the enrolment for science subjects in 1900 as 
compared with the previous year. 

Future Work. 

Our altered and advanced relations to the outside world, and the beginning of our career as a 
nation consequent upon the establishment of the Commonwealth, invite a careful study of plans for 
the future. What should be done to keep New South Wales in the forefront of educational progress ? 
It is generally admitted that the greater diffusion of Technical Education and the extension of Cookery 
Instruction and Manual Training are indispensable. But what is most needed is the establishment of 
Commercial Schools in Sydney and Newcastle. Well-equipped Commercial Schools, on the lines of 
those now in full operation in France, Germany, Belgium, and the United States, are a pressing 
necessity for our new country. In such schools should be taught English Language and Literature, 
Correspondence, Commercial Arithmetic, Commercial Geography, Commercial Law, Business Practice, 
Book-keeping, Shorthand, Type-writing, French, and German. 

In the primary schools of France and Germany the teaching of English is compulsory, and unless 
Australia is to lag hopelessly behind in the world's competitions, great attention must be paid to the 
teaching of modern languages, and to the giving of a business training to our boys. At the present in 
the wool business our own young men are elbowed out of positions by clerks from France and 
Germany. 

Technical Education, 

The Technical Education Branch has carried on its work with unabated zeal, vigour, and 
success. The importance of Technical Instruction is now fully recognised by our people, and the 
numerous requests for classes must be declined from want of funds. 

The large buildings at the Sydney Technical College have proved totally inadequate for the 
numbers seeking admission. The students waiting their turn are now numbered by thousands. A 
brief summary showing the operations is here given, and full details will be found in the Superinten- 
dent's report.

Inspector Thompson \s Report (Metropolitan District). 

T«K *i..no n r nr»V:r of schools and departments were un ler my supervision during this year as in the 
pre vi oi i* yar. 1*99. 

No additional accommodation has been provi.led during the year ; the provision made in this 
respect being generally adequate to local requirements. In one or two instances, however, more 
ample accommodation would be advantageous. 

The gror-s enrolment of pupils for the year was 21,114 ; the actual enrolment 17,622 pupils. 

Owing to my abser.ee on sick leave in the latter part of the year, inspection during that period 
bad to be all /ttcd to others, to all of whom I take this oppcitunity of acknowledging my indebtedness. 
AH school* and departments received regular inspection. The total number of pupils examined was 
12,104, 1,823 pupils underwent examination for "certificate," of whom 1,071 passed. 

The general proficiency of the pupils has been uniformly satisfactory. All schools and depart- 
ment* being alx>vc the pass standard of 50 per cent. This is especially creditable when, intermittently 
throughout the year, unavoidable interruptions to continuous, unbroken work occurred in nearly all 
school.*, and points manifestly to unabated earnestness and assiduity on the part of the teachers, not- 
withstanding obstacles. 

The school* are well organised, the discipline is satisfactory, and the instruction effective. 

The usual statistics have been already forwarded.

ANNEX C. 

Inspector Willis' Report (Metropolitan District). 

In this section of the Metropolitan District there were 19 Public Schools and 3 Evening Schools in 
full operation throughout the year just closed. These schools, comprising altogether 52 departments, 
received the necessary inspection, and the btatistics of proficiency compiled during those visits of 
inspection have been aggregated, and forwarded for the information of the Minister of Public 
Instruction. 

The pupils enrolled in this section during the year numbered 18,422, with an average attendance 
of 11,930. Of thoHC enrolled, only 11,5S9, or about 64 per cent, of the total, were under instruction 
for the 140 days prescribed by the Public Instruction Act, and those pupils are, therefore, the only 
ones who can be technically described as regular in their attendance. 

In most of the schools sufficient floor-space is provided for the comfortable accommodation of 
tho pupils, but this is not the case in Stanmore Superior Public, Newtown Superior Public, Darling 
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Road Superior Public, and Woollahra Superior Public. In all these schools it has been found 
necessary, as a temporary expedient, to limit the enrolment to a fixed number while arrangements arc 
in progress for the supply of the extra accommodation required. Last June a new building for the 
Marrickville Girls' Department was completed, and for the Infants' Department at Darling-road, and 
tbe Boys' Department at Woollahra, new buildings are being constructed that will be ready for 
occupation early in February next. At Newtown North new brick structures, to replace dilapidated 
wooden ones, are required, and at Ultimo the provision of two class-rooms is under consideration. 
Excepting at Newtown North, ail the school buildings, and all the playgrounds, with the latrines and 
weathersheds thereon, are in very good condition. 

The schools are well ventilated, suitably furnished, and liberally provided with books, maps, 
slates, and other requisites, and all the buildings are kept very clean. 

The school on board the training ship " Sobraon " and each and all of the 52 Public Schools 
departments inspected were found to oe, in general efficiency, above standard requirements. The 
pupils examined numbered 13,406, and of this number 79 per cent, passed in Reading, 82 per cent, in 
Writing, 93 per cent, in Dictation, and 60 per cent, in Arithmetic. These percentages compare 
favourably with those recorded for the year 1699. 

There are 326 teachers under my supervision, and no less than 36 of these hold a first-class 
certificate. The whole of the teachers are well qualified for the positions they hold on the School 
Staff, and all but two of them have, throughout the year, diligently and effectively performed their 
important official duties. 

Viewed generally, it may be confidently affirmed of these f chools that the organisation is sound, 
the discipline thoroughly effective, the teaching methodical and successful, and the general 
management very satisfactory.

ANNEX D. 

Inspector Skjllman's Report (Metropolitan District). 

At the end of 1899 the schools under my supervision were 2) Public Schools — in 55 departments — 
and one Evening School. 

In January, 1900, a new school was opened at Kensington. 

At the beginning of 1901 a primary department will be added to the existing Infants' School at 
Alexandria. 

Commodious additions are in course of erection at Arncliffe, Dulwich Hill, and Mortdale. 

In consequence of lack of money the old buildings at Burwood and Riley-street, which should 
be replaced by new structures, have still to be used for school purposes, and no commencement has 
yet been made with the reeded addition at Kogarah. 

The quarterly enrolments and the average attendance of pupils in this section of the Metropolitan 
District were :— In" March quarter, 13,982 and 10,1747 ; June quarter, 13,666 and 9,4503 ; September 
quarter, 14,208 and 10, 101 *1 ; December quarter, 13,755 and 10,143*1 respectively. 

The 57 schools under my supervision during 1900 were regularly inspected, and one was fully 
inspected a second time. 

Three schools satisfied the standard, the remaining 54 were above it. 

11,282 children were present under examination. The percentages of passes in the important 
subjects were : — Reading, 85 ; Writing, 82 ; Dictation, 78 ; and Arithmetic, 68. 

The number of teachers of all ranks employed in this section is 278. Taken as a whole, they 
work earnestly and conscientiously, and steady progress should be made in the schools during 1901.

ANNEX E. 

District Inspector Lobban's Report (Sub-Metropolitan District, Suburban Section). 

My appointment of District Inspector of the Sub-Metropolitan District, as successor to Mr. District 
Inspector Dwyer, who had retired, took effect on the 1st of April. On the same date Mr. Inspector 
Blumer succeeded Mr. Inspector Dettmann in charge of the Parramatta section. As Mr. Blumer was 
unable to take up his duties at once, a portion of the work of his section was done by me. 

At the end of 1899 there were fifty -nine schools containing seventy- six departments in operation 
in the Suburban section. The seating accommodation afforded room for 8,401, floor-space, and 8,457, 
air-space. During 1900 three schools of four departments were transferred from the Parramatta to 
the Suburban section, viz. : — Drummoyne (boys and girls), Five Dock, and Willoughby ; and an 
Evening Public School was opened at Greenwich. Through diminished attendance, the Provisional 
School at Mandalong was closed during the December quarter. Thus the year ended with seventy- 
two schools of eighty departments in operation. 

Excellent new buildings for the Girls' School at Canterbury were opened in April, and the 
school building at Willoughby was enlarged near the end of the year. The additions and improvements 
just upon completion at Granville will meet all requirements there. Arrangements were made during 
the year for the establishment of Public Schools at. Epping and Lindfield, and the buildings arei ■ 
progress at the first-named place. Applications for the establishment of Public Schools at Campsie, 
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Flemington, and Marsfield were received ; bat tbey were declined for the present. The establishment 
of Provisional Schools at Lake Macqaarie and Wamberall was sanctioned, and these schools will come 
into operation early in 1901. 

Owing to transfers from the Parramatta section, the erection of one new school building, *aad 
additions to another, the floor-space was increased to 9,9oo* places, and the air-space to 10,120 places, 
by the end of the year. 

Considering that the floor-space provided represents places for 9,956 pupils, while there were 
only 9,751 on the rolls in December quarter, it might appear that the existing accommodation is 
adequate. As a matter of fact several of the Suburban Schools are very much overcrowded, -and in 
many cases the weathersheds are in constant use as class-rooms. Auburn, Chatswood, Granville 
South, and Rookwood are seriously hampered for want of room, and the enlargement of these buildings 
cannot be long delayed. Most of the scnool premises are in very fair condition. Repairs are needed 
in some cases, and the woodwork in nearly all of them requires painting. 

All important works are carried out under the supervision of the Architect, and the buildings 
that have been erected by that officer are excellent in design and equipment. Only small items of 
repair or sanitary matters of an urgent character have been passed by me. The total amount thus 
expended was £101 8s. 10d., and this sum included a large proportion of the cost of cleaning and 
disinfecting premises during the plague scare. 

The furniture in the schools is good, and tbe supply is sufficient. Many of the maps and 
diagrams suspended on the walls are old and out-of-date. These are being replaced by new one*as 
opportunity offers. The time-tables are, as a rule, thoughtfully compiled with due regard to standard 
requirements. Some of them are artistically constructed, and are fine specimen? of penmanship. In 
very few schools are the programmes perfect. In some cases, especially in the selection of .Object 
Lessons, subjects prescribed by the Standards are not chosen ; but the principal defect is that the 
work proposed to be done each week in each subject is not shown in all the weekly spaces. The 
records are neatly and correctly kept ; but the returns are not so promptly furnished in all cases as 
they should be, and neglect to arrange them so as to facilitate despatch in the office is almost general 
As a rule, the school-grounds are judiciously used. In some there are many beautiful shade- trees, and 
flower gardens are cultivated at all the residences. The teachers, as a rule, are good tenants, and take 
great care of the property of the Department entrusted to them. 

The classification is uniformly sound. This is what might be expected of teachers who study 
the Regulations and follow the Standards. Occasionally t:>o many children are found over time in the 
First and Second Classes. The teaching power is generally judiciously distributed. Sometimes the 
Principal teacher does not teach a fair proportion of the pupils ; but this is the exception in my 
experience. Altogether, the schools are very well organised. 

A qlance at the pupils in school gives one the impression that the community' is prosperous. 
All are clean in person, neatly clad, and cheerful, though subdued, in demeanour. • They are respectful 
to their teachers, and yield prompt obedience to all commands. In most schools the pupils are trained 
to be polite in their manners and mode of speech. This feature was particularly noticed, in the 
Public Schools at Gladesville and Granville South. In no case has the discipline been found, unduly 
severe. The teaching of Military and Physical Drill has proved a great aid to 'effective school 
discipline. The pupils are trained to obey orders promptly, to be quick and precise in their move- 
ment, and to be clean and neat in person and dress. Where Drill is effectively taught the school -work 
goes on quietly, and the pupils are industrious and self-reliant. Cases of copying are still to be found, 
even in otherwise well-conducted schools ; but as the culprits are thrown entirely on their own 
resources during inspection, they invariably fail. In most of the large schools there are well-trained 
cadets, and the Drill and Physical Exercises prescribed are taught with varying skill and efficiency in 
all schools. The discipline generally is of a high order. 

The education of the children is, of course, the real object for which Schools* are established. 
Given comfortable and well-equipped schoolrooms, well -trained, capable teachers, and soundly- 
disciplined scholars, and the best results should follow. This is what the Department aims at, and it 
may justly be claimed that in very many schools a fair approach to the ideal has been realised. The 
course of instruction in the Superior Public Schools embraces a wide range, and prepares boys and girls 
for the various competitive examinations. In the ordinary Public Schools the Standard s provide for an 
education sufficiently advanced to prepare the pupils for the ordinary educational requirements of citizen- 
ship ; and this object has been kept in view by most of the teachers whose schools were inspected by 
me. Prominence was given, during inspection, to Reading, Writing, Dictation, Arithmetic, and 
English Composition. In the majority of the schools the reading was fluent, correct, and pleasing; 
but in some others it was painfully monotonous or subject to either a rising or falling inflection at 
each pause that was particularly disagreeable. Although in a few schools the Writing is very good, as 
a rule it is capable of considerable improvement The general introduction of the Australian copy- 
books will tend to eradicate defects noted, and their use will develop a neat, legible, round hand, 
which will in time make good writers of the pupils. The results in Dictation were uniformly good ; but 
while no errors have been marked for a class in the passage dictated from the reading lessons, errors 
in spelling have been noted in the composition exercises of the same pupils. The certificate examina- 
tions have improved the character of the Arithmetic in the ordinary rules. The work is done much 
more quickly than formerly, and the results are very much more satisfactory. English Composition is 
not a strong subject in many schools, but the exercises done at Chatswood and Granville deserve 
special mention. English Grammar needs more effective treatment in its early stages, and the 
geography of Australia is only tolerably known in most schools. The new Australian drawing-books

.are found most helpful to both teachers and pupils, and solid progress in Freehand Drawing is being 
made. Singing is systematically taught in the large schools, and attempted in all the others. The 
modulator is not so freely used as it should be, and the effort to .teach part singing in the smaller 
schools by the staff notation can only, be expected to end in failure, as it invariably does. The Scrip- 
tare Lessons are regularly read, and. clergymen attend to give religious instruction in about half of the 
schools in the Section. Of the 81 schools or departments inspected only one was below the standard. 
The total number of pupils-examined was- 8,612, and the percentage of passes in each -subject is given 
below : —

There are Savings Banks in operation in 29 schools. From the returns received it appears that 
there were 1,422 depositors on the books at the end of the year, with £530 17s. 9d. at their credit. 

The teaching staff consists of 72 teachers, 8 mistresses, 60 assistants, 64 pupil-teachers, and 2 
work-mistre3ses. The teachers, as a whole, are a loyal, industrious body of men and women, trained 
for their work, and striving to the best of their ability to perform their duties faithfully. The assis- 
tants are dutiful and fairly competent ; and the pupil-teachers do their share of the work with zeal 
and enthusiasm. In their ranks are some very promising young teachers. 

All the schools in the Section received a regular inspection. Creditable work has been done 
during the year, and the prospects for the future are hopeful.

ANNEX F. 

Inspector Druaimoxd's .Report (Sub-Metropolitan District, Parramatta Section). 

There were 67 Public Schools with 7ft departments, 4 Provisional Schools, and 9 Half-time Sehoolsin 
operation in the Parramatta Section of: the -Sub- Metropolitan. District at the commencement of. the year 
1900. During the year Tennyson Provisional School was converted into a Public School, and Mill 
Creek and Webb's Creek Half-time Schools were raised to Provisional Schools, while Lower McDonald 
Half* time School was closed. 

Two new schools were opened dnring*tbe<y<ear. Ga&ville Public School and -Spttncer Provisional 
School ; and Mangrove Public School, which had been temporarily closed, was reopened. * 

The establishment of a new ^school at Norwood and the enlargement of Central McDonald 
Public School are under consideration. 

With the exception of. Australian Farm Public School, each school in operation during the whole 
or any portion of the year received a regular inspection. The results were, moat satisfactory, no school 
being below standard. 

The gross enrolment for the year was 7,977, with an average attendance of 4,756. The total 
accommodation now provides* fiooFrspace for. 9, 177, and air-space for 8,088 children. 

The number of teachers employed in the above Section at the end of the year consisted of 74 
principal teachers, 9 mistresses, *34 assistants, 36 pupil- teachers, and 3 -sewing mistresses, making 
. in All a grand total of 156. 

The total amount of fees received for the year was £2,472 14s. 6d. 

Public Schools Savings Banks exist in a number of the schools, and they are liberally supported 
by a lair percentage of the children, who are encouraged to deposit their weekly pennies, whioh 
inculcates and spreads the principle of thrift. 

Many of the schools possess libraries,; and wherever they exist I find the reading and general 
information very satisfactory. 

An Athletic Association was established in the district in 1898, and has expanded year by year. 
Its beneficial effects are plainly shown in the drill and calisthenics throughout the district. Teachers 
as well as pupils have improved in this respect, and it promises to have a lasting and beneficial effect 
on all concerned. 

The school buildings are generally well built, well ventilated, neat, and in good repair. 

The teachers are earnest, efficient, and loyal, and with few exceptions devote a considerable 
portion of their spare time in devising means of making school life attractive outside the daily routine.

ANNEX G. 

District Inspector Bradley's Report (Armidale District, Armidale Section). 

During the year 1900 76 schools were in operation m the Armidale Section of the District, 43 of 
which were classified Public, 14 Provisional, and 19 Half-time. A new Public School of the 6th class 
was opened at Ben Venue, near Armidale, in the early part of the year, as also were Provisional 
Schools at Balala (Uralla), Deepdene (Hillgrove), and Elderbury (Guyra). The Half-time School at 
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Wollomombi has been permanently closed through paucity of attendance, and its companion school at 
Chandler raised to the rank of Provisional. Half-time Schools at Surveyor's Creek and Ugly Range 
were also closed towards the end of the year, and it is doubtful that circumstances will justify their 
reopening. Changes in the distribution of the population have necessitated the removal of the Dumaresq 
Public School buildings to another site about a mile nearer Armidale ; and under similar conditions 
steps have been taken for the removal of the school buildings at Tilbuster. 

On plans and specifications prepared by myself, and under my supervision, new school buildings 
have been erected at Balala, Ben Venue, Elderbury, Deepdene, and Guy Fawkes. These cost 
£645 15s., and provide accommodation for 230 pupils. A new building which will coat £105 and 
accommodate 42 pupils is also in progress at Hock Abbey. The average cost per seat in connection 
with these works will thus be £2 15s. 3d. On repairs to schoolrooms, teachers' residences, and 
miscellaneous minor items £94 has been expended. Except in a few cases where school prospects are 
not sufficiently good to warrant outlay on improvements, the condition of school premises leaves little 
room for complaint. As a rule, there is a sufficiency of working materials — books, slates, &c. — but, 
owing to the rigid economy enforced in dealing with requisitions for supplies, the stock of maps is 
scanty, and wall pictures to brighten the schoolrooms and serve as aids to lesson-giving are conspicuous 
by their almost total absence. This condition of things is most marked in the smaller and most remote 
schools, and it is in these where an expenditure of a few shillings on cheap but good prints is most 
needed, and would prove most beneficial. 

The sitting accommodation provided at the close of 1899, reckoned at 8 square feet per child, 
was sufficient for 4,332 pupils. During 1900 78 seats were lost owing to the closing of schools and 
the relinquishment of old buildings, and 285 additional seats were provided ; so that the net increase 
has been 207, and the total sitting accommodation at the end of the year reached 4,589. In the 
aggregate this is ample for all requirements. In very few cases does anything approaching over- 
crowding occur, while, as a rule, the school buildings afford room enough and to spare. 

All schools received full inspection during the year, and 2, 763 pupils — 83 per cent, of the average 
quarterly enrolment — underwent examination. To be considered * ' Up to Standard " a school must 
gain 50 per cent, of the possible number of marks for its general efficiency, which embraces estimates of 
the disciplinary condition and organisation, as well as of the proficiency, of the pupils in the subjects 
of instruction. The standard is thus one not difficult of attainment. Simply to reach it is nothing 
creditable ; to fail to do so, unless under exceptionally adverse circumstances, entails upon teachers 
well-merited censure or something more practically severe. On this basis the whole of the schools 
rated as "Public" gave results above standard requirements, the average number of marks gained 
representing 71 per cent, of those possible of attainment. Of the 14 Provisional Schools, 9 rated above 
standard, 2 up to standard, and 3 below. Of the 19 Half-time Schools, 17 passed standard require- 
ments, and 2 fell below them. It is fair to state, however, that the 5 small schools rated as below 
standard were so classed through no fault on the part of the teachers, bat in conformity with a rule 
of the Department, which provides that ' * a school without a third class cannot be regarded as up to * 
standard." In each of these schools —all newly opened — the formation of a third class was simply 
impracticable; but, in all respects for which the several teachers could be held accountable, satis- 
factory work had been done. 

Out of 2d8 pupils examined for exemption certificates, 232, or over 86 per cent., passed ; but of 
this number 155 had previously gained certificates, so that only 77 fresh certificates were issued. 
These results are in themselves very fairly satisfactory, and show improvement upon those of previous 
years. 

The Armidale Public Schools Athletic Association is in a thriving condition, and the annual 
gathering proved more successful, financially and otherwise, than on any former occasion. While all 
connected with the management of the institution deserve credit for its increasing popularity and 
•efficiency, the honorary secretary (Mr. J. W. Hobbs) should be specially mentioned for the zeal and 
unsparing effort bestowed in the performance of his onerous duties. It is pleasing to record that, in 
recognition of the services so rendered, the members of the Association met at the end of the year to 
express their appreciation of his merits, and to offer for his acceptance a token of their kindly regard. 

The Teaching Staff of all ranks comprises 94 members, rated as follows : — 

Principal Teachers 64 

Mistresses of Departments 2 

Assistants 9 

Pupil-teachers 18 

Work-mistress 1 

Among the principal teachers, mistresses and assistants, 1 ranks in Class I, 19 in Class II, 35 in 
Class III, and 20 are unclassified ; but 7 of the latter have received effective training as pupil-teachers. 
During the year 14 teachers presented themselves for examination, and 1 1 of the number passed, 2 
qualifying in attainments for Class I. All of the pupil- teachers but one passed the annual examina- 
tion successfully. Few complaints, and fewer causes for complaint, against teachers have to be 
recorded for the year, and I have no occasion to modify the favourable opinion previously expressed of 
their generally exemplary conduct, industry, and efficiency.

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ANNEX H. 

Inspector Pearson's Report (Armidale District, Tamworth Section). 

During first quarter of this year this District was under the supervision of Mr. Inspector Blumer, 
and in the following month I took charge. 

At the commencement of the year there were 88 schools in operation, classified as 55 Public, 
14 Provisional, 18 Half-time, and 1 House-to-house. 

During the year Emu Creek, Mia Mia, and Watson's Creek Provisionals were opened ; Central 
Manilla aud Crow Mountain Half-time, Manies Creek Public, and North Cuerindi Provisional were 
closed through diminished attendance. 

Limbri Provisional was raised to Public, Upper Horton and Bereen Half-time were raised to 
Public and Provisional respectively. As a result of these changes 91 schools were in operation during 
currency of the year, and at the close 87 remained open. Thirteen applications for the establishment 
of new schools, or reopening of old ones, were received. 

Wheatfields, Gravesend, Mia Mia, Oakey Creek, Elcombe, Boomi, North Nemingha, Gidley, 
Greenbah Provisionals, and Moree Evening were granted. Application for Glendhu Provisional was 
withdrawn. Mclntyre Creek and Ezzy's Crossing Provisionals were declined. Of the 10 granted 
only 1, viz., Mia Mia, has yet been opened. 

The whole of the 91 schools in operation were regularly inspected, 6 of these by Mr. Inspector 
Blumer during March quarter, and the remaining 85 by myself after taking charge of the district in 
April last. 

My total inspections for the year were : — 2 I in Albury District during March quarter, 85 in 
Tamworth District during remaining quarters, and 2 in Armidale District for District Inspector, 
making a total of 111 inspections for the year. 

Eighty-one schools, or 89 per cent., exceeded standard limits ; 4 were below, and 6 just reached 
the standard. These results do not compare favourably with those of last year, when 96 per cent. 
were above the standard, thus showing a falling off of 7 per cent. Probably the prevalence of 
epidemics and the appointment of new inexperienced teachers to certain small schools account to a 
certain extent for the reduction. 

In the individual subjects, Reading, Writing, and French have lower percentages. The results 
of the tests for exemption certificates show 08 per cent, of passes. The organisation and discipline 
are generaily satisfactory, the teachers seem diligent and conscientious in their work, and a healthy, 
tone pervades the schools.

ANNEX I. 

Inspector Beavis' Report (Armidale District, Glen Innes Section). 

Ninety-eight schools were in operation in the Glen Innes Section at the end of last year ; but two of 
these, Fieldside and Querra, were transferred to the Armidale Section ; and two others, Eastview and 
Severn, did not resume after the Christmas vacation. Subsequently these latter, which had been 
conducted as Half-time Schools, became amalgamated at a new site into a Provisional School under 
the name Severn. 
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Seven new schools have been opened, viz., 4 Public — Beaulieu, Clearbank (re-established), 
Conrad (Bora Creek Silver-mines), Homestead; and three Provisional — Auburn Yale, Bear Hill, 
(re-established), and Craighburn. The Inverell Evening School also resumed work in February. 

Thus, 103 schools have been existent for the whole or a portion of the year 1900, viz., 76 Public, 
25 Provisional, 2 Evening. Among those now ranked as Public are Airlie Brake and Torrington, con- 
verted from Provisional, and, as a consequence of the reduction of the minimum which qualifies for a 
full-time school. Half-time Schools (Staines and Stannum) have disappeared from the list, and have 
become Provisional. The Round Mount Public School (Boggy Camp Diamond Fields) has with its 
-expanding importance, and in harmony with the new designation of the township, assumed the name 
Cope ton ; and the Public School at Acacia Creek is now known as Buller. 

Two schools have been closed during the year, viz., Sapphire Public and Inverell Evening. 
Oakwood Public School (near Inverell) must shortly be closed on account of small attendance, hut in 
the course of a few years will in all probability be re-established. 100 schools will remain effective, 
and this number will be increased early in the coming year by the establishment of small Provisional 
Schools at Cullendore and New Korcelah, both on the Queensland border. Applications have been 
received for the establishment of Provisional Schools -it Strathinore (Grahamis \ alley), Mount Slow 
(near Mount Mitchell), and a place near Staggy Creek. The increase for 1901, though it may not 
equal that for the past two years, will be substantial. 

Nine new school buildings have been provided either by erection or leasing ; and, speaking 
generally, the school accommodation keeps pace with requirements. The inconvenience arising out of 
the deficiency in teachers' residences grows more acute. Some teachers cannot rent houses near their 
schools, and it is not possible to provide them with vested accommodation. Several who occupy rented 
houses have merely an apology for the convenience to which they are entitled. 

One school only, which was closed for five months and reopened at the end of November, was 
not visited. The rest (102 schools) were fully inspected, 96 being up to or above the standard, and 6. 
below it. 3,832 pupils (increase on last year 389 pupils, or 11 per cent.) were examined. The results 
present a few unimportant variations on those of 1899, but show a record of passes, averaging for all 
subjects 83 per cent. The passes for exemption certificates were 361 out of 503, or 72 per cent. ; 196 
certificates were issued. 

Increasing interest has been manifested in the establishment of school libraries. Suitably 
organised and regulated, these agencies of instruction and entertainment might be made much more 
wide -spread and effective than they are at present. 

Cookery classes, under Miss L. Mai larky, were in operation at Glen Innes from January to 
June, and concluded with the usual examination by a local committee. The fact that all the pupils 
passed the prescribed test is evidence, both of the carefulness- of. the teaching and the keen attention 
of the pupils. 

The physical welfare of the children continues to claim attention. School sports were success- 
fully carried out on a large scale at Inverell and Glen Innes. These exhibitions, appreciated both by 
pupils and parents, constitute-, at the* same time, a tribute to the zeal, kindliness, and self -sacrifice of 
the teachers. The teachers of the district generally hold- and* deseitve the confidence and esteem of 
the* people. 

Summary, 

The means of education have been further extended to the remoter portions of the district, and 
in all essential features of school work there has been substantial progress. The prospect for the new 
year is favourable.

ANNEX J. 

Inspector Parkinson's Rkport (Armidale District, Quirindi Section). 

At the close of last year I had 100 schools under my supervision. One Half-time School did not 
reopen' after the Christmas- vacation ;. but 11 new schools have been, established, so that my number 
for this year is 110 schools. One of these has been closed, and at a- few others- the attendance is smaUi 
and uncertain ; but a* land settlement is still proceeding, throughout th&district, I anticipate no-falling 
off in the number of schools for next year.- When I mention that,, during the ten and a half years I 
have had charge of this section, the. number of schools: has increased; from. 68 to 110, it will oe seen 
that I have good reason for this opinion. 

The school buildings provide accommodation for 6,666 pupils — an: increase for the year of 7$ 
places. This large increase is partly due to- the- opening of so many new schools, and partly to 
improvements effected in existing buildings. The want of proper accommodation felt for so many 
years at Gunnedah has been fully met by the erection, of a large schoolroom, built on approved modern 
lines, and capable of accommodating 400 pupils. A new wing has been added to the Quirindi 
buildings, and new class-rooms have been built at Wee Waa and Werris Creek. New schoolrooms 
are urgently required at Carroll and. West" Narrabri, and when these have been built the requirement 
of the whole district will be 'fully mefe The Architect has oarriedout the work at Gunnedah, Quirindi, 
and Wee Waa. All other work, namely, the erection of 5 new schoolrooms and 2 weathersheds, 
and improvements to 46 schools and- 9 residences} has beeap tfup e in ^sed by me. The cost of these worta 
has exceeded £1,200. 
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All schools in existence daring the year have been regularly inspected, 1 was inspected a second 
time, and 9 ordinary inspections were made at schools to which I was called on special business. The 
total number of inspections made was, therefore, 120. The efficiency of the schools may be shown 
thus : Below 50 per cent., 11 ; between ,50 and GO per cent., 31 ; between 60 and 70 per cent., 52 ; 
between 70 and 80 per cent., 14 ; above 80 per cent., 2. Qnirindi Superior Public School has retained 
its position of being the most efficient school in the Section, with Gunnedah and We3t Narrabri next 
in order of merit. Naturally, the most efficient schools are the larger ones, where the work is super- 
vised by trained and experienced teachers ; but in 8 small schools, where all the work has to be done 
by one teacher, an efficiency of upwards of 70 per cent, has been obtained. In Reading, Writing, 
and Arithmetic 3,727 pupils were examined— 337 more than last year. Of the total number examined, 
92 per cent, met or exceeded standard requirements in Reading, 97 per ceut. in VV 7 riting, 79 per cent, 
in Dictation, and 85 per cent, in Arithmetic. These results, as well as those ' obtained in other 
subjects, vary little from those noted last year, and show that the work is being carried on with 
industry and success. 529 pupils sat for exemption certificates, and 410 (77 per cent.) passed. Only 
238fresh certificates were issued ; the other pupils gained theirs in 1899. The passes were 5 per cent, 
higher than last year. 

The school library movement inaugurated several years ago is expanding. There are now 90 
schools with libraries, and these contain upwards of 6,400 books. The teachers continue to furnish 
me with quarterly reports on the number and condition of the books, the average weekly issue, with 
comments on the uses of libraries, and the means taken to keep up the children's interest in the 
books,. These . reports bear almost unanimous testimony to the good work which the libraries are 
doing. 

There are 127*teachers empl6yed in this district. Their conduct is on the whole exemplary, 
and no report of misconduct lias- been made during the year. Many of them sat for examination last 
June, and a fair proportion were successful. The difficulties of bush-teachers to gain higher classifica- 
tion are very great. Teachers in the higher grades are unable to obtain help in studying the alternative 
subjects in which they must pass ; and the climate throughout this district is so trying that for about 
four months of the year continuous and systematic study is well nigh impossible. Teichers, therefore, 
who- overcome all difficulties, and gain higher classifications, are deserving of great praise and of 
promotion to, more favoured districts as vacancies occur. 

This report shows that the work of education throughout this Section is expanding and pro- 
gressing. This year there has been an increase of 10 schools ; 6 new buildings have been erected, 3 
others enlarged, and 7"more leased ; accommodation for 702 additional children has been provided. 
All schools were regularly inspected, and 90 per cent, exceeded standard requirements ; 337 more 
pupils were examined this year than last, and the percentages of passes in the various subjects have 
been very satisfactory. The teachers have behaved excellently, worked industriously, and many have 
shown their zeal by sitting for examination, and qualifying themselves for better positions and more 
important work.

District Inspector MGOredie's Report (Bathurst District, Central Section). 

In the section>ol r Bathurst' District under my direct supervision there were 71 schools in operation at 
the-oloae-of 189& During the past year a new Public School was opened at Bloomfield, near Orange, 
and Evening Public Schools at Meadow Flat and Blayney. The Evening School at Meadow Flat had 
a very brief existence, only four of the young men for whose benefit it was established attending it 
foiva couple of- w*ek«. The one at Blayney has been more successful, the enrolment and average 
attendance since it started being 24 and 10*4 respectively. 

The small Provisional School at Eldorado Gully, near Ophir, was closed in September last, on 
account of failing attendance. 

Bosidea applications for the two Evening Publio Schools already mentioned, an application was 
received for a small ; school 7 at Mlllamurra, and declined. Others for schools at Frederick, near 
Laoknow (second application), and. Cave Creek, near Orange, have just been reported upon, and are 
under consideration. 

New schoolrooms were erected by the Architect at Bloomfield, Dark Corner, and Millthorpe, 
and the building at Barry, enlarged, 

The new buildings at Dark Corner and Millthorpe replace old schoolrooms, the one at the 
latter place having been converted into two large rooms for the teacher's residence. 

The present educational wants of the district are well met by the 72 schools now in operation. 
These arc judiciously distributed.; are, with one or two exceptions, in good repair, and provide ample 
accommodation for the number of children in ordinary attendance at each. 

Under my supervision £347 was spent in repairs, &c, to 38 schoolrooms and 24 teachers' 
residences. The heavy snowstorm during the Midwinter vacation destroyed or damaged the guttering 
of a large numbep of- school buildings,. and the cost of providing new guttering, where required, and 
repairing'thftioldj. added considerably to the expenditure for the year in keeping the buildings in 
good order. 
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Information respecting the attendance, fees, and school accommodation for the last two years 
8 subjoined, and indicates satisfactory progress :—

All schools, except the Evening Public at Meadow Flat, which was open only a few evenings, 
received a regular inspection, and one school an inspection of the ordinary kind. 

For general efficiency, all schools, except two, were above the standard. 

At inspection, 4,219 children were examined, an increase of 169 on the number present in 1899. 
The results compare favourably with those of previous years, and the general management of the 
schools was, with two exceptions, of a satisfactory character. 

Of 602 pupils examined for exemption certificates, 417 passed the required test; 2 15 for the 
first time. 

The total number of cadets in the district is 129, of whom 53, mostly pupils of Bathurst 
Superior Fublic and Millthorpe Public Schools, were enrolled during the year. It is to be hoped that 
the work of recruiting, so successfully started, will be carried on with unabated vigour and greater 
success during 1901. A team of cadets from Bathurst Superior Public School has just won the second 
consecutive victory for the school in the match for the Schools' Challenge Shield at the Annual Rifle 
meeting in Sydney, with the splendid score of 469 out of a possible 560 points. Several of these 
promising young marksmen, notably Aubrey Price, son of the Head Master of the school, also carried 
off a number of other valuable prizes and trophies at the same meeting. 

There are 119 teachers of all ranks employed in the schools of the district. As a body, they 
are attentive to their duties, and strive with honest effort to discharge them efficiently. The pupil- 
teachers, 22 in number, are studious, hard-working, and well-conducted. 

The prospect 8 of the district for the opening year of the new century are hopeful and 
encouraging.

ANNEX L. 

Inspector Thomas' Report. 

During the year 1900 there were 102 schools in operation in that portion of the Bathurst District 
under my supervision. Four of these, however, closed during the year, leaving 98 in active operation 
at the end of the year. Two new schools will be ready for opening when work is resumed, so that I 
expect to commence the year with 100 schools on my list. 

The new schools established during the year in places previously without means of education 
were : — Carlachy Public, Brolgan Siding, Cookamidgera, Mai lee Plains, Pullabooka, South Bo wan 
Park Provisional, and Akhtiar Half-time. To these may be added Parkes Evening Public. 

Several applications for new schools are now under consideration, and when these are dealt 
with I think that the educational wants of my section will be fully satisfied. 

Of the 102 schools on my list during the year, all but 2 were fully inspected. The uninspected 
schools were Chaucer and Yarragong Provisional, the former of which Mas opened, under a misunder- 
standing in January last, and at once closed, and the latter closed because the teacher could not get 
accommodation. 

Nine schools out of those inspected were below standard ; but 5 of them had been only a few 
weeks in operation at the time of my visit, so that low results were to be expected. The percentage 
of schools satisfying the requirements of the standard was 91, as against 93 per cent, in 1899. 

The total number of pupil* examined was 3,361, as against 3,208 in 1899. In the more 
mportant subjects the results were : —

Inspector McKenzie's Report (Eastern Section, Bathurst District). 

The means of education in this Section are adequate both as regards amount and distribution. The 
year 1899 closed with 103 schools on the Register ; but 2 of these did not reopen. During the year 
1900 Ganbenang School was reopened, and an Evening School since closed was established at Lithgow ; 
also Anarel Half-time and Wattle Vale Provisional School were closed. 

Therefore, the total number of schools open during the year 1900 was 103, of which 100 remain 
in operation. 

Applications for the establishment of schools at Leura and Hazelbrook were received. The 
former was declined, and the latter is still under .consideration, 

All schools were fully inspected, and 23 received an ordinary inspection. The results of 
inspection were mostly satisfactory, as is shown by the fact that 96 schools were up to or above 
standard requirements. The schools gaining highest marks were Lithgow, Katoomba, Blackheath, 
and Mount Victoria. 

The buildings are mostly in good repair ; the schools are fully staffed ; the supply of furniture 
and materials is sufficient ; and, as a rule, the organisation, discipline, and instruction are satisfactory. 

The average proficiency of the pupils is slightly higher than that of last year. There were 
3,362 pupils present at the regular inspections, of whom 414 were examined for exemption certificates, 
and 284, or 60 per cent., passed. And it is interesting to note that 112 of those who passed 
already held certificates, clearly showing that many who pass this examination still continue to attend 
school. 

Composition, Mental Arithmetic, and Word Meanings, although improved, still remain weak. 
Also, few of the elder pupils are able to show clearly the methods by which they solve their 
arithmetical questions. Many teachers do not seem to understand that Composition and Mental 
Arithmetic need to be taught systematically, and, therefore, content themselves by giving these lessons 
in a haphazard fashion. And so long as the children get the correct answers to the arithmetical 
questions they are satisfied, without troubling as to the manner in which the work is shown up. 
More attention might, also, with advantage, be given to questions requiring thought on the scholar s 
part, although not coming directly under any given rule in Arithmetic. 

The teaching of History has improved since the adoption of the new Standard ; but there is 
still too great a tendency to burden the pupils' minds with uninteresting and unimportant facts, 
instead of dwelling on important points, as, e.g., great events, their causes and results. 

In teaching singing sufficient attention is not given to reading music, i.e., teaching the pupils to 
sing by note ; and few teachers appear to realise the usefulness of frequent short exercises in drill, 
both on the lines and in school, as a means of cultivating smartness and readiness in the children, and 
good discipline and smooth working in the school. 

Two pleasing features in many of the schools are that the mental effort has much improved , 
and that the answering is more general. 

There are two things which teachers do not, as a rule, attend to so thoroughly as they should, 
viz. : — 

(1.) To always prepare lessons before giving them. 

(2.) To see that homework is arranged so as to dovetail with the school work.

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The gross enrolment for the year was 6,062, and the average attendance 3,362, whilst seats are 
provided for 5,600 pupils, and air-space for 5,384. The accommodation, therefore, is ample. 

A small school building was erected at Campfield, and another is in course of erection at 
Chatham Valley. Repairs and improvements were effected in 60 schools and 23 residences ; 
further repairs are proceeding in 5 schools and 4 residences. Other work is beiug carried out under 
the Architect. 

The arrears of school fees, £20 13s. 10d., are lower than fos any previous year. 

The Lithgow branch of the Public Schools Athletic Association held a successful meeting in 
November. 

Most of the schools possess libraries, which are fairly used by the pupils, especially by the girls. 
Savings Banks exist in the principal schools, and arboriculture receives a fair amount of attention. 

There are 125 teachers Of all grades employed- in this Section, and it is owing to their loyal 
exertions that nearly £200 was raised in aid of the Patriotic Fund. 

During September quarter the schools of 31 teachers fell below the minimum required for 
their class ; but in no case was the school reduced or the teacher's salary lowered.

District Inspector Johnson's Retort. 

There were 93 schools in this Section of the Bowral District at the beginning of this year, and all of 
them remained in operation throughout the year. Seven new schools were established, one of which, 
Ingleburn Evening, was closed on account of the attendance having fallen off. There are, therefore, 
99 schools still open ; 82 of them are Public, 4 Provisional, 12 Half-time, and 1 House to-house 
Schools. This last is in connection with the Children's Cottajge Homes at Mittagongt The new-schools* 
are Bossley Park Public, Box Vale, High Range, and Hill Top Provisional, and Silverstone and 
Yerranderie Half-time. 

Applications have been received for the establishment of new schools at? Moorehank, near 
Liverpool, and at Bargo Brush, and Colo, near Mittagong. A Public School is- atoo- about* being 
established at Harper-street, Merrylands. 

A new schoolroom was erected at Box Vale by the Department, and small schoolrooms were 
erected by the residents at Silvers tone and Yerranderie. These latter are rough slab and bark 
structures of the kind usually erected by the parents in the more remote districts. 

Twenty-nine schoolrooms and 11 residences were repaired during the year, at a total cost to the 
Department of £414 14s. 4d. These works were carried out under my own supervision! Addition* 
were also made to the schoolroom and residence at Mount Hunter by the Architect. 

The schoolrooms -of this-Seetion now provide accommodation for 6,988 pupils; and as ttasriiighesi 
quarterly enrolment for. the year was 6,085, the seats provided exceed the number actually required by- 
903; The schoolrooms are also well provided: with necessary furniture, apparatus* and', working 
materials- generally . 

All the schools in- this Beetion of the -District' were inspected once during the year. The Chief' 
Inspector inspected the Public Schools at Liverpool (Boys'), Caniey Vale, and Sutton' Forest* and. be? 
also paid incidental visits to Campbelltown and Camden Public Schools. 

Last year all the schools iu this Section wore* found to be up to or above the standtaxt '(tolerable). 
This year, all were above that mark: This is as -it* should be, especially in a district, as in this* in 
whieh a large proportion of the schools are in charge of teachers who have been trained either in tb* 
Department's Training Colleges or as pupil -teachers under capable masters* Such teiohera should* 
secure at least " Fair for General Proficiency. 

Of the various subjects of instruction j Heading and Writing obtained marks-equal with those of; 
last year. Grammar, English History, French, Algebra, and Latin obtained higher marks* and the 
remaining subjects marks slightly under those 'given last year. 

Four thousand-five hundred and sixty pupils were present at the inspections- of! the various 
schools of this Section, being anuncrease of 35 on ► the number examined last year. 

Five hundred' and ninety-one were examined for exemption certificates, and 425 • passed, 284*of 
whom passed for the first time. In some schools <the pupils are taught Arithmetic by rule only, and 
few, if any, questions not capable of being so solved are given to the pupils. This, together with 
defective teaching of Mental Arithmetic, is the main cause of the greater number of failnres-afc these 
examinations. Mental Arithmetic, to be successfully taught, requires considerable- and! persistent, 
mental effort on the part of both pupils and teacher, and this and the poor results, at first* apparent 
discourage those teachers not largely endowed with energy and perseverance. 

The number of pupils being educated free-in the schools of this part of the- State appears to me 
to be much out of proportion to the enrolment, judging from the apparent circumstances of the people. 
During the year 732 out of an enrolment of 7,569 were free. In addition, a large «raownt of « ai ii a u of 
school fees was cancelled. 
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The organisation and discipline, especially the latter, are highly satisfactory. The pupils are 
under complete control, and render cheerful and ready obedience to their teachers, and seldom, indeed, 
does a wilful breach of the rules of the school occur, and the school work goes on day after day with 
precision, order, and quietness, to the mutual benefit of pupils and teachers. Firmness, combined with 
kindness and consideration for the pupils' feelings, has taken the place of harshness and unkindness, 
with the best results. 

There are 87 Principal Teachers, 5 Mistresses of Departments, 24 Assistant Teachers, and 30 
Pupil-teachers employed in this Section. Of the Principal Teachers, 4 are in Class I, 25 in Class II, 
48 in Class III, and 10 are unclassified ; 7 of these last are ex-pupil-teachers who have not yet com- 
pleted the prescribed term of probation in charge of small schools necessary to render them eligible 
for examination for classification. I can confidently say that A more respectable, industrious, and 
conscientious body of servants arc not to be found in any Department of the Public Service. 

The number seeking employment as pupil- teachers has greatly increased, and the Department is 
thus ^enabled to obtain the services- of highly respectable and intelligent young persons, who from the 
start-* render important aid in school work, and who in the future will be the principal teachers of the 
Public Sehoels of the State. 

Grood work has been done in the various- schools of this Section of the Bowral District during 
trier past year, and' there is reason to hope t haft next 'years work will be equally satisfactory.

Inspjsctob, MgLblland's Report. 

The only change in the schools in the Wollongong Section this year was caused by the closing of 
Gknadariu Creek Public in April. There are now, at the close of the year, 88 schools classified thus : — 
Public, 79 ; Provisional, 7 ; Half* time, 2 ; total, 89. These schools bring the means of education 
witHin reach of allj save afew remote families. The buildings are mostly of good type, and except in 
onre-OT"twa instances, already brought under the Minister's notice, they provide adequate accommoda- 
tiaarforthe pnpilsnn attendance.- Many minor improvements have been effected under the supervision 
of both Architect and Inspector, but the only building operation of importance was the erection of a 
large'olass-room for the girls' department at Wollongong. About half a dozen large buildings need 
repainting; and-these would have been attended to during the year but for lack of funds. In other 
respects the 'general material condition^ the Department's property in this Section may be described 
asrguedi ThV existing schools provide floor-space for 9,990, and air-space for 9,787 pupils. Each 
school received a regular inspection, the Chief Inspector taking part in the examination of the pupils 
at?.Nowra and Shellharbour. Only two schools, both small, fell below standard requirements. This 
does not mean. that the rest-were in a satisfactory condition of efficiency. As a matter of fact, several 
teachers- were found fault'with for not securing results more in accordance with the classifications they 
held and the experience they were supposed to have acquired from their length of service. But the 
general results, as shown by the various statistics already forwarded, are certainly satisfactory, and 
indicate that the majority of the teachers discharge their duties with skill and industry. Of 765 pupils 
examined for exemption certificates 503 were successful and 284 obtained certificates for the first time. 
A cookery class was formed in Wollongong in July under the care of Miss Jessie Bailey. At the end 
of the term 59 girls were examined by a committee of ladies. Only one girl failed to pass the practical 
teste,. and of. the rest 17 obtained ; full morfafc 

There are two Athletic Associations in this district, one having its centre at Wollongongj the 
ottier at No wra. Both have bad very successful meetings during the year. I have observed with con- 
siderable surprise a disinclination on the part: of certain teachers, more particularly ladies, to take any 
active share in these demonstration** Such indifference is very properly resented by the members of 
wtort..i» essentially a teacher's association! whose* aim. is to promote the physical well- being of their 
pupils^ and; at the same time give them. a happy day once a year. I regret that there should be any 
teaohers in my < district who ha ve no aspirations in this direction.

Inspector Walker's Report — (Bowral District, Crookwell Section). 

I WASsarppoint«dto the ohargo of the Crookwell Section, of the Bowral District ou 1st August, 1900. 
Afrthe beginning: of the year there were 74 schools in this Section* During the year 1 school was 
closed- owing' to insufficient attendance; 1 wa» burned down,, and 1 was transferred to the Yass Seotion 
ofrthevQoiilbum District, leaving at the close of 190©, 71 schools on my list, comprising 30 Public, 14 
Provisional, 24 Half-time, and 3 House-to-house. 

It has-been decided to establish a Provisional School at Sapling Creek, near Laggan, and a Half- 
time School at Bullio and Old Bannaby, near Taralga. 
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Rugby Provisional was totally destroyed by fire in October, and the acceptance of a tender for 
the erection of a new building is now under consideration. 

New buildings to replace old ones have been erected under inspectoral supervision at Green- 
wattle and Cross Roads at a total cost of £179 15s., and, under the supervision of the Clerk of Works, 
a new building has just been completed at Third Creek. 

Seventeen schools and two residences were repaired at a cost of £124 4s. 5d. ; and 8 buildings 
are now undergoing repairs at a cost of £92 lis. 3d. 

The accommodation at the end of 1900 provided space, allowing 8 square feet for each child, for 
3,377, and air-space, allowing 100 cubic feet for each child, for 2,960 pupils. As the enrolment for the 
year was 2,315, it is evident that the seating accommodation is ample for present requirements. 

The schools are well distributee^ and despite the sparseness of the population there are compara- 
tively few families out of reach of a school. 

The condition of the vested buildings is generally satisfactory. The most noticeable defect in 
the majority of the school buildings is the absence of a verandah. Such a structure is inexpensive, and 
when partially enclosed forms an admirable shelter for the pupils. In such a severe climate as this 
district has, and where the weather is so capricious, a shelter of some kind is an absolute necessity. 

In the case of several Half-time Schools, the buildings which have been erected by the parents, 
are of a very rough type, and are, especially in the severe winter weather, very uncomfortable. In 
most instances, I am glad to say, that when the defects were pointed oat the comfort of the teacher 
and pupils received attention. 

All schools, with the exception of three, were fully inspected. Curraweela House-to-house was 
closed before my arrival in the district. Mark dale and Mulgowrie Half-time were closed from August 
until late in November, when owing to my absence from the district, assisting in the work of inspection 
in the Metropolitan District, I was unable to visit them. , 

Out of 70 schools inspected 60, were above, 1 up to, and 9 below standard. Of these 9, 5 did not 
possess all the requirements of schools up to standard, 2 were just reopened after having been closed 
for about a year, and 2 failed to reach the standard on account of ineffective teaching. 

In many of the smaller schools really good work has been done, but in some I regret to say, 
either through laziness or incapacity, the results have been unsatisfactory. 

The organisations of the schools is on the whole satisfactory ; but there are too many instances 
of carelessly and imperfectly constructed lesson guides, and a disposition to keep pupils in classes 
beyond the time warranted by standard. But it is pleasing to find that the teachers evince an anxiety 
to receive hints for the more effective management of their schools. 

The number of pupils examined during the year for exemption certificates was 89. Of these, 56, 
or 62 percent., passed, and to 44 of them who passed for the first time certificates were issued. 

During 1899 a branch of the Public Schools Amateur Athletic Association was formed at Crook- 
well. This branch held its second annual meeting in November last, and notwithstanding the great 
disadvantages to be encountered in such a scattered district the meeting was a marked success. 

The teachers as a body are well conducted. They discharge their duties loyally and zealously, 
and are well respected by the people amongst whom they labour.

ANNEX Q. 

District Inspector Cooper's Report. 

At the end of 1898 there were 105 schools on the list of the section of the Ooulburn District under my 
personal supervision. One of these was not reopened, owing to the diminution of available children ; 
and, during the year, 2 others were closed for the same reason. Two schools were transferred to 
the Braidwood Section. To the 100 schools thus remaining from last year were added — one school 
from the Yass Section, one new school, and three that had previously been closed. There are now, 
therefore, 105 schools on my list. These afford the required area for 5,777 pupils, and the prescribed 
cubic space for 5,404 pupils. The highest quarterly enrolment was 4,199, so that, in the aggregate, 
the accommodation provided is ample. It is satisfactory to be able to report also that it is well 
distributed, and that in only a few schools is there any overcrowding. Arrangements are in progress 
to remedy the inconvenience felt in these cases. 

By comparing the mean average attendance with the mean quarterly enrolment it is found that 
the regularity of attendance may be represented as 72 per cent., being 1 per cent, higher than for 1899. 
The school fees amounted to £1,354, or £180 more than the sum received for last year. 

Inspection. 

All the schools — 107 — which were in operation during the whole, or part, of this year, under- 
went a regular inspection, and ordinary inspections of 4 of them was held. Owing to interruptions in 
travelling, by continuous rains in the middle of the year and other causes, I was glad to avail myself 
of the assistance of Mr. Inspector Sheehy, who kindly undertook the inspection of seven schools 
adjacent to the Yass Section. 

Of the 107 schools inspected, 2 small schools that had been open for only a few weeks were 
below, 1 was just up to, and the remaining 104 were above the standard. 
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The children examined at these inspections numbered 3,309. Their proficiency in the several 
subjects of the school course is shown hereunder.

These results may be regarded as fairly satisfactory. 

Exemption Certificates. 

There were 513 children examined for exemption certificates, and 382, or 74 per cent., passed. 
Those who passed for the first time numbered 226. At the dates of inspection there were still 204 
pupils enrolled who had gained certificates in former years. 

Science CIjSs and Manual Training, 

During the year the pupils of the fifth classes of the Goulburn Superior Schools attended lectures 
at the local Technical College on Geology, with special reference to Goulburn and its vicinity. At the 
■written examination, held late in the year, the pupils acquitted themselves very well — some, indeed, 
passed with such distinction as to reflect credit on all concerned in their instruction. The Public 
Schools Manual Training Class, under the new teacher, Mr. Lockley, has continued to do good work, 
and is popular alike with pupils and parents. 

Athletic Association. 

The Public Schools Athletic Association of the district continues to flourish, and gives promise 
of becoming a useful and permanent institution. The regular sports meeting was held in October, and 
proved a marked success, for which the teachers and pupils, who worked with zeal and self-denial, 
deserve high praise. When, early in the year, a branch of the Patriotic Fund, in aid of the relatives 
of our brave fellow colonists who might die or become disabled in the South African War, Mas formed 
by the Public School Teachers of this Section, the Athletic Association volunteered its assistance in 
organising a special sports meeting. The net proceeds of that meeting amounted to £44 10s., which, 
added to subscriptions from individual teachers (£84 17s. 3d.), the proceeds of a fair got up by the 
teachers and pupils of the South Goulburn Superior Public School (127 16s. 4d.), and contributions 
from the pupils of several small country schools (£2 17s. 6d.), yielded a total sum of £160 Is. Id. — a 
handsome contribution to the Patriotic Fund. It may be observed that the teachers of the schools 
with which I am more immediately interested responded most cordially to the appeal for help for the 
fund. Their individual subscriptions, though in many cases comparatively high, were given with 
hearty goodwill, and this, coupled with their zeal in their successful efforts to make the contribution 
from the Section a creditable one, made it a great pleasure to be associated with them in the good cause. 



Teachers. 

There are now 116 teachers of all ranks in the schools under my immediate supervision, 76 of 
whom are Principal Teachers, 6 are Mistresses of departments, 12 are Assistant Teachers, and 22 are 
Pupil-teachers. There are 19 unclassified Teachers in charge of small schools ; but 11 of these have 
been trained as Pupil-teachers. One assistant is unclassified, although she has served as a Pupil- 
teacher. With few exceptions, these teachers are able and zealous in the performance of their school 
work, and, by good conduct and self-respect, worthily uphold the character and dignity of their 
profession. 

Summary. 
On the whole the results of the year are fairly satisfactory, and the outlook for 1901 is promising.

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ANNEX R. 
Inspector Baillie's Report. 

At the end of last year there were 92 schools in operation in the Braidwood section of the Goulburn 
District. One of these, Middling Bank Half-time has since been closed. Two scnools, viz., Little 
Tindery and North Bredbo — both Provisional — were transferred from the Goulburn section to this 
section of the district. A Half-time School was established at Sandy Flat and worked as a companion 
school with North Bredbo converted from a. Provisional to Half-time ; the year, therefore, closed with 
94 schools in operation. A new school will be established at Holly mount early next year ; tenders 
for the erection of the building have been forwarded to the Department. During the year the whole 
of the schools in operation, viz., 95, received a regular inspection, and 5 schools an ordinary 
inspection. Incidental visits were made to schools as opportunities offered. Of the 95 schools that 
received a regular inspection, 90 schools were above standard, 1 up to, and 4 below — an improvement 
upon last year. 

Applications for the establishment of schools at Glenview, Jerrabatgulla, Rock Forest, Coombe, 
Sandy Flat, and Hollymoant were dealt with ; the first four were declined, the two latter granted. 

A new school building was erected at Currowan to replace the old building, which was so 
dilapidated as to be beyond repair. Bendora School was removed and re-erected on a more suitable 
and central site, the grounds cleared and fenced, and ornamental trees planted. 

Repairs, including fencing, painting, &c., were effected at 27 schools, involving an outlay of 
£106 15s. Id., and at 6 teachers' residences, at a cost of £113 13s. 6d. 

Improvements, under the supervision of the Architect's Branch, are being carried out at the 
Cooma Superior Public School, at a cost of £174 14s. 6d., and new school buildings, including 
teacher's residence, will, in all probability, be erected during the ensuing year at Jembaicumbene in 
lieu of existing old buildings. 

The accommodation at end of 1900 provided floor space for 4,815 pupils, and cubic space for 
4,191 pupils, being an increase of 20 and 17 seats respectively ; the accommodation is ample, and the 
schools are well distributed throughout this section of the district. 

The enrolment for the year was 3,742, and the average attendance 2,172*7* a slight increase on 
the average attendance of last year. Free education was granted to 610 pupils, and the sum of 
£17 5s. 6d. , arrears of school fees, cancelled. 

2,429 pupils were examined, and of these 353 underwent examination for exemption certificates; 
262 were successful, 136 for the first time ; percentage of passes, 74 ; 155 pupils who held certificates 
still attended school. 

The general efficiency of the schools has been well maintained, and very creditable progress has 
been made during 1900. 

The teachers as a body are industrious, zealous, and efficient in discharging the duties of their 
office, loyal and faithful servants of the Department, and held in high estimation by the people 
amongst whom they are severally placed. 

The instruction is imparted with earnestness and very fair ability, the records are correctly and 
neatly kept, and the lesjon guides drawn up and constructed with rare and thought.

ANNEX S. 
Inspector Shkehy's Report. 

At the close of 1899 there were 83 schools in operation in this section of the Goulburn District. After 
the Christmas vacation all except Jones' Creek Public, which was allowed to lapse, resumed work. 

In the course of the year three new schools— Reno Public, Bongongo Provisional, and Kangiara 
Creek Half-time — were opened. The schools at Cooba Creek, Euralie, and Rosehill (Cooney) which 
had been closed for some years, were reopened to be worked in conjunction with others which were 
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reduced to Half-time rank. Mulligan's Flat Provisional was made the companion school of Sutton, 
and transferred to the Goulburn section ; and Grassy Creek Half-time, which had been under the 
supervision of the Inspector at Crook well, was added to my list. 

During the June quarter Garangula and Mount joy *Half-time and Demondrille Junction Evening 
Public were discontinued owing to paucity of attendance. 

The following schools have been converted into Half-time : — Beggan Beggan, Clarendon, 
Gobarralong, Tangmangaroo, and Wagragobilly Public ; and Griffith's Flat, Jeir, Kenny's Creek, and 
Warham Provisional. 

After these changes there were 85 schools in operation at the end of the year, classified as 
follows : — Public, 49 ; Provisional, 12 ; and Half-time, 24. 

Applications for the establishment of Provisional Schools at Berremangra (Reedy Creek) and 
Carrington were inquired into and declined. A Provisional School was granted conditionally at 
Tumorrama Proper. * 

An application for the reopening of Boambolo Provisional is under consideration. 

The number of schools in operation during the year or some part of it, was 88. Except one, an 
Evening Public School, which was discontinued early in the year, all were regularly inspected,, and 
several were visited incidentally. Seventy-six were above the standard (50 per cent, of possible marks) ; 
4 were up to, and 7 below it. Of the latter, 3 had been but a short time opened before they were 
inspected.

Two hundred and eighty-five pupils were examined for exemption certificates. One hundred 
and ninety-one or 67 per cent, passed, and 101 satisfied the prescribed standard for the first time. 

The schools, as a rule, present a tidy well-kept appearance, and are adequately supplied with 
books and appliances. In 95 per cent, of them the organisation ranges from fair to very good. In all 
cases in which repairs to the buildings were needed action was taken to get them effected. 

The discipline is of a satisfactory character. In most schools good order is maintained, and 
very little corporal punishment is inflicted. 

The number of teachers employed in this section is 88, viz. : — 73 in charge of schools, 6 assistants, 
and 9 pupil-teachers. As a body they are diligent and earnest in the performance*of duty. During 
the year five complaints were inquired into — with one exception they were either not substantiated, 
or were in the main without foundation. 



A ccommodation . 

At the end of 1899' the sitting accommodation reckoned at J00 cubic feet of air-space for each 
pupil, was 3,609 places. By the closing of three schools and the transfer of one school, 99 seat3 were lost. 
The number of seats gained by the opening of three new schools, the reopening of three others, and 
the transfer of one school, was 236. -Hence, the number of places provided at the close of the year 
was 3,746.

Under the Inspector's supervision one schoolroom has been enlarged, and repairs and improve- 
ments have been effected to 56 schools and 8 residences, at a cost of £384 16s. Sd. 

Works to cost £70 7s. 2d. in connection with 11 schools and 4 residences are in progress. 

Summary. 

Three new schools have been opened, three old ones which had been closed for some years have 
been reopened, and four new buildings have been erected. All schools, except an Evening Public School 
which lapsed, were regularly inspected, and 92 per cent, satisfied the requirements of the standard. 
The means of education are adequate, and the prospects generally are good.

It will be seen that the average attendance is slightly over 70 per cent, of the enrolment. As 
the weather during the June and the September quarters of the year was frequently very wet, the 
attendance should be considered satisfactory. 
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Of the 121 schools in operation in this section daring 1900, 118 received a regular inspection, 
and one school was so inspected twice. At these inspections 3,450 pupils were examined. The three 
uninspected schools were IJuckajo Provisional and the Half-time Schools at Muskgrove and Rockton. 
All these were closed during the latter half of the year.

There were three schools below standard. These were new schools, and had not a third class. 
One hundred and fifteen schools were above standard. For exemption certificates 433 pupils were 
examined ; of these 335 passed, and 177 who passed the test for the first time received certificates. 

During the year the following works were carried out under my supervision : — New school 
buildings were erected at Brogo, Bald Hills, Mountain Top, and Rianga. The school buildings at 
Oak vale, Nethercote, and Beresford were enlarged ; weathersheds were erected at Murranumbla, 
Wapengo, Mila, Kydra, and Tarragandah ; 41 schoolrooms and 9 teachers' residences were repaired. 
The total cost of the work thus carried out was £854 14s. 7d.

ANNEX U. 
District Inspector Flashman's Report (Grafton Section). 

I took charge of the Grafton Section in April last. There were then 80 Public, 12 Provisional, 10. 
Half-time, and House-to-house Schools, making a total of 106 schools. 

Two Half-time Schools were closed early in the year in consequence of diminished attendance. 

Most of the schools are well placed as regards the population, and meet the requirements of the 
various localities in which they are placed. It is rare that children have to travel any great distance 
to a school. 

Accommodation is provided for 6,752 pupils, while the average attendance is les3 than 4,000, so 
that ample provision is made for all the children in the district. 

Minor repairs. and improvements have been carried out under my supervision to 31 schools at a 
cost of £356 15s. Id., and 11 residences had £256 10s. 9d. spent upon them. 

At Bowraville a fine brick building has been erected to take the place of the old dilapidated 
wooden structure used for many years for school purposes. 

The growing requirements of Maclean urgently call for something to be done in the way of 
providing modern school buildings in a more central position than those now occupied. 

Weathersheds have been provided at the majority of the schools. 

It is much to be regretted that so few teachers have made any effort to beautify the school 

f rounds by planting trees and shrubs ; it is too often the case that the school playground is the 
arest spot for miles around. 

All the schools in the Grafton Section received a regular inspection, and very many were visited 
twice during the year. 
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There is nothing striking in the organisation of the schools in this Section. Very few teachers 
make any attempt to make their schoolrooms attractive or pleasing in appearance. When the annual 
inspection is expected an effort is pot forth to enliven the school buildings with flowers and pictures ; 
but when tho inspection is over these are all removed, and bare walls, with untidy rooms, prevail as 
before. Grafton Superior, Harwood Public, Grafton South (when under the late teacher), are 
pleasing exceptions to the general rule. It is not at the annual inspections of the schools, but at the 
incidental visits, that their normal condition is really seen. The teacher who is careful to make the 
surroundings of his pupils always pleasing, elevating, and instructive, is exerting a silent but potential 
influence, the extent of which it is difficult to estimate. 

The discipline in most cases is suitable to the peculiarities of the schools— as a general rule it 
is not of the kind observed in large city schools. The pupils are fairly punctual, industrious, orderly, 
respectful, and willing ; but there is an absence of that influence which produces smart, mental 
activity. The children are easily managed, and the influence of the school life is felt in the houses of 
the pupils. 

In some instances the instruction has been imparted in a methodical, painstaking manner, and 
with considerable success. 

There are very many teachers employed in this Section who have received no regular special 
training as teachers. These often employ crude, unskilful methods ; but they do their best, and are 
very anxious to receive suggestions, which they follow with commendable intelligence. Others, who 
have passed through the Training School, appear to have lost the enthusiasm of their youth, and are 
not now producing the satisfactory results which characterised their teaching in past years. 

Few teachers in the District understand Military Drill, so that the results in that subject are 
not very high. 

Mental Arithmetic is not methodically taught. It is not made, as it should be, an aid to State 
Arithmetic, or a means of developing mental activity. 

Poetry is not regularly taught in many schools. As a general rule, a selection is made, which 
the pupils are told to learn just before the regular inspection of the school is oxpected, and when that 
is over the subject is entirely neglected for several months of the year. 

The percentages of passes in the important subjects were : — Reading, 79 ; Writing, 79 ; 
Dictation, 80 ; Arithmetic, 69. 

With one or two exceptions, the Pupil-teachers aro doing excellent work. They are enthusiastic, 
and most anxious to succeed in the profession of their choice. 

There appears to be no difficulty in obtaining suitable candidates for the office of Pupil- 
teacher. 

I regret to note a growing tendency on the part of very many male Pupil -teachera to refrain 
from competing for entrance to the Training School. There are too many of these young men willing 
to take small schools rather than obtain the invaluable advantages which a course of special training 
alone can give. The present handling of a few extra pounds of salary seems more attractive than the 
prospect of a year's special professional training. 

About 6 schools have been supplied with Libraries. During the ensuing year systematic efforts 
are to be made to open a library in connection with all the more important schools. 

The work of the schools has progressed smoothly during the year. I anticipate satisfactory 
results during the coming year.

ANNEX V. 

Inspector Wright's Report. 

There were 123 schools under my supervision during the year. Of these, 118 were open at the 
beginning of the year, 3 ( Bappin, Tamban, and Uralgurra) are new schools, and 2 (Bril Bril and Morcom) 
are schools which were closed, but have n~>w been reopened. Owing to diminished attendance, 3 
schools (Warneton Provisional, Forster Half-time, and Wallingat Half-time) were closed during the 
year ; so that there are now 120 schools in operation, viz., 86 Public, 16 Provisional, and 18 Half-time. 
The establishment of 6 new schools (Burrapine, Coomba Coomba, Kindec, Willawarrin, Wittitrin, 
and Yarrick) has been sanctioned. These will be opened early in 1901, and it is probable that a few 
more small schools will be required during the year to keep pace with the increase of settlement. The 
schools now in operation allow floor-space (8 square feet) for 7,701 pupils, and air-space (100 cnbic 
feet) for 7,612. The highest quarterly enrolment and average attendance during the year were, 
respectively, 5,474 and 4,078 '2 ; so that ample accommodation is provided for the requirements of the 
district. 

The buildings generally are in very fair condition. A few of the oldest residences, built twenty 
to thirty years ago, are worn ont, and must soon be replaced by new buildings ; and a fairly large 
expenditure is needed every year to effect ordinary repairs, including the damage caused by white 
ants. During this year contracts amounting to £5,213 3s. have been accepted for necessary works, 
£3,383 15s. 8d. to be expended under the supervision of the Architect and £1,829 7s. 4d. under my 
own supervision. Of the latter amount, £1,518 5s. lOd. has already been paid, and £311 Is. 6d. 
represents the value of works now in progress. 
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Inspections. 

During the year 113 schools received a regular inspection. Of these, 101 (89* 3 per cent.) were 
above and 12 (10*7 per cent.) below standard. Nearly all of the 12 below standard were new schools, 
in which a third class had not been formed. Very little fault is to be found with the organisation and 
discipline of the schools generally, and the attainments show that the teachers as a body are fully 
alive to the responsibilites/ievolving upon them, and that their work is done faithfully and efficiently ; 
486 pupils were examined for exemption certificates, and of these 330 (68 per cent.) passed the 
necessary test. 

Ten schools were not inspected ; two of these closed before I could arrange for their inspection. 
I regret that I was unable to visit the other eight. 

Teaching Staff. 

The Teaching Staff now consists of 142, viz., 110 Principal Teachers, 9 Assistants, and 23 Pnpil- 
teachers. The members of the Staff are not only, as I have stated, faithful and efficient teachers, 
but with very few exceptions they are highly esteemed as citizens by the people among whom 
they live.

In not a single instance was a school closed in consequence of diminished attendance, excepting 
Fernleigh Evening. 

Kowland's Creek and Runnymedc will come into operation immediately after the Christmas 
vacation, while the erection of Knockrow (Public) and the (Provisionals) Woodview and Mummulgum 
will probably be completed during March quarter of 1901 ; eo that a total of 1 17 schools will be under 
my supervision early in the new year. Notwithstanding this large number, I am confident that more 
will be added to meet the marvellous growth of the district, and to cope with requirements resulting 
from the rapid extension of the dairying industry. 

During the year seating accommodation was provided for 7,314 pupils, an increase of 733 since 
1899, the total outlay in the way of erection of small schools and the enlargement of others being 
£2,468 Is. 3d. A very fine new school is now in course of erection at Wardell. Much has, therefore, 
been done, not only in keeping the buildings in a reasonably good state of repair, but in establishing 
schools where settlement warranted such. Adequate provision for the requirements of the district 
have thus been made. 

The work of inspection has been somewhat divided, Mr. Inspector Board, Mr. Inspector Walker, 
and myself all taking a share. The transference of the first gentleman to another district produced 
this sectional work. With very few exceptions I found the schools in my portion well organised, the 
teachers painstaking, the efficiency well sustained ; and I have great pleasure in stating that the 
personal influence of Mr. Inspector Board, and his judicious power of organisation, won for him the 
high appreciation of the teachers of this district, amongst whom he worked so faithfully for a number 
of years. 

4,611 children were examined during the year, the efficiency in the more important subjects 
being :— Reading, 84 per cent. ; Writing, 83 per cent. ; Dictation, 83 per cent. ; Arithmetic, 75 per 
cent. ; Grammar, 76 per cent. ; Geography, 81 percent. ; History, 74 per cent. ; Euclid, 69 per cent.; 
Algebra, 74 per cent. ; Latin, 74 per cent. ; French, 79 per cent. ; Drill, S2 per cent. ; Needlework, 
88 per cent.

ANNEX X. 

Inspector Dwykr's Report (Maitland District, Maitland Section). 

During some portion of the year 1900, there were in operation in this section of the district, 90 
schools, viz. : — 7-t Public, 13 Provisional, 3 Half-time ; total, 93. One Half-time School — Brownmuir— 
was closed early in the year for want of attendance, and Heddon Half-time, which was worked with 
it was raised to full-time rank. A splendidly appointed new schoolroom for girls in connection with 
the Superior Public School, West Maitland, is ready for occupation. The new class-room attached to 
the Homeville Public School was occupied early in the year. 

A new Public School building was erected at Quorrobolong on a more central site during the 
year. The class-room at Hinton is being enlarged, and the addition will soon be completed. 

A vested Provisional School at Dumas Creek was completed, and opened during the second 
half of the year. A non-vested Provisional School was started at Kerrabee last year, about Easter, in 
a wretched room ; but there was nothing else available. 

An application for a Provisional School, made by the Ven. Archdeacon White, for the people of 
Towong, was favourably received. A building was erected by the promoters, and accepted by the 
Department on lease ; but as it was then late in the year the school was not opened. An application 
for a Provisional School at Lemington (near Ravensworth), where a building was offered to the 
Department at a peppercorn rental, and, subject to the promoters effecting necessary improvements to 
the premises, was accepted. As it was near the end of the school year when the premises were ready 
for occupation, work was not commenced. 

Applications for Provisional Schools at St. Hilicrs and Upper Baerami have been favourably 
received oy the Department, and the erection of vested buildings in these localities will be started as 
soon as funds are available. 
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The sum of £952 4s. was expended by me in the erection of two new school-rooms, the 
enlargement of one class-room, and in effecting repairs to 57 schools, and 23 residences. 

The number of schools in operation at the close of 1900 was 89. Brownmuir Half-time as 
already stated, having been closed early in the year for want of attendance. 

Existing schools are, on the whole, favourably situated, and afford more than sufficient floor 
space and air sj&ce for a larger number of pupils than the highest attendance at any period of the 
year. The total number of floor and air spaces, respectively, in this section at the close of the year, 
was 8,626 and 8,967, as against 8,125 and 8,344 at the beginning of the year. 

The ninety schools in operation were fully inspected, and 4,943 pupils were examined. All the 
schools were above the minimum standard of proficiency. 

Organisation and discipline show steady improvement. 

Except in a few country schools, tree-planting and the cultivation of flower gardens are on the 
wane. The school at Largs is a marked exception to that statement, for there the trees and the 
garden are well tended. In that school, also, the teacher has taken great pains and care in the 
formation of a neat Museum of the minerals and general products of this State of New South Wales. 
All exhibits have been catalogued and described in it. A start with a Museum has likewise been made 
at Rothbury. It is to be hoped that every teacher in the section will follow their example, and form 
like Museums. 

The Cookery class at West Maitland has been largely attended throughout the term, and 
produced very satisfactory results. The teachers and pupil-teachers are intelligent ; they have 
worked with energy and very marked success.

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ANNEX Y. 

Inspector Dettmann's Report (Newcastle Section, Maitland District). 

My experience of the Newcastle section of the Maitland District is limited to a nine months' personal 
knowledge of its schools, inasmuch as I was only appointed to the charge of the section from the first 
of last April. 

My short acquaintance with it has, however, been sufficient to satisfy me that it is a district of 
great possibilities, and I feel indeed honored at having been selected to assist in a small way to work 
out its destiny. Great as has been its development, those who know it well, and are best qualified to 
express an opinion, agree that commercially and industrially it will show greater prosperity during the 
next ten years than it has shown during the last fifty years, and such being the case, it must increase 
considerably in the number and size of its schools. At present the schools of the section fairly meet 
requirements, the gradual expansion of the last twelve months having been anticipated by increased 
accommodation where the need was most pressing. A new school was opened at Boolaroo (Cockle 
Creek). New buildings of the most approved type were erected for the use of the Boys' Departments 
at Hamilton and Cook s Hill, and additional commodious class-rooms were added in connection with 
the Hamilton Superior Public School, Girls' Department, and the Public Schools at Adamstown and 
Charlestown. These several buildings have increased the school accommodation of the district by 
1,317 and 1,735 seats respectively ; that is, reckoning 8 square feet of floor space, and 100 cubic feet 
of air space per pupil. There is now provision in the schools of the Newcastle Section for 16,631 
pupils, a number in excess of the gross annual enrolment of pupils, which is 16,297. The accommo- 
dation is well distributed, so that no school can claim to be overcrowded. Further increased accom- 
modation is in contemplation during 1901. 

Not only has proper provision been made for the accommodation of Public School pupils ; but 
all reasonable educational requirements have been met. The schools are well equipped with suitable 
and up-to-date teaching appliances, and well-staffed with earnest, painstaking, ana capable teachers, 
men and women, most of whom are, in addition to being well qualified for their work, imbued with a 
high sense of its importance. 

The schools are correctly organised, and the pupils are well disciplined and properly taught. 
The regulations are observed. 

All the schools and departments — 61 in number — are marked " above the standard," a fact 
most creditable to the pupils and their teachers, very gratifying to the Education Department, and 
profitable to the community. 

The teachers deserve well of the community for their earnest, and in many instances, self- 
sacrificing labours, for not only do they do the work they are paid for, but they are ever mindful of 
the interests of the scholars. 

Their school-rooms are well kept, and in most instances are made very attractive at their own 
expense, the school walls being covered with beautiful pictures and photographs. Some of the schools 
are in this respect quite artistic in appearance. To visitors, the effect is really striking, while upon 
the pupils it is decidedly beneficial. 

In other respects the organisation is equally satisfactory, and with the mild and effective 
discipline which, as a rule, prevails, the school surroundings are calculated to attract and please the 
pupils, and to render the work of teaching pleasanter and easier. 

As a rule the children are very happy at school. 

The teachers are working well together for the good of the whole district, and there are 
indications of general progress. A comparison of some of the statistics for 1899 and 1900 will show 
this. The gross enrolment of pupils for 1900 is 16,297, being an increase of 210 pupils. The average 
attendance, 9,9421, is 3155 higher than in 1899. The total amount of school fees collected for 1900 
is £4,381 17s. Id., or £.385 14s. 9d. more than was received in 1899, while the arrears of school fees 
owing at the end of 1900 is not half as much as was owing at the close of 1S99. 11,065 pupils were 
examined at the regular inspection of schools in 1900, or 338 more than in 1899, and more pupils were 
examined in all the higher subjects. More teachers were employed in the schools. Other figures are 
equally significant of expansion. 

School Banks and Libraries* 

All the larger schools have school banks, and most of the schools possess good libraries, which 
are very popular with the pupils, and are destined to play an important part in the education of the 
children ; although not subsidised by the Government to the extent of one penny, the libraries are in 
a flourishing condition. Their formation in this district is largely, if not entirely due to the action 
of the Newcastle Public Schools Athletic Association, which granted several hundred pounds from its 
surplus funds to assist in establishing the libraries. 

Athletic Meetings. 

The Association held two very successful meetings this year — a Schools' Display Meeting on 
the 10th of October, and a Sports' Meeting on the 3rd of November, and subsequently the schools in 
and around Plattsburg and Wallsend repeated the work at Wallsend in aid of the District Hospital, 
for which they deserved and received great praise. 

Many schools engaged in special functions of their own, such as school picnics, concerts, and 
school exhibitions. 
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Public School Counts in Cookery and Manual Training, in connection with the Newcastle Technical 

College. 

These classes are very popular in the district, and are attended by a limited number of pupils 
from the leading schools in and around Newcastle. The numbers of pupils were necessarily limited, 
owing to want of accommodation. 

The Cookery Classes (half-yearly courses) were attended by 120 pupils, 60 in each course, and 
the Manual Training Classes by 100 pupils, who entered for the whole year. All these pupils were 
examined at the end of each course, and very satisfactory results recorded. School pupils are very 
eager to join these classes, which do a deal of good. There are a number of additional items of 
interest in connection with the educational work of the district, which might be mentioned in this 
report, but which must stand over. Suffice it to say in conclusion, that the school work of the 
district is being successfully carried on, that progress during the year has been satisfactory, and that 
the prospects for the coming year are bright. 

The usual statistics have been furnished.

ANNEX Z. 

Inspector Kevin's Report. 

I have the honor to submit my report for 1900. 

There were 107 schools under my charge at the end of 1899, and of these, two (Webber's Creek 
Provisional and Mundawa Public) were closed, while two new schools were established, and one 
reopened. The number, therefore, remains as before, namely, 107, or, iu detail : —

Two new schools will be opened early in the coming year, and one closed — the Aborigines' Camp 
at Barrington— and thus, counting Invergordon (not inspected), I shall have on my list 109 schools 
with which to begin the year. All the schools given in tbc abovenamed statement were regularly 
inspected, with the exception of Invergordon Provisional, which was closed at the time of my visit to 
the locality, and no subsequent opportunity offered for inspection. One school underwent a second, 
and 17 received au ordinary inspection ; thus there were altogether 123 independent inspections. 

Organisation. 

The school buildings, as a whole, are in very fair condition, and afford adequate accommodation 
for the enrolment. In some places, indeed, tho schools are not more than half filled at present ; but 
then these buildings were erected for a generation that is now the fathers and mothers of the present. 
The buildings are, as a rule, well lighted and well ventilated, and I am not aware of any schoolroom 
-where teacher or pupils can reasonably complain c f discomforts of a serious nature. Tho schools are 
well supplied with furniture and apparatus of the most modern type. The old and primitive articles 
I have had discarded from time to time, as I consider it unfair to teachers and pupils to be compelled 
to work with them. Many of the schools have the walls covered with pictures, floral devices, battle 
scenes by land and sea, landscapes, engravings of notable men and women, and of animals. These are 
of a highly educative value, and lend a brightness and cheerfulness to the interior that nothing else 
could give. The schools, generally, have a fair supply of working materials ; but there certainly is no 
margin for waste or extravagance. In the matter of pens, ink, and chalk, the supply might be a little 
more liberal. The water supply is wholesome and adequate ; but some of the taps have been 
maliciously injured in out-of-the-way places. In all new schools erected under my own supervision, I 
have had the taps turned into the school, and with a bucket and mugs I find the plan answers admir- 
ably, and is more economical. As regards arboriculture, considerable interest is taken in the matter 
in some schools, while in others it is almost wholly neglected. Certainly the intermittent droughts of 
the past five years have disheartened many, and the neglect is not to be wondered at. Still, the Arbot 
Day celebrations have done, and must do good, and I hope they will not fall into desuetude or their 
usefulness lost sight of. 

Discipline. 

The Discipline has continued healthy and rational. The cane is not often used, and in several 
schools not at all. Drill is regularly taught with varying degrees of success, and is almost wholly 
confined to turnings, marching in rile, and the physical exercises. Beyond this I cannot see it is worth 
attempting anything else. Dumb-bells, poles, &c, are very good in large schools ; but in a school of 
twenty or thirty such exercises are somewhat anomalous. Besides, the parents decline to purchase 
the articles for their children. It has always been a matter of great regret to me that an Athletic 
Association could not be formed in this district a? in others. I have tried it; but failed owing to 
several causes, chief among which are the scattered nature of the schools, the absence of any point 
that could be considered quite central, and the insuperable difficulties in the way of locomotion. A 
district of bullock-drays and effete spring carts is not likely to rouse and sustain the world's attention 
very long. 
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In cleanliness of person, neatness and tidiness in dress, good conduct, and ready and cheerful 
obedience, the pupils have sustained their character of other years. Many of the parents are extremely 
poor ; but even these try to the best in their power to make their little ones appear decently and 
cleanly clad at school. More than this they cannot do, and more is not expected, though many attend 
without shoes or stockings. 

Inspection and Instruction. 

All the schools under my supervision were duly inspected, with the exception of one. These 
inspections were thorough and searching ; but in every instance based upon the actual teaching or 
work done. In some cases the teaching was somewhat off the standard lines ; but a few words of 
explanation put matters right. The instruction I found had been conveyed in the majority of cases in 
an earnest and painstaking manner, and the answering satisfactory. There are, of course, exceptions, 
chiefly among the voung people recently admitted to the Service, and without any special training. 
Competitive examinations are very well in their way, but I doubt if we are getting the right material 
for our schools thereby. The Inspectors ought to have something to say in the matter. For Exemp- 
tion Certificates 236 pupils presented themselves for examination, and 203 passed, while 132 received 
certificates for the first time. Very few, however, left school on receiving their permits to do so. 

To briefly summarise my estimate of the teaching in the more important subjects, I should at 
once say that the faults in Reading are indistinctness, blurred by an ugly nasal tone, and unacquaint- 
ance with the subject matter. It is very disappointing to find children knowing absolutely nothing — not 
even the significance of the title — of a lesson they are supposed to have read. Yet this has been my 
experience frequently during the year. The poetry is forgotten almost as soon as the inspection is 
over, and, in many cases, it is just as well it should be. 

In Writing — closer supervision is needed, though I am bound to say the penmanship is of a very 
-satisfactory character generally, and it would be strange if it were not so, considering the excellent 
class of copy-books we now have, especially the Australian series. I am pleased to see the upright 
series has altogether disappeared. The method of holding the pen has been a matter of frequent 
complaint, and I have noticed that pupils are permitted to noli it anyhow. The result is that the 
writing in many cases (especially in dictation) is cramped, irregular, and sprawling. There is, to my 
mind, no prettier sight in a school than a pen held gracefully, and executing neat and artistic 
caligraphy. 

In Arithmetic — I notice that the blackboard is not now used so freely as formerly, nor do the 
teachers make or formulate the questions as in the past. I fear aids are too cheap and convenient. 
Thus the questions given are often wanting in practical everyday usefulness ; drawn from the daily 
"lives of the pupils in town or country. 

In Grammar — composition is still too much neglected, though I have seen very good work under 
this head in the home exercise books of some of the pupils. 

The Geography has improved, inasmuch as it tends to be more rational and common-sense. The 
. strings of names formerly so much the fashion in our schools have nearly vanished, and one gets 
instead something about the physical characteristics, the climate, productions, and people of the 
variousjparts of the earth. 

The History is no longer encumbered by meaningless and senseless dates, and this is a relief; 
but I am afraid the subject is likely to suffer in the absence of clearly defined links or stepping-stones, 
so to speak, between the various important epochs. More attention, also, is given to the Sovereign 
than to the great movements that marked his reign, and in which he was probably little or nothing. 
I take the opportunity here of testifying to the value of the library reading, as bearing in p special 
measure on this and the previous subject. I have frequently received answers to questions that I 
recognised instantly as foreign to, though helpful in the teacher's actual work, and I had no occasion 
to inquire as to the source of information. 

Vocal Music and Drawing come out with very varied results, especially the former, and 
Scripture cannot be said to give results of a satisfactory nature. 

School Libraries, <kc. 

The success of these admirable institutions is now fully assured, and they go on growing in 
favour and usefulness year by year. The interest, and I might say pride, now taken in their working 
by teachers, parents, and pupils is almost beyond belief. The start was a very uphill one, and often 
bitterly discouraging ; but now that one and all see, after a lengthy experience, the aims and objects 
of the scheme, there is nothing but help and encouragement at all points. This is very cheering ; but 
the great, the supreme end — the end for which no labour, no trouble, no disheartening circumstances, 
no sacrifices were thought too much — has, I candidly believe, been attained ; the children read and 
think. Scores of circumstances — direct and indirect — have shown me this during the past two years, 
for I specially set myself the task to find out without the shadow of a doubt whether after all the 
libraries were mere show or solid realities ; agents for good, or, it might be, opportunities for sham 
find hypocrisy. Of course, there are children who do not read at all ; those who have no taste what- 
ever for books (and I have met some queer puzzles, chiefly boys) and those who have not the time, for 
the library book is the book of the idle halt hour, and is never at war with home duties. Then it is a 
very great pleasure to see the number of ex- pupils, as well as grown-up people who use the books, and, 
indeed, it may be said that this is the only opportunity these persons have, or probably ever would 
have, of becoming acquainted with our better and higher literature. Special and suitable books are, 
of course, provided for this class of readers, and in this way in scores of localities the school library u 
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the Mechanics' Institute or School of Arts. Making allowance for money in hand, and counting books 
at an average of Is. 6d. each, the total stock to-day is fully fourteen thousand volumes (14,000), and 
every school has a press, many of these being extremely neat and tasteful, and the whole in each 
school in charge of a librarian — usually the senior pupil of the highest class. 

During the year the question of establishing a natural history museum (under the name of the 
" Century Cabinet ") in each school under my supervision received earnest attention, with the result 
that to-day a large number of these are in existence, and I hope before the end of the coming half-year 
that every school in the district will have its cabinet. I have carefully inspected several of those 
in existence, and I have but to express my unqualified praise of the character of the articles as such, 
and my entire approval of their contents. They are divided, especially in the larger schools, into 
three compartments, representing the three kingdoms in Nature, and the pupils themselves have 
mainly found the specimens in the bush and about their own homes. In many cases, however, the 
parents and their friends have sent rare and most interesting articles, and it is nothing novel to see 
lava from Mount Vesuvius, coral from Apia, coffee berries from Ceylon or Java, sugar-cane from the 
Clarence, silk from China, ostrich eggs from South Africa, a platypus skin from a neighbouring creek, 
copper from Cobar, tin from Inverell, fossils from Hinton, and auriferous quartz from Wattle Flat. 
Indeed, the variety and number of the objects in every cabinet is surprising and most instructive. It 
will be assumed at once that these cabinets were, like the libraries, established for a specific purpose. 
That is true, and the main object was and is to supply the teachers and pupils with materials for true 
object lessons. Many of these lessons are misnomers, and information lessons are called by the former 
name, and lose half their force in consequence. With the object before their eyes, however, the pupils 
will be saved the trouble of imagining all kinds of stupid things, while the teachers, on the other hand, 
will be compelled, in justice to themselves and their scholars, to read up and make their teaching 
sensible, practical, and mind-expanding. Furthermore, as many of the objects come home to the 
pupils, and have been a part of their daily lives, it is hoped thaf these collections may lead them to be 
more observant, more thoughtful, and more inquiring in the future. When the collections have been 
correctly classified and labelled, and the more important schools in possession of microscopes, then I 
shall consider the scheme as perfect as it is possible to make it at present. In next year's report I 
shall have pleasure in naming the schools that have been most successful in the formation of these 
cabinets. It is somewhat premature to do so in this. The teachers as a body are exemplary in their 
conduct, and have the full confidence of those for whose good they labour. I do not know of any other 
body of public servants that work harder or discharge their duties more conscientiously. The pupil- 
teachers also give great satisfaction, and all passed their annual examination with credit. 

To Summarise. — The means of education are fully adequate and well distributed ; the buildings 
are in very fair order ; the organization is as complete as circumstances will permit ; the discipline is 
mild and sensible ; the teaching is earnest and painstaking, and satisfactory work has been done during 
the year. In view of these facts, the coming year is pregnant with hope.

There is no change in the boundaries of the Wagga Section of the Wagga District, but the number of 
schools is steadily increasing, 91 having been open during 1900 as against 85 last year. A new school 
at Uroly is ready fo opening next year, another at Coreinbob is building, while tenders are waiting 
acceptance for others at Ashbridge and Monlacoo. One small school, Wilga, collapsed owing to the 
continued bad seasons compelling the residents to leave the district. 

Of the 91 open 90 received a regular inspection. Bectric was not inspected, as the teacher was 
removed on 10th September, and the school, which is a very small one, has not been filled since. 
Eighty-three were up to or above the standard, the percentage, 92, being the same as that last year for 
this Section. 

New schools were opened at : —

Edenderry. Rannock. Kockibitoo. Mundawaddera. 

The school at Pine Lee, closed in 1898, was re-opened, and the Notherwono buildings were 
moved to a new site about 2 miles off, and opened under the name of Millwood.

Inspector Ebiend's Report. 

The list of schools under my supervision for the year now closing comprised 69 Public, 16 Provisional, 
11 Half-time, 1 House-to-house, and 1 Evening School; total, 98. One of the Half-time Schools 
(Wedallion) was closed in April, and its companion (Briharee) has since been worked as a Provisional 
School, under which designation the latter is entered in the foregoing summary. Temora Evening 
School lapsed in consequence of the feeble support which it met with. No new schools were estab- 
lished during the year ; there are, therefore, 96 in operation now. It has been decided to open a 
school at Glynburn, near Temora ; an application for one at Cullinga Mines is under consideration ; 
hence there will be 97 or 98 schools on my list for next March quarter. 

Nine petitions for the establishment of schools were received during the year. One case was 
sanctioned ; a school was offered conditionally in another, but the residents failed to comply ; 4 were 
declined ; 2 deferred ; and one is still under consideration. 

The Department's property is mostly in good condition. Some very desirable repairs, however, 
have had to stand over for want of funds. Under the Inspector's supervision, 49 school buildings were 
repaired at a cost of £S20 18s. 2d. ; the expenditure bestowed upon 15 of these though did not exceed 
£1 in any one case. Six teachers' residences received attention ; cost, £18 17s. Works of a more or 
less important character at Spring Dale, Mount McDonald, Twer ton, Oootamundra, Weddin, Mitten's 
Creek, Calare, Holmwood, and Temora, were placed in the hands of the architect, under whose super- 
vision residences are nearing completion at the first two places just named. 

Estimating the accommodation allowance at 8 equare feet per child, the District affords seats 
for 6,325 children. As the enrolment for the year was 5,505, there is, on the aggregate, liberal sitting 
room for the pupils ; but in two or three cases some additional space is desirable, and will be provided 
as soon as practicable. * 

Every school open during any portion of the year received a regular and two an ordinary 
inspection. Ninety-four were found to be above standard aud four below. Briefly speaking, an examina- 
tion of the table showing the estimated proficiency of pupils discloses the following results :— 

(a) The subjects of primary importance secured about the same percentages oi passes as last year, 

viz., Reading, 94 ; Writing, 97 ; Dictation, 85 ; Arithmetic, 80 ; Grammar, 81 per cent. 

(b) Of the other subjects, the most pronounced improvement was found in connection with Euclid, 

Drill, and Latin, in which 90, 86, and 79 per cent, of passes, respectively, were obtained. 

(c) The retrogression was chiefly visible in French and Algebra, with 77 and 46 per cent 

respectively. 

English Composition, which some teachers are tempted to regard as an "off" lesson, has 
received marked attention in most schools, and the results have been very gratifying. 

In the majority of instances the Organisation and Discipline are extremely creditable. 
The following is the result of the Exemption Certificate test : —

The positions of honor at the Regular Inspections were gained by the following schools : —

Schools with one teacher. — Dudauman, Burrangong Heights, Sawpit Gully, and Holmwood. 

The Young Infants' Department also deserves special mention. 

The numerical strength of the Teaching Staff of the district at present is as follows : —

Pupil-teachers 17 

Total 122 

With very few exceptions they are competent and dutiful, and exert a healthy influence in their 
several localities. The pupil-teachers, as a whole, show good aptitude for work, and promise well. 

Two or three other matters which merit notice are mentioned hereunder. 

Several additional school libraries have been formed during the year. 

The local branch of the Public Schools Amateur Athletic Association held its second meeting at 
Young on 10th October, and proved a very great success in all respects. Special trains from Cowra, 
&c, on the North, and Oootamundra, &c, on the South, were well patronised. About 2,000 children 
took part in the competitions, displays, &c, and it is estimated that there were over 4,000 persons at 
the Show-ground, where the sports meeting was held. At my most important centres I organised 
working committees in connection with the Public Schools Patriotic Fund, and the teachers responded 
with such earnestness that they raised a sum which was not exceeded by that collected in any school 
district out of the Metropolis.

Inspector Nolan's Report (Wagga Wagga District, Hay Section). 

At the beginning of the year my list contained 72 school*. Early in the year 6 new ones were estab- 
lished ; thus 78 schools were in operation for the whole or some portion of 190'). 

The continued extension of agricultural settlement will necessitate the early establishment of 
several additional schools. Three new schools will be opened immediately after the Christmas vaca- 
tion. Six applications for the establishment of schools are now under consideration. Several fresh 
applications will have to be dealt with eaily next year. 

The material condition of the schools is fairly satisfactory. The older buildings are gradually 
being replaced by more suitable structures. During the year 7 new buildings were provided, and 26 
schools were improved under my supervision, at a total cost of £338 10s. 6d. Under the Architect's 
supervision substantial improvements were effected to 5 schools at a cost of £337 4s. 6d., and new 
buildings are being erected at Broken Hill and Booligal to cost £3,269 10s. 

The average daily attendance for the year was 4,702. Existing buildings afford accommodation 
for 8,075 pupils. The early provision of more commodious buildings at Broken Hill is urgently 
needed to relieve the overcrowded Btate of the schools thereat. 

All the schools on my list, except Speewah Provisional, closed early in the year on account of 
small attendance, were regularly inspected, and 4,959 pupils were examined. Of the 77 schools 
inspected 10 were below, 3 up to, and 64 above standard. The corresponding numbers for the previous 
year were, of 72 schools inspected, 11 below, 3 up to, and 58 alx>ve standard. A slight improvement 
is noticeable. Detailed information regarding subjects of instruction is given on statistical forms 
furnished herewith. The number of pupils examined for exemption certificates was 447, of whom but 
273, or 61 percent., passed the prescribed tests ; 188 obtained certificates for the first time. The 
results achieved cannot be regarded as sufficiently satisfactory. 

Speaking generally, the schools are fairly well equipped ; the organisation and the discipline 
are satisfactory. The instruction needs to be more thorough and practical. 

The teaching staff consists of 64 Teachers, 8 Mistresses, 40 Assistant .Teachers, 23 Pnpil- 
teachers, and 2 Work Mistresses. During the year several young male teachers were appointed to the 
charge of the smaller schools ; being practically untrained they produce but poor results. In the 
majority of cases they do their best, but they are seriously handicapped by the lack of necessary 
training, and, in some instances, by inaptitude for the work of teaching. 

Daring the year now closing active steps were taken to improve existing buildings and to 
establish new schools. Continued exertion will be necessary during the coming year to keep pace 
with extended settlement in Riverina.

Inspector Board's Report (APmry Section, Wagga District). 

The year 1899 closed with 97 schools in operation in the Albury Section of the Wagga District, 
comprising 62 Public, 18 Provisional, 16 Half-time, and 1 House-to-house School. During 1900 new 
Provisional Schools have been opened at Glenroy West, Plentj ana, Lankey's Creek, Yarra Yarra, and 
Langunyah, while the Half-time School at Darlow's Creek was not opened after the end of 1899. 
There have, therefore, been 101 schools in operation during 1900. The conversion of Upper Bago 
Public to Half-time, Clearmont Half-time to Provisional and Upper Adelong Half-time to Public 
leaves the classification of the schools as follows : — Public, 62 ; Provisional, 24 ; Half-time, 14 ; 
House-to-house, 1. Of these, Roachdale, Clearmont, and Butherwah Provisional Schools have been 
closed during the year, leaving 98 schools in operation at the end of 1900. 

Early in 1901 new schools will be opened at Hardwood and Wallandool, and the closed schools 
at Roachdale, Butherwah, Talmalmo, Blowering West, and Guest's Swamp will be again brought into 
operation. Effective provision will then have been made to meet the educational requirements of 
the District. 
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Inspector Hunt's Report (Dubbo Section, Wellington District). 
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The school buildings are in very fair condition, and with a few exceptions provide sufficient 
accommodation. The maximum quarterly enrolment for the past year has been 4,038, while 
accommodation is provided for 5,966. In a few cases where the attendance has reached the limit of 
accommodation provided it is expected that the necessary enlargements of the buildings will shortly 
be carried out. 

Daring the year 99 schools received a regular inspection, 24 of them from Mr. Inspector 
Pearson. Two schools, having been closed during a large part of the year, were not inspected. Of 
these 99 schools, 95 were above, 1 up to, and 3 below standard. A comparison of the results of 
instruction with those of the previous year shows that the percentages of passes in mo3t subjects are 
somewhat lower. For the examination for exemption certificates 335 pupils were presented, and 161 
passed, showing a decrease of 9 per cent, on the results for 1899. Many of the schools of the District 
draw the majority of their pupils from a distance of over 2 miles, and the attendance of these 
children has been reduced by the wet weather which prevailed for an unusually lengthened period in 
the past year. 

The organisation and discipline of the schools are satisfactory ; the school premises and records 
with very few exceptions show care and neatness, and the government of the schools is generally 
judicious. The teachers generally have gained the esteem of the public, and many of them have 
succeeded in obtaining from the parents active and tangible support in movements undertaken for the 
benefit of their schools ; as a body, they are industrious and painstaking.

District Inspector Long's Report (Wellington District). 

I beg to submit the following report for the year 1900 on the Section of the District under my 
immediate supervision. Reports on the other two Sections are furnished by the officers in charge of 
them : — 

The divisions of the District for the purposes of inspection, and the staff of Inspectors, have 
remained unchanged. In the Section to which this report refers there were in operation during the 
year 88 schools. Two of these have been closed on account of insufficient attendance, but three new 
schools will soon be opened. The school buildings of the Section suffice for 5,495 pupils, at the 
Regulation allowance of space, being an increase of 226 places for the year. The number of pupils 
enrolled for the year was 5,256, of whom 693 are returned as enrolled at more than one school, and the 
average attendance for the year was 2,881*5. The existing accommodation is, therefore, ample. 
Improvements, found on investigation to be desirable, have been effected with all possible despatch, 
and during the year there has been expended on such work, under my supervision, the sum of 
£268 178. 2d. Works of a more extensive nature have been carried out under the Department's architect. 
Improvements are desirable in the case of three schools, and action for providing them has already 
been initiated. The schools are well supplied with all requisites, and their material condition generally 
is very good. 

All the schools in operation during the year were fully inspected, and, with three exceptions, 
their condition in regard to general efficiency was found to reach or exceed standard. In the case of 
14 of the 40 schools under the more creditable of the above heads the general efficiency gained specially 
commendable estimates, ranging from 81 to 69 per cent. The few cases in which an unsatisfactory 
result was disclosed have been brought under notice, and the necessary action taken. The number of 
pupils present at inspection was 2,918, and the percentages of passes in the several subjects of instruc- 
tion, as given in the proficiency statistics furnished, indicate that the teaching generally has been 
diligent, efficient, and successful. The candidates presented for examination for exemption certificates 
number 263, and 215 of these gained them. 

The organisation and discipline almost invariably show due acquaintance with approved 
methods, and care and diligence in their application, with the result that details under these heads 
form most pleasing features in the condition of the schools. It is a matter for regret that the influences 
which produce the becoming appearance and pleasingly correct deportment so universally observed in 
our schools are in so many cases inoperative beyond the school boundaries. Some remedy for this would 
possibly result from an alteration in the present legal limitation of the extent of the teachers' control. 

The number of teachers employed at the end of the year was 101, including 14 pupil-teachers. 
With few exceptions, they are fully qualified for their respective positions, and are deserving of high 
commendation for their diligent and successful performance of the important duties entrusted to them. 
A few complaints against teachers have been received during the year, and their investigation has 
interfered most inconveniently with other work. They have, however, in every instance been found 
to be frivolous or unfounded, and, in some cases, to be prompted by motives discreditable to the 
complainant. 

Separate statements, giving all required statistical information for the year, have already been 
furnished. The results shown therein and in this report indicate that the schools are in good condition 
in regard to efficiency, and are successfully achieving the objects for which they exist.

Inspector Roonky's Report (Mudgee Section, Wellington District). 

At the end of 1899 there were 91 schools under ray supervision. During the present year 3 schools 
closed for want of sufficient attendance — Cattle Creek and Cooba Bulga Half-time at the beginning 
of the year, and Oak Creek House-to-house School in June. 

Daring the year there were opened 4 new schools, viz. , Battle Abbey Provisional, Two-mile 
Flat Provisional, Lower Pvramul Half-time, and Sally's Flat Half-time. 

Battle Abbey and Two-mile Flat were converted into Public Schools in October. 

Provisional School buildings are in course of erection at Ginghi and Tilbelah. It has been 
decided to establish a Provisional School at Woodlands, near Hargraves. 

Two new schools, Battle Abbey and Two-mile Flat, were erected under my supervision. The 
new Half-time School at Lower Pyramul was erected by the residents free of cost to the Department. 

Twenty-nine schools and 7 residences were repaired during the year. Extensive repairs were 
done by the Architect at Gulgong and Cassilis. 

School accommodation in this Section is provided for 4,192 pupils. 

The material condition of 60 Public, 8 Provisional, and 15 Half-time Schools may be considered 
as good. 

All the Public, 7 of the Provisional, and 13 of the Half-time Schools are vested in the 
Department. 

The total enrolment for the year was 4,256. Of this number, 587 were returned as having 
attended more than one school. 

The average daily attendance was 2,518*6. For two months the attendance at 30 schools was 
much affected by the fear of residents to send their children to school while the bushrangers were in 
the district. 

The fees received for the year came to £1,234 6s. 5Jd. At the end of the December quarter 
there were 426 free pupils on the rolls, an increase of 23 on the previous year. 

Inspection. 

All schools received a regular inspection, and 2,738 pupils were examined. Of the 94 schools 
examined, only 2 were found to be below standard requirements ; but Music and Mental Arithmetic 
are weak subjects in most of the schools. 

Teachers. 

Under my supervision there were during the year 84 Teachers, 7 Assistants, 9 Pupil-teachers, 
and 1 Workmistress ; total, 101. Twenty of the teachers are unclassified ; but 7 of them have served 
as pupil-teachers. The teachers are respectable, and attentive and diligent in the discharge of their 
duties. 

Organisation and Discipline, 

The schools, on the whole, are well conducted. The organisation and discipline are pleasing 
features. 

In conclusion, it may be stated that satisfactory educational work has been done during the 
year, and that the outlook for the coming year is promising.

Inspector Hunt's Report (Dubbo Section, Wellington District). 

The year 1900 opened with 86 schools in operation in this District. 

These schools provided floor-space for 6,806 scholars, and air-space for 6,373. 

The year closed with 91 schools in operation, with floor-space for 7,538 pupils and air-space for 
7,113. 

Five more new schools are now ready to be brought into operation in 1901. 

During the year schoolrooms have been erected at Eringonia, Ford's Bridge, Manoa, Mooculta 
Siding, Coboco, Pine View, Greenwood Vale, Lansdale, Rampendalls, Inglegar, Bulla Green, New 
Molly an, and Old Molly an. 

The buildings at Eringonia, Ford's Bridge, and Manoa were erected by the Department to 
supersede old structures, and cost £736 5s. 

The Department erected schoolrooms at Mooculta Siding, Coboco, and Pine View at a cost of 
£194 10s. No schools previously existed in these neighbourhoods. 

At their own expense, the parents provided school buildings at Greenwood Vale, Lansdale, 
Rampendalls, Bulla Green, New Mollyan, Old Mollyan, and Inglegar. 
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The buildings at Old Mollyan, Bulla Green, and Inglegar are only leased to the Department for 
a term of years at a small rental. 

All the other buildings are vested in the Department. 

These' schoolrooms, with the exception of that at Inglegar, are neat and substantial structures, 
and with a few minor improvements should provide ample school accommodation for a considerable 
time to come. 

Under the Department's architect extensive additions have been effected in connection with the 
schools at Gilgandra, Bourke, Brewarrina, Coonamble, Warren, &c. 

Under the same supervision, new residences for teachers have been erected at Collie, Delroy, 
and Mundooran. 

Nearly all the Bmall school buildings in this District are now wholly or partially surrounded by 
wide verandahs, which not only greatly moderate the intense heat during the summer months, but 
serve as capital weathersheds, especially when seats have been fixed around the buildings. 

Teachers and scholars greatly appreciate the Department's kindness in thus studying their 
comfort. 

The material condition of 42 schools has been improved during the year under the supervision of 
the Inspector, and at a cost of upwards of £345. Repairs are being effected in connection with 6 more 
schools at a cost of about £09. 

The Department contemplates erecting more modern school buildings at By rock, Gulargambone, 
Baradine, and Nevertire. 

More school accommodation is about to be provided at Narromine, Trangie, and Tomingly. The 
Department have cheerfully and promptly endeavoured to meet the educational requirements of this 
very extensive District. All applications for the establishment of schools have received earnest con- 
sideration, and when refusals have taken place the parents concerned have admitted the justness of the 
Department's decisions. 

In the early part of the year the removal of some of the families from the neighbourhood neces- 
sitated the closing of the House-to-house School at Dunsbury and The YVilgas. For a similar reason 
the Provisional School at Hyandra Creek was closed in July. 

The Provisional School at Manoa was converted into a Public, and the House-to-house School 
at Bundulla and Merrygoen was changed to a Half-time. 

By a great and continuous effort all the schools in this District have during the year been 
regularly inspected, and a few have received an ordinary inspection. 

It would be far more satisfactory to the officer in charge if each school in the District could 
receive an ordinary in addition to the regular inspeetion. At present this is impossible. 

In nearly every instance the results obtained at the regular inspection were very satisfactory. 
The moral tone of most of the schools is highly pleasing, and the scholars under inspection are exceed- 
ingly well behaved, and thoroughly honest in their efforts. 

The intense patriotism displayed by the Chief Inspector and others in connection with sending 
troops to South Africa has had a very beneficial effect on the teachers and scholars in this District. 

With zeal the pupils are being taught that the future safety of the Australian State lies in 
41 Her Men ! high-minded Men ! " They are being taught their duties, and are being made acquainted 
with their rights, and from our schools are issuing youths that will not only do their duty, but who 
will maintain their rights. 

As a whole the teachers of the District are doing good work, and most of them are a credit to 
their profession. 

It is most gratifying to witness the general correctness, neatness, and thoroughness which 
characterise the compilation of the lesson guides, and the keeping of the school records, as well as 
the prevailing cleanliness of the schools and their surroundings. 

Despite climatic opposition several of the teachers have succeeded in encompassing their schools 
with shrubbery, which proves both ornamental and useful. 

During the year school libraries have been established at Girilambone and Narromine. These 
libraries, together with several others in the district, are popular and useful. 

Many more School Libraries will be brought into operation as soon as the terrible drought and 
its effects have passed from the district. 

As provision has been made for granting living allowances to teachers in the far west, I would 
respectfully suggest that arrangements be made for an extended mid-summer vacation for such 
teachers. 

The Department has acted wisely in arranging to raise the salary of a teacher of a~ small school 
in this District. 

With well-equipped schools, and with earnest loyal teachers, the educational outlook for this 
District during the year 1901 is extremely bright.

The Staff. 

The Staff is the same as last year, with one exception, Dr. Roth, now on active service in South 
Africa, has been succeeded by Dr. V. Kelly and by Dr. Arthur Palmer, who is at present Lecturer in 
Physiology. 

Practical Training. 

During the year each student spent four week in the Practising School, and gave criticism 
lessons in the presence of the other students. Lessons in Drill and Vocal Music were also conducted in 
the presence of the instructors. A course of " First Aid to the Injured " was passed by all the students, 
who were examined in the work by Dr. Abbott, of Stanmore.

The gross total shows a decrease of 1,046 below that of 1899; but this occurs in the Infants 
only, their numbers being nearly 1,500 less. 

In the Boys' and Girls' departments the teaching of Geometrical Drawing is improving, and will 
in time serve to give a better foundation to those who later on enter the Training Schools. 
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The work of Infant departments is principally done 'on chequered slates ; but the special 
advantages of the system are often lost sight of, and in other cases the system is permitted to supersede 
entirely the free exercise of hand and eye. This is a great mistake. The method is a$t to become 
mechanical, and the children arc made to rely on the teacher rather than on their own observation. 
The prettiness of the result rather than the mental training is put first, and even exclusively regarded, 
as is often the case with the Kindergarten occupations.

There are one or two points to be noted in connection with these. In the blackboard examina- 
tion 6 per cent, of the country candidates failed to pass, while in the Metropolitan District 34 per cent, 
failed. This shows an obvious want of a common standard, and, considering the admitted importance 
of the subject in the regular work of the school (apart from Drawing), it is very undesirable that it 
should be a very low one. It would be, on the contrary, advantageous that the blackboard test should 
be more comprehensive and more searching. 

An analysis of the results in Model Drawing appears to show that the Technical Schools in the 
larger centres are taken advantage of, and have a good influence on the work done. Thus in the 
second clas3 (pupil- teachers) there were 26 per cent, of failures in Bathurst, Goulburn, Maitland, and 
Newcastle, against 54 per cent, in the rest of the country, and 45 per cent, in Sydney. The result in 
Sydney compares unfavourably with that in places having no greater advantages ; but in all there is 
need of much more serious study, and a simpler text-book is also a desideratum. 

The work of the Training Colleges in Geometrical Drawing was very poor in 1899, but has very 
much improved during the last year. Having regard to their future work and iufluence, it is a 
question whether a much larger proportion of the time at the students' disposal should not be given to 
lessons in the art of teaching the subject. 

Looking at the work as a whole, and with a retrospect of ten years, I see great improvement in 
many respects ; but the work of individual examination is growing beyond my power to keep pace 
with, and I do not think the work of the schools can much improve upon its present condition without 
some scheme of special instruction for pupil-teachers.

APPENDIX XIY. 

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF MUSIC. 

I have the honor to report, for the information of the Honorable the Minister of Public Instruction, 
that I have visited and examined all schools jn the'Metropolitan District, in "singing and theory of 
music," in accordance with the standard prescribed for the different classes. 

I am pleased to notice a decided improvement in the pronunciation of vowels in singing (which 
was much needed), and I have requested teachers not to relax their efforts in this direction. 

Fair and steady progress in the art of "Singing at Sight" has been made in most of the schools, 
and as an evidence of this, it may not be out of place to refer to the singing of the Patriotic Cantata 
(in May last), which was learnt in the short space of one month, although the music was much more 
difficult than the ordinary school songs, and comprised ten choruses and concerted pieces. 

That we have good singing in our public schools was well demonstrated by the great chorus at 
the Patriotic Display (Cricket Ground), and also by the chorus at the Inauguration of the Common- 
wealth, where the singing of the children (the largest chorus ever gathered in Australia) earned the 
pronounced approbation of both Press and public. 

The general results range from fair to good (in both singing and theory), and I venture to quote 
the opinion of those qualified to judge, and who have had the opportunity of hearing school children 
in different countries," that our schools compare most favourably in "singing and knowledge of theory of 
music " with the schools of any other country,

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APPENDIX XY. 

REPORT OF DIRECTRESS ON NEEDLEWORK. 

I have the honor to submit the following report for the year ending 31st December, 1900 : — 

The needlework executed in Metropolitan and Sab-Metropolitan Schools during the past year 
has been greatly in excess of all former years. 

The epidemics early in the year caused a decided falling-off in 'the numbers present at needle- 
work examinations, but the work of the absentees was retained for my inspection, and proved satis- 
factory. Number examined, 15,468. 

The great feature of this year's work has been the voluntary contributions of comfortable 
clothing of every description — knitted socks, stockings, shoes, caps, belts, woollen shirts, and pyjamas, 
hemmed handkerchiefs, &c, &c, for the troops who left for South Africa. 

The hours of patient industry, and the cheerful self-sacrifice involved in this work, afford 
substantial proof of the unbounded loyalty and patriotism of the Public School teachers, school-girls, 
and mothers of New South Wales, and should long be remembered. 

The variety of the articles required in this contribution serves to show very plainly the 
necessity of teaching every grade of needlework in the Public Schools. Our girls should know some- 
thing more than mere plain sewing. Knitting, crotcheting, and the form of making up garments are 
equally indispensable to the comfort as well as to the embellishment of our homes. 

Dressmaking. 

In all the schools I have visited and examined dressmaking is still. a special subject. 

At the recent demonstration of Patriotic Sports organised by F. Bridges, Esq., Chief Inspector, 
this branch of industry was well represented. In many of the groups the costumes, elegantly designed 
and well made, were entirely the work of the teachers and their pupils. 

The dressmaking lessons given in mixed schools are much appreciated by parents, especially in 
suburban districts. 

The small squares worked in coloured cotton prove an attractive feature for young children. It 
is pleasing to notice the anxiety and ambition of these small pupils as they proceed ; also the pains- 
taking manner with which they endeavour to embellish their work with various fancy stitches. 

Method and Discipline. 

Method and discipline in sewing classes are still well maintained. Work -aprons and needle- 
books, self-made and well-furnished, are provided by the girls for sewing lessons ; many most artistic 
devices, showing culture, skill, and independence. 

Pvpil-teachers. 

In my incidental visits to schools, I find that the pupil-teachers are most attentive to the 
instruction of work-mistresses, anxious to excel, and evince the same proficiency in the art of needle- 
work as formerly. 

Throughout the schools I have visited and examined I am able to testify to the unremitting 
care and application given to needlework instruction during the past year ; also. to the warm interest 
in this subject shown by head mistresses, teachers in charge of schools, and others.

The school furniture account has been an unusually heavy one, and amounts to no less than 
£5,029 17s. 7d. 

Sundry small repairs and other minor works carried out is represented by an expenditure of 
£5,992 13s. 3d. 

As regards the sanitary works, every attention has been given in introducing improvements 
wherever possible, and in addition to further extensions of the "O'Brien" system of earth-closets,, 
numerous pits have been converted to the pan system, and wherever practicable no time has been lost 
in taking advantage of the sewerage system — this last item alone representing an expenditure of 
£5,065 14s. 

The Technical College work has been brisk, seeing that two new College buildings have been 
commenced — the first at Broken Hill, and the second at Goulburn. 

The Broken Hill College is being erected under the system of day-labour — the first time in the 
history of the Architectural Branch of this Department of such a course having been undertaken. 
The work was estimated to cost £10,000, and it remains to be seen whether it will be to the Depart- 
ment's advantage or not to carry out work on this system. Up to the end of the past year the 
progress made — considering the difficulty in obtaining skilled labour in this locality — has been very 
satisfactory, and the amount expended so far is : — £2,042 4s. for wages and allowances, and 
£1,130 19s. lOd. for materials— making a total of £3,173 3s. lOd. 

In addition to this, two contracts have been entered into, viz. : — (1) For supply of steel 
girders, £522 14s. ; (2) for supply of 11,000 slates, £206 10s. 6d. 

The second work is a new college at Goulburn, for which a contract was entered into on the 
26th September, 1900, with Robert Wall, of Simmons-street, Enmore, for the sum of £6,789, and the 
work is to be completed by the 30th September, 1901. Slow progress has been made in starting the 
work, owing to the difficulty in procuring a suitable stone for the foundation. This may appear 
strange, seeing the Goulburn District is rich in a variety of beautiful igneous formations — plenty of 
samples can be produced ; but no quarry has been opened to test the size or quantity obtainable — 
hence the difficulty. 

A few minor technical works have also been carried out amounting to £384 Is. 3d. 

The amount paid to clerks of works for travelling expenses was £1,252 10s. 5d. 

The foregoing statement shows that the expenditure upon works completed for the past year 
amounts to a total of £84,968 6s. 7d., and in addition to this, the sum of £14,593 8s. 3d. has been 
certified upon contracts in progress, making a grand total of £99,561 14s. lOd. Taking into consider- 
ation the cost of the office in preparing this work, it figures out at the rate of 1J per cent. — an exceed- 
ingly low cost — or if the supervising is included, to about 3J per cent. — a still very low rate. 

I am pleased to report that all the officers of my Branch have been most zealous in carrying 
out their duties, and the greater part of their labours may be represented hy the following : —

To allow the office to cope with the rash of work, two temporary draftsmen were appointed by 
the Public Service Hoard during the latter part of the year. 

In accordance with the wish of the Minister, a* workshop has been established on Cockatoo 
Inland for the purpose of training some of the •'* Sobraon" boys in the use of carpenters' tools, and 
by this mean* make their services of more value. A carpentry instructor for this purpose has been 
appointed, and should the experiment prove successful, an attempt will be made to have some of the 
Mimple articles of school furniture manufactured in this way. So far, the boys have only been 
itmtrticted in making work -benches and preparing tools and fittings required in a carpenter's shop. In 
iny next annual report I am in hopes of being able to quote good practical results of the working of 
tlili scheme.

Annual Rifle Meeting. 

The Annual Rifle Meeting was held on the Randwick Range, on December 20th, 21st, and 22nd, 
• i id was a greater success than ever, considerably more interest being taken in the meeting by 
Metropolitan Teachers than formerly. Sixty-two teams entered, the majority of the prizes being 
annexed as usual by the Country Corps. Bathurat for the second time won the Challenge Shield, 
Wellington again occupying second place. The Company Challenge Bugle for Volley Firing was won 
l>y South Goulburn. The Champion Grand Aggregate Gold Medal was won by Cadet A. Price of 
Bathurst, who tied with Cadet A. Toole, also of Bathurst. In firing off the latter was beaten ; but 
was awarded the Commonwealth Gold Medal. Both the Corteee Cup and Captain Lumsden's Cup 
were won by Cadet A. Price of Bathurst. 

The Cadets with their Officers camped in the Girls' High School, Castlereagh-street, the 
Royal Agricultural Society's Ground, at Moore Park, not being available this year in consequenoe of 
the troops from England and India occupying our old quarters. 

School Drill and Displays. 

The Cadet Staff have, as far as possible, continued their regular visits to the schools in their 
respective districts ; but the ordinary routine had of necessity to be changed on account of the great 
amount of work involved in the preparation of the gigantic displays at the Patriotic Sports* Meeting, 
and the Commonwealth Celebrations. The assistance of several teachers was obtained in order to 
cope with the work, for the response to the Chief Inspector's invitation by the Principals of all 
Departments to take part in these patriotic functions was phenomenal. Success crowned our efforts 
on every occasion, the uniform drills surpassing anything of the kind ever held in the United Kingdom, 
and going far to rival the world renowned exhibitions of Mass Exercises at Schaffhausen and 
Hamburg. The spectacle of over 3,000 boys and girls going through a complicated set of exercises 
in unison to musical time has left on the minds of the thousands who witnessed the displays an 
impression which will never be deleted. ^^ 

I am glad to be able to report that, through several alterations having beer ' * Girls' 

^igh School, and gas jets having been fitted up, I have been able to arrange for ^tion 

• cadet officers, which was successfully carried on by Captain Rourke, of t n or 
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Public School. ' In addition to this, classes for male teachers were held on Friday evenings, and the 
improved facilities for work were .^greatly appreciated. Besides these night classes, two sessions for 
female teachers were carried on most successfully on Saturday mornings, the attendance being very- 
large from first to last. Instruction was given in every phase of infants' and girls' drill and calisthenics, 
as required by the drill standard of proficiency, as well as in other advanced work for the displa}^ 
already referred to. 

The twelfth annual sports meeting of the Public Schools Amateur Athletic Association was held 
in the Royal Agricultural Ground, Sydney, on 19th September last, the cadet staff, as usual, being 
responsible for the displays, as well as for carrying out the arrangements for the drill competitions. I 
deputed Sergeant-major Murphy to attend to cadet items, and Quartermaster-sergeant Smith and 
Colour-sergeant Reddish to direct the calisthenic portions of the programme. The Challenge Shield 
Drill Competition was won by Paddington, with Crown-street second. The third annual sports 
meeting of the Parramatta P.S.A.A.A. Mas held on 6th October, on the Rosehill Racecourse, Colour- 
sergeant Reddish again devoting attention to the schools taking part, and conducting the calisthenic 
display on the ground. 

Training Colleges and High Schools. 

The Hurlstone Training College for female students, the Fort-street Training College for male 
students, and the Boys' and Girls' High Schools have been regularly and systematically visited, and I 
have to report satisfactorily on the work performed at their respective inspections. 



Drill Inspections of Sydney and Sub- Metropolitan Schools. 

Two hundred and thirty-one schools have been visited during the round of inspections, over 
60,000 pupils being examined in drill, and I have to report that in almost every instance the improve- 
ment noticeable for some time past has been fully maintained. 

Manuals on Standard Drill. 

In my last report I mentioned that manuals on riflo drill and dumb-bell exercises had been 
published, and had proved most acceptable to all classes of teachers. A manual of " Wand or Bar-bell 
Exercises " has now been issued for the use of the fourth and fifth classes of girls. 

In addition to the above, two large sheets, suitable for posting up in schoolrooms, containing 
details of the standard exercises with light dumb-bells and wands, have been prepared and sent to 
schools all over the State. I hope, at an early date, to supplement these manuals by illustrated charts. 



Correspondence and Clerical Work. 

It will be readily understood that in o*der to carry on the work indicated in the foregoing 
report, that a vast amount of correspondence must pass through my hands every week. To do anything 
like justice to this important part of my duties is simply impossible, and many letters have for long 
periods to remain unattended to. My rounds of inspections, and the visits of the members of my staff 
for drill lessons at the metropolitan and sub-Metropolitan schools, leave but little time for correspond- 
ence, drawing up reports, programmes of parades, and other clerical work. I have, therefore, recom- 
mended that Mr. J. Reddish, who has been temporarily attached to the Cadet Staff for over three 
years, be permanently appointed Chief Staff Clerk and Drill Instructor, for which position I consider 
him admirably qualified, and I trust that this will soon be carried into effect. 

In concluding my report, I cannot do better than give the following extract from the Army and 
Navy Gazette, and at the same time express the hope that the Cadet Force will be dealt more liberally 
with in the present year than in the last, and that every effort will be made to provide the Cadets 
with proper rifles : — 

" Lord Roberts, in addressing the Cadet Corps at Pietermaritzburg, Natal, gave expressions to 
opinions that deserve attention from a larger audience than that to which they were addressed. 
Reuter reports that Lord Roberts was greatly pleased to hear that every youth in the Colony was 
compelled, at one time or another, to join the corps, and to learn the principles of discipline and how 
to shoot, should occasion ever arise for him to do so. This was an excellent idea, and he would like 
to see the example followed throughout Great and Greater Britain. " I hope," added Lord Roberts, 
"that the old country will follow the example of one of her own children, and insist on all boys 
joining cadet corps."

REPORT OF TECHNICAL EDUCATION, WITH ANNEXES. . 

The following comparative statement shows that the large number of enrolments of the previous year 
were surpassed by those of last year : —

Total 10,256 11,159 

The number of individuals attending the Colleges and Branch Schools was 8,625 as against 7,647 
for the previous year, being an increase of 978. The w T eekly average attendance of individual students 
was 7,495. Of the 4,292 candidates who presented themselves for examination 3,339 passed, being an 
increase of 453 passes. 

In many of the scientific subjects the standard has been slightly raised, and wherever possible 
practical work has been made a condition for a pass. 

At the Technological Examinations of the City and Guilds of London Institute, held in May- 
last, 23 students of the various Colleges were examined, of whom 19 passed. 

The congested condition of many of the trade classes previously reported still remains, and 
there seems no possibility of relieving it until the premises are enlarged. 

During the year I visited most of the country and suburban classes, in addition to those districts 
from which applications had been received for technical instruction. 

The building of the new College at Goulburn is in progress, and no doubt will be ready for 
occupation towards the end of next year. 

The Teaching Staff consists of 124 persons, distributed as follows : — 

12 lecturers in charge of departments, 
7 resident masters in charge of branch colleges and schools. 
56 teachers. 
20 assistant teachers. 
29 teachers in charge of classes, and remunerated by fees of pupils only.

Classes in Connection with the Public Schools. 

Shorthand classes were continued, and in some of the schools the pupils did good work. On 
the whole the teachers are satisfied with the progress made. Additional classes were formed at 
Kogarah and Manly. Science lectures were given by the Resident Science Masters at Bathurst and 
Goulburn to the elder pupils of the Public Schools in Physics and Geology. From the Sydney High 
School 103 boy 8 attended the College and received two lectures each week in Physics, whilst others 
enrolled for the Chemistry, Geology, Mechanical Drawing, Art, and Manual Training classes. 

Students from the Fort-street Training College received special instruction from the Lecturer in 
Agriculture, who gave valuable aid in such subjects as were required in the preparation of test 
lessons. 

The Manual Training classes continue to be well patronised, and efficient work is being done in 
this subject. There were 10 workshops in existence in 1900, and these afforded instruction to 38 
schools. No fewer than 915 enrolled for these classes, including the students in training. There were 
486 examined and 430 passed. 
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Agriculture. 

Hie enrolments reached 169, and the classes were well attended daring the year. There was a 
larger proportion of adults than in former years, the majority of whom joined the classes for special 
instruction in dairying, analysis of milk, Arc, and it was a noticeable feature that most of these were 
^employed by the milk and dairying companies in and around Sydney. Special classes were arranged 
for srtudeats from the Fort-street Training College in order to impart such information as would aid 
them in the preparation of test lessons. In addition to the usual class-room lectures some fourteen visits 
were paid to orchards, market gardens, and apiaries, for the purpose of receiving practical instruction 
in pruning, grafting, under-ground drainage, handling of bees, Ac. At these outings the students all 
took an active part. The branch classes at Granville and Hunter's Hill were taken through the same 
course, and participated in the outings. Useful and efficient work is being done by this Department, 
-and the results are very satisfactory. 

Veterinary Science. 

No permanent teacher has yet been appointed, and the class has been conducted during the 
year by Mr. J. Pottie, V.S., to whom I am indebted for taking over the work until the appointment 
is made. The enrolments reached 21. In addition to the regular lectures, the Teacher permitted the 
students to attend at his private horse infirmary to witness operations and surgical treatments. This 
privilege was greatly appreciated by the students, as it afforded them profitable instruction. 

Farriery. 

A much larger number enrolled for this class, and the attendance was better than last year. 
The few students who are not following the trade find it difficult to acquire the recessary skill in one 
term's practical work to fit them for the examination, consequently only eight were examined, but all 
.passed. The firtt two terms were devoted to the theoretical instruction. 

Botany. 

Steady work was done in this class, and the subject is becoming more popular. Sixty-three 
individuals were on the roll, the largest attendance yet recorded. Special attention was devoted to 
the requirements of the Veterinary and Wool-classing students, and a class was formed for the study 
of poisonous plants, and those otherwise injurious to stock. Several excursions to the bush and 
Botanic Gardens were arranged during the year. The students made good progress with their studies, 
And took great interest in the science. 

Sheep and Wool Training. 

There were 60 enrolled for this department, whilst others wished to join the classes, but had to 
"be refused, as this number taxes the accommodation to its utmost. Considerable attention was paid 
to scouring and sorting. Many miscellaneous lots of wool were received from firms, and these, in 
addition to the ordinary supply, gave the students increased practical work. During the session a 
stud flock of sheep was placed at the disposal of the Lecturer, and the students received special lessons 
in handling and judging. A visit was made to the Hawkesbury Agricultural College, and the students 
assisted in collecting and classing the sheep for breeding purposes. Advantage was also taken of 
annual shows and sales. The conduct of the students was good. Twelve succeeded in passing the 
•examination, although the standard was raised. The demand for wool-classers exceeded that oi last 
year, and only half the applications could be entertained. Students who were sent gave every satis- 
faction. Enrolments for the night-classes continue to be good, and eome of these students were 
sufficiently advanced to take up classing on the stations. 

Chemistry, Oeology, &c. 

The year's work in the various classes in this department has been attended with considerable 
success. The Geological Classes were carried on quite in advance of the requirements of the syllabus. 
A number of students, accompanied by their Teachers, spent four days on the mountains, and in the 
vicinity of the Jenolan Caves, doing a considerable amount of field work in the time. About 30 
students of the same class spent four days engaged in field work around Kiama and Black Head. 
Apart from the attendance at lectures, about 20 of the best students took supplementary courses of 
practical work in the Geological Laboratory'. 

The Mineralogy class during most of the year was full. Theoretical Mineralogy has practically 
ceased at the College, for all the students now do practical work in addition to attending lectures. 

The enrolment in the Chemistry classes continues to be very satisfactory. The teaching of 
Practical Chemistry was conducted as usual under trying circumstances, through defective ventilation 
in the Laboratory. Quite a number of students left on this account, and complaints continue to come 
in as to the injurious effects of the vitiated atmosphere. When the Laboratory was designed and 
■erected there was an open space on all sides. High buildings now surround the Laboratory, and this, 
coupled with the fact that there are windows on one side only, makes it practically impossible to 
secure even a passable atmosphere when there is much work going on. 

Excellent work has been done through the year in the Assaying classes, and very satisfactory 
accounts come to hand of students who have taken responsible positions in various mining centres. 
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• Phakmacy. 

The number of students attending the classes in this Department during the past year has been 
smaller than for several years, consequently fewer presented themselves for examination. This falling 
off is attributed to the fact that the Technical College certificates are not recognised by the Pharmacy 
Board, and the administrators of the Pharmacy Act have rendered it compulsory for all students pre- 
senting themselves for their final examination to attend lectures and pass examinations at the Sydney 
University in many of the subjects taught at this College. Those who were examined passed with 
credit. 

Mechanical Engineering. 

Applied Mechanics. 

Puring the year special day classes were arranged, which were well attended. Mr. J. N. Down- 
ward was appointed teacher, and did good work. The enrolments for the evening classes exceed those 
of the previous year, and the interest was maintained throughout the year. Until new models are 
supplied the teaching will be somewhat defective, as it is impossible to demonstrate without up-to-date 
appliances. 

Mechanical Drawing. 

It is not possible to cope with the demand for these classes. The day and night classes are still 
overcrowded, and some hundreds are awaiting admission. There was a distinct advance in the work 
submitted for examination, and the percentage of passes was higher than that secured last year. 

Fitting and Taming. 

This clas9 is still very popular, and the number of applicants grows every year, notwithstanding 
the fact that arrangements were made for increasing the numbers in the classes. The attendance of 
the students is regular, and good work is being done. Increased accommodation is much needed. 
The machinery is in good order, but the long and constant wear is beginning to tell upon it. 

Blacksmiihi ng. 

An improved attendance has marked the progress of this class, which meets three nights each 
week instead of two, as in former years. Applications have been made for a day class, but at present 
it is not possible to form one. Most of the students are in the trade, whilst a few are from the 
engineering classes. The results of the practical examination were superior to those of former years. 

Boiler making. 

The first term began with an unprecedented enrolment, which was kept up throughout the yea , 
necessitating the services of an additional teacher. Boilermakers are beginning to realise that 
template work and the theory, as well as the practical part, are needed to make them efficient work- 
men ; hence the large attendance during the year. The instruction was carried out in accordance 
with the syllabus, and special attention was given to problems arising in connection with boiler 
construction. 

Paiternmaking. 

Steady work was done throughout the year, and, in addition to the usual class work, visits were 
paid to engineering establishments to obtain a wider knowledge of machinery and its manufacture. 
The roll was full each term, and many intending students were unable to be admitted. The number 
presenting themselves for examination was the largest yet recorded, with very satisfactory results. 

Iron Founding. 

This class is becoming more appreciated. The s'udents passing through the engineering course 
are encouraged to join, inasmuch as a knowledge of this branch makes them more valuable workmen. 
Both the night and Saturday morning classes have been well attended. The work done during the 
year was creditable, and a good many castings were supplied for College requirements. 

Slide Rule. 

The average attendance has been more than maintained in this popular subject. All depart- 
ments are represented, and students find the manipulation of the slide rule very useful. Few of the 
students submit themselves for examination, as they desire the knowledge rather than the certificate. 
A large percentage of engineering students attend this class. 

Electrical Engineering. 

The application of the rule for the lectures to be taken either before or concurrently with the 
practical work has resulted in a large attendance at the theory class ; consequently a better and more 
intelligent class of work has been done by the students. In the advanced classes steady progress was 
made, and the lectures were well attended. Additional apparatus has been provided, and when the 
electric energy has been brought from the power-house to the laboratory, it will be possible to belt 
the alternator to an electric motor, and so bring the driving arrangements up to date. An additional 
afternoon class was formed during the year, but there are still several hundreds awaiting admission to 
the classes. 
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Applied Physics. 

The nnmber of pupils attending the lectures on Magnetism and Electricity was exceptionally 
large all through the year. Fewer students enrolled for the Experimental Mechanics, and Sound, 
Light, and Heat Classes. Considering the importance of these subjects it is to be regretted that more 
of the students attending the Applied Mechanics Classes do not take them up as part of their course. 
Their failure to do so make3 their progress slow, and the work of the Lecturer in Applied Mechanics 
more laborious. The Practical Physics Classes continued to be full, and the difficulty of accommo- 
dating the intending students still exists. Additional apparatus, ordered from England last year, was 
received and used with much advantage to the students. The Peter Nicol Russell Scholarship at the 
Sydney University was gained by Mr. Leonard C. Morris, and the medal for Applied Mechanics at 
the Senior Public Examinations was gained by Mr. Percy R. Watts, both being students in this 
Department. 

Mathematics. 

The total enrolment, 173, shows an increase of 24 over that of the previous year. The average 
attendance was well maintained, and satisfactory work was done, most of the students showing 
interest in their studies. Applications are being received for special classes in the second year's course, 
but to do this an additional night will be needed. 

Sanitary Engineering. 

Large numbers continued to attend the classes in this Department. During the plague scare 
many of the senior students were appointed Sanitary Inspectors by the Government Medical Officer, 
and the technical knowledge obtained at these classes enabled them to discharge their special duties 
efficiently. A special course of lectures was arranged to enable persons to qualify for the position of 
Sanitary Inspector under the Municipal Council. Over 300 attended. In addition to this the London 
Sanitary Institute selected Sydney, on account of the high standard of sanitary instruction, as the 
first place out of Great Britain to hold the examination. The passing of this examination is necessary 
for future appointments. During the year the Lecturer paid visits to Newcastle, Maitland, and 
Bat hurst, and gave theoretical instruction in sanitary matters. The Practical Plumbing Classes con- 
tinue to be full, with large numbers awaiting admission. Many of the students entered for the London 
City and Guilds Examinations with gratifying results. The outdoor lessons and excursions to works, 
&c, have been largely attended during trie year. Very useful work was done in this Department, 
reflecting credit on all the staff. 

Architecture. 

The Architectural Classes, which embrace Trades and Architectural Drawing, Building Con- 
struction, and Historical Lectures, had an enrolment of 107 individuals, being an increase of 26 over 
that of the previous year. The Carpentry Classes also showed an improved attendance, whilst the 
Quantity Surveying made good progress. The appointment of an Assistant in the Carpentry Depart- 
ment greatly facilitated the work. The workshop was much improved by Messrs. Wilkie and North - 
wood, and the new benches were completed. Students appreciated the privilege of being able to add 
Wood Turning and Wood Carving to their work. A feature of the year s work was the competition 
for the W. E. Kemp Scholarship, which was won by Mr. C. E. Jeffs, a student of this Department. 
The whole of the classes have done good work. 

Art. 

All the classes were well attended throughout the year, and the total number of individual 
students enrolled for the third term was 693, the largest yet recorded. Owing to the increase in the 
number of pupils attending the Geometrical and Perspective Drawing Classes it was found necessary 
to re-arrange several of the rooms. The change has proved most beneficial to both teacher and 
students. A portable gas kiln for the China Painting Class has added interest to the working of the 
class, as many of the students are enabled to learn to fire their china as well as paint it. Two addi- 
tional classes were, formed — Landscape and Portraiture — both of which are held on Saturday after- 
noons. The former has met with success, whilst the latter will not be continued. At the request of 
the Trustees of the National Art Gallery, a representative collection of students' works was selected, 
consisting of 64 drawings and paintings, and two cases of china painting, and placed in the Gallery on 
loan for the purpose of showing the course of Art Instruction. In the Modelling Classes good progress 
was made, but extra accommodation is needed. The earnestness, industry, and behaviour of the 
students were admirable throughout the year 

Industrial Art. 

Large numbers enrolled throughout the year for the various classes in this Department, and the 
attendance was regular. The work, as laid down on the syllabus, was followed with good results, 
some of the examples being the best yet produced. It is evident from the continued demand for 
technical instruction that the painters, decorators, and designers are recognising that the old rule of 
thumb method of colour mixing, graining, &c, has had its day, and tradesmen are waking up to the fact 
that a thorough theoretical knowledge of the principles is needed to make them efficient. Considerable 
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difficulty is experienced resulting from the limited accommodation, and the development of the classes 
will be retarded unless more space is provided. Many of the pupils have taken up the advanced 
decorative work, and give promise of becoming specially good men. 

Cookery, &c. 

The cookery classes were conducted with the same satisfactory results as in former years. In 
the Third Term the applicants far exceeded the accommodation ; a fair proportion presented themselves 
for examination. The appointment of an assistant teacher had the effect of increasing the efficiency of 
the instruction. Although everything has been done to make the Cookery School as convenient as 
possible, the premises are unsuitable in many ways, and a new building would be a great acquisition 
from all points of view. The Domestic Economy class is not well supported, and students fail to 
realise the importance of the subject. 

Lithography and Photolithography. 

The attendance has b3en gud all through the year, especially in photo-lithography. A general 
course of instruction was given, and the lines of the syllabus followed. The practical work received 
special attention, and several of the students showed marked skill. Very few presented themselves 
for examination, as most of the pupils were anxious only for the knowledge. 

DRESS-CUTTING AND DRESSMAKING. 

At the beginning of the year the new drafting system was introduced, but under the late 
teacher it did not give satisfaction. A change resulted, and before the first term expired, a con- 
siderable improvement was noticeable. Miss Roberts took the classes under much difficulty, but was 
very soon able to clearly demonstrate the efficiency of the new system, and to obtain satisfactory 
results. At the end of the year excellent work was shown for the examination tests, and the students 
passed well. The Millinery class was better attended, and did useful work. 

Bookkeeping. 

The classes have been well attended and an extra night is desired, which, however, cannot be 
managed until additional room is provided. The results of the test examination were very encouraging. 
Home 145 students enrolled during the year, and there i3 a growing demand for instruction in this 
Hiibject. 

Penmanship. 

It is gratifying to be able to report a continued increase in the number of students attending 
the classes. The subject was treated in a way that would be most helpful to the students in the 
performance of their daily duties ; and better qualify them for their work in life. Many students 
attending the class at the instance of their employers, who hive, in some cases, paid the fees. 

Shorthand. 

Good classes were maintained in this subject, and steady progress was made during the year. 
A larger number prepared and presented themselves for examination. Several of the pupils obtained 
honours. 

Physiology. 

The first part of the course was devoted to the general anatomy of the human body, whilst later 
was taken up physiology proper, which was dealt with in considerable detail. During the anatomy 
lectures many specimens and dissections, from the lower animals most resembling the human form in 
structure, were shown. Whenever possible, microscopical specimens, showing the minute structure, 
circulation of the blood, &c, were exhibited. The class was well attended by a number of hard- 
working pupils. 

Askfield. 

There was an improved attendance at the Art Classes during the year. Mechanical and Archi- 
tectural Drawings were added, and these subjects will prove useful to the artisans who are amongst the 
students. The progress was good, and next year there is reason to believe that the classes will le 
larger. Shorthand, Penmanship, and Bookkeeping were well supported, and the instruction given was 
in accordance with the syllabus. Several of the pupils did well at the examinations. 

Armidale. 

The result of the year's work was encouraging. The clas3e3 were well and regularly attended, 
and a large number of the pupils presented themselves for examination. Three students sat for the 
Sydney University Senior Public examination, and passed with distinction, whilst several others 
secured first prizes for the Drawing exhibits at Singleton, Gunnedah, Glen Innes, and Armidale Shows. 
The prospects for the coming year are good. 
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Albury. 

Some 133 individual students were enrolled daring the year. In Carpentry the applications 
exceeded the accommodation ; but the entries for Wood-carving, Geometrical and Perspective Drawing 
were not so large as expected. There was steady and progressive work done by the students, who 
passed well at the annual examinations. The results are encouraging. It is difficult to persuade tho 
mechanics to sit for examination ; but it is hoped that the benefits derived from the possession of a 
College Certificate will act as an incentive. Altogether the outlook is encouraging. 

Bathu&st. 

The total number of individual students attending the classes for the year was 502, the largest 
yet recorded. Organic Chemistry was a new feature of work ; but the Materia Medina class had to be 
discontinued, as the lectures are not recognised by the Pharmacy Board. A notable increase occurred 
in the Wood-working classes, which have outgrown the accommodation. The Art classes were well 
supported, and the Sketch Club, which was started last year, has proved an incentive to original work 
among the students ; already meritorious studies have been shown. In the Science subjects steady 
'work was done, and the Sound, Light, and Heat course for the Public School pupils was attended 
regularly. The Ambulance class was conducted, and an examination held by Dr. Woodward, Railway 
Medical Officer, the pupils passing with credit. A course of lectures was also given on Practical 
Gardening, by Mr. A. Patterson, and was much appreciated. The Students' Union held a series of 
successful meetings of an educational and social character. The College is in a prosperous condition, 
and excellent work is being done. 

Broken Hill. 

During the year 210 students passed through the various classes, and on the whole the work was 
of a progressive nature. The small laboratory and lecture-room caused no slight difficulties, as it was 
impossible to meet the demand for instruction in Metallurgy and Assaying. Students of all ages 
attended, and in order that those working in shifts in the mines should receive the benefit of the 
instructiou, morning and evening classes were arranged to meet their convenience. A special class in 
Mathematics was formed to give students, backward in the subject, special facilities for acquiring the 
knowledge so necessary in chemical and assay work. In the Metallurgy classes the teaching was 
directed to suit the needs of the pupils, attention being paid to the ores of the district. Special 
lectures on the cyanide and chlorination processes, as applied to gold, were given. Whenever 
possible, practical work was made a distinct feature, and valuable specimens were received from the 
mine-managers for blow-pipe determination. The removal to the new premises early in the coming 
year will facilitate the work very considerably, and the accommodation to be provided will greatly 
as«!-*t the teaching. 

Epplng. 

The wet weather during the first term, and the alteration in the train service, influenced the 
attendance, so that the roll was not quite so large as in the previous year. Remarkably good work 
was done, and the students were above the average. At the examinations several obtained honor passes. 

Goulburn. 

The classes are active, and the general return of prosperity to the district has been felt. 391 
individuals attended. Still-life Painting and Plant Drawing were added to the Art subjects, and 
attracted a fair number of pupils. The wood- working classes continue to be well supported, Carving, 
Turning, and Carpentry still being popular. A regular course of lectures on Geology was given to 
the pupils of the Public Schools. All the natural features around Goulburn were described, and even 
the road-metal brought into the city was intelligently studied by the boys and girls. The Manual 
Training class was well attended ; but the work was carried on under many difficulties ; the work- 
shop is altogether too small, and the benches are far too crowded to do proper work. Notwithstanding 
these drawbacks, the applicants outstripped the accommodation. Altogether the work for the year 
•was satisfactory, and with the completion of the new building, a still better record may be expected ► 

Granville. 

The enrolments represent 239 individuals as against 183 last year, thus showing that the branch 
is still progressing. Three additional Assistant Teachers were appointed during the year, as well as a 
Teacher of Scientific Dress-cutting. In all the classes the attendance has been regular, and the 
conduct of the pupils good. Several visits were arranged to works and mills, for the benefit of the 
students. As far as possible the class instruction was given in accordance with the syllabus, and the 
results obtained at the Annual Examinations were very gratifying. There is every prospect of a 
prosperous year. 

Lithgow. 

The Shorthand Class was conducted by Mr. A. W. Reid, owing to the transfer of Mr. Ambrose. 
During the first term, the enrolment reached 46 ; but this number was not maintained during the* 
following terms. The pupils were attentive to their work, and satisfactory progress was made. _ -j 
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Maitland and District. 

All the classes were well attended during the year ; but the actual number of individuals was 
570, as against 624 in the previous year. A Coal-mining class was opened in August last with very fair 
prospects. As the mining operations develop, the number of students i* likely to become larger. 
In the Carpentry and Manual Training classes excellent work was done, and at the last examinations 
many of the students secured passes in the Honors' grade. The Plumbing classes are not so well 
attended, but the pupils are earnest and zealous. Those attending the Art, Mechanical Drawing, 
Dress-cutting, &c, are seriously handicapped owing to the unsatisfactory accommodation. All the Art 
classes have been quite up to the average, both at this centre and the District School*. Plant Drawing 
and Decorative Design have been added to the list of subjects hitherto taught. Altogether the work 
in this district has been progressive. 

Manly. 

The Shorthand classes began in the middle of the "second term, when 32 pupils enrolled ; 
altogether 44 joined. Fair progress was made in the subject, and there is every reason to believe that 
useful work will be done next year, when the class is more widely known. 

Newcastle and District. 

In nearly all the classes there was an increased, enrolment over that of last year, and the total 
number of individuals reached 896. Physics and several of the trade classes are needed to make a 
more complete course of work. At present the mechanics are handicapp3d, no provision being made 
for many subjects in which they desire instruction. Six students entered for the City and Guilds' 
examination, and 4 pissed, whilst at the Senior University examination, 1 of the students was 
jiroxime accessit for the Geology medal. A course of lectures on Sanitary Science was given conjointly 
by Dr. Dick, Government Medical Officer, and Mr. J. L. Bruce, Lecturer in Sanitary Engineering at the 
Sydney Technical CDllege. As far as possible, Teachers' requests for gsological specimens for school 
cabinet collections have been supplied, and the resident Master drew very largely upon his private 
collection for this purpose. Increased accommodation is required to provide for the growth of the 
existing classes, and without extension it will be difficult to provide for any new work. Several pieces 
of new apparatus were provided, which considerably improved the equipment. The work on the whole 
for the past year was very satisfactory. 

Newtown. 

Instruction has been given in Freehand, Model, Perspective, Geometrical, and Plant Drawing. 
The enrolments were slightly in excess of those of last year. Considerable attention was given to 
home work, which materially helped to maintain the standard previously gained. In the Shorthand 
classes there was a decided improvement, and the enrolment w r as 76, as against 4o for the previous 
year. The Public School Shorthand classes were not so encouraging, and there was a gradual decrease 
in the numbers attending each quarter, and the progress was not such as could be desired. 

North Sydney. 

The classes have been successfully carried on during the year. Fifty-five individuals have 
availed themselves of the tuition afforded in Art subjects, with gratifying results. Applications are 
continually made for day classes, but the lack of a building prevents such being formed. In the 
Shorthand classes the numbers have been maintained, and good work was done. The classes are in a 
healthy condition, and the prospects for the new year are encouraging. 

Petersham. 

There was again a large enrolment for the elementary Art sections, but fewer entered for the 
higher subjects. The Geometrical Drawing class was one of the best and most regularly attended. 
Many pupils took up Architectural and Mechanical Drawing, and the new plates, together with 
additional models supplied during the year, caused special interest in the work. Large numbers 
joined for the Commercial classes, and the demand for instruction in Shorthand, Bookkeeping, 
and Mathematics indicates that more attention is being paid to these subjects. The Dressmaking 
class was not so well attended. The work done was on the whole fairly successful, but the exhibits 
shown at the last annual distribution of priz33 was not quite up to the average of previous years. 

Waverley. 

Fifty-six individuals joined the Art classes, and the courses, as prescribed in the calendar, were 
gone through. Several of the students did exceptionally well at the examinations in some of the higher 
subjects. The conduct of the pupils was good, and the classes are in a healthy condition. 
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The total number of dosses in operation vim distributed as shown below ;—

TECHNOLOGICAL MUSEUMS. 

The country Museums have received special Attention during the year, and the ooUections are 
now in better order than at any previous period. 

The steady increase in the correspondence inwards and outwards shows that the Museum still 
retains the confidence of the pubtie, and the valuable scientific and commercial information thus- 
disseminated is much appreciated. 

Tbe scientific work of the Museum has been greatly facilitated of late by the acquisition of 
many necessary publications iov the library. 

Scientific investigation of the State's Natural Products have been prosecuted with much vigour, 
though this has involved a considerable encroachment on the private time of the staff. The frequent 
interviews with visitors seeking information prevents this work being completed during official hours, 
the staff not having increased in proportion to the increase of work. 

The recommendations emaciating from this Museum in regard to the colonial addenda of the 
" British Pharmacopoeia " have all been accepted by the British Medical Council in London, and are 
embodied in the new " British Pharfnacopoaia." 

The Press of Sydney reviewed very favourably the Curator's evidence given before the Western 
Area Royal Commission and Forestry Conference on the commercial possibilities of the native flora. 

" Museum Guide." — Owing to the scarcity of funds the printing of this publication was deferred 
until the financial conditions beeame more favourable. 



Original Papers by the Curator, Mr. R. T. Baker, F.L.8. :— 

1. On the Constancy of the Specific Characters of the Genus Eucalyptus (read before the Austral- 

asian Association for the Advancement of Science, Melbourne, January, 1000).— In this paper 
it is maintained that the specific characters of Eucalyptus trees are constant throughout their 
geographical distribution, if the species are classified on a broad base, which includes their 
morphological eharaetere, their economic products, And their chemical constituents. The 
proving of this constancy is of great commercial value, as the economics of a species are thus- 
known to be the same, wherever the species occurs. 

2. On a new species of Angophora (Proc. Linn. Soc. N.S.W., April, 1900). — This is an important 

fodder and a shady tree of the dry western interior, and is, therefore, worthy of extensive 
cultivation in that portion of our State. 

3. On some new species of Eucalyptus (Proc. Linn. Soc. N.S.W., May, 1900). — Five species of 

Eucalyptus are recorded which are new to science. Of these, one yields an excellent timber 
for bridge-decking, railway sleepers, and building construction ; another, a splendid pale- 
coloured fissile timber, known as Mountain Ash ; whilst the Mallee {E. Morrissii) produces a 
commercial oil, very rich in eucalpytol. 

4. Note on a new Meteorite (Proc. Royal Soc. N.S.W., August, 1900).— The Meteorite described 

in this Paper was found near Boolgaldi, 15 miles north-west of Coonabarabran. It is pear- 
shaped, and on the smooth portion, at the extremity of the larger end, Widmanstatten figures 
are distinctly marked. It has a very new appearance, as if it had only recently arrived upon 
the earth. 

5. Note on an Obsidian Bomb (Proc. Royal Soc. N.S.W., September, 1900).— -The specimen 

described in this note has a form quite unusual as compared with those previously recorded 
from Eastern Australia, but resembles those from Western Australia and the interior of the 
continent. It was discovered at O'Connell, near Bat hurst, some feet below the surface. 

6. Contributions to a knowledge of the Australian Flora (Part III, Proc. Linn. Soc. N.S.W., 

October, 1900).— A number of species of Phanerogams and Fungi not previously known to 
occur in New 8outh Wales are recorded. The claims for recognition of Eucalyptus bicolour, 
A. Cunn., of E. Petidula, A. Cunn., and E. Bridgesiana, Baker, are considered. The Gidgea 
of the west is described as a new species. 
M 
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7. On some new species of Eucalyptus (Proc. Linn. Soc, N.S.W., October, 1900). — Most of the 

ten species dealt with in this Paper are of some commercial importance, and yield either 
excellent timber or medicinal oils. 

8. On our Forests and their Commercial Possibilities (read before the Timber and Forestry Laws 

Conference, held in Sydney, October, 1900). — In this Paper is shown the valuable national 
asset this State possesses in its magnificent forests and shrubs, not only in timber, but also 
' in the bye-products, such as oils, dyes, perfumes, tans, acids, tars, <fcc. 

On the Ground Floor. — Many specimens have been added to the collections, and rearrangement 
of some of the collections has been made. New cases are urgently required for the collection of 
Australian fossils. 

Original Papers by Henry G. Smith, F.C.S., Assistant Curator, 

.1. On the Amyl Ester of Eudesmic Acid occurring in Eucalyptus Oils (Proc. Roy. Soc, N.S.W., 
6 th June, 1900). — In this paper the occurrence of an acid new to science is shown. It is found 
in combination with amyl alcohol as an ester. The discovery is of importance, as it elucidates 
much in regard to Eucalyptus oils that was previously obscure. 

''2. On the constituent of Peppermint Odour occurring in many Eucalyptus Oils, Part I (Proc. 
Roy. Soc, N.S.W., 3rd October, 1900). — This is the first time that this constituent has been 
isolated in a pure condition. It is a new ketone, and probably will be found to be of medicinal 
value. It can be isolated in an impure state in any quantity. 

3. On a Eucalyptus Oil containing 60 per cent, of Geranyl Acetate (Proc. Roy. Soc, N.S.W., 

7th November, 1900). — The^discovery of the important alcohol " Geraniol " in quantity from 
one of our New South Wales Eucalyptus, is of commercial importance, "Geraniol" being in 
great demand for the perfumery industry. 

4. On a new Aromatic Aldehyde occurring in Eucalyptus Oils (Proc. Roy. Soc, N.S.W., 

December, 1900). — This constituent had previously been supposed to be Cuminic Aldehyde. 
It is now shown to be new to science, and has been named Aromadendral, after Dr. Andrews' 
name, for the genus Aromadrendon. It occurs in the oils of a very large number of 
Eucalyptus. 

In the section of Economic Zoology, the collection of food-fishes of New South Wales has been 
-still further extended, over 100 different species have now been collected. The accurate anatomical 
detail of the casts, which are in bold relief, and the life-like colouration, make them objects of popular 
interest, and they have been much admired by all who have had an opportunity of seeing them. 

The collection of internal parasites of stock has received valuable additions, and original work 
'has been done on the entozoa of the indigenous fauna, the results of which will be published early 
next year. 

Many specimens of Natural History have been donated to and collected for the country 
museums, and on the management and arrangement of their collections much time and labour has 
been spent. 

identification of specimens with general, useful, and interesting information thereon, and infor- 
mation on general subjects within the scope of Economic Zoology, have been supplied to the general 
public, and more especially to Public School teachers. 

Mr. Hawkesworth has had an unusually busy time during the year, mostly on account of the 
New South Wales Sheep-Breeders' Association and wool-scouring tests. Early in the year seventy 
specimens fine, medium, and strong wool cards were mounted, to De sent to the Stud Sheep-Breeders 
oi Australasia. This was done so that the breeders could better determine the different sections, and, 
no doubt, worked well, as the sheep entries were more regular than before. For this work the 
Association communicated with the Minister, notifying the great success of the undertaking as carried 
out by this branch. 

Much extra work has been performed in connection with the various scouring tests, viz., Wagga, 
Yass, Kentucky, and Uriana, for which the usual votes of thanks were received. 

Trials were also made of several kinds of scouring liquids. 

As usual, there were many microscopical measurements of wool diameters made at the request 
of the many breeders, Mr. Johnston performing this work. 

* There were 430 fleeces and samples of wool received. A great many of the former have to be 
tied up in paper for lack of case-room.

Mr. H. Dixon, of Elizabeth-street, Sydney, presented portion of an old wooden pump made of 
white ironbark (Eucalyptus paniculata), taken from a well opened out during recent excavations. The 
timber was in a splendid state of preservation, although probably not used for over seventy years. 

Mr. Walter Reeks, Marine Architect, Change Alley, Sydney, has presented some interesting 
specimens of Naval Architecture, taken from the old line of battleship " Nelson," 120 guns. 

Mr. A. Strickland, of Newtown, has lent for exhibition a chaste design in cork, showing the 
utility of this vegetable substance for decorative purposes. 

Further exhibits of models of our native flowers, also models of apples and oranges, have been 
executed by the members of the College Staff, and added to the collections. 

At the request of the Agricultural Society of Sydney, a very large collection of timbers were 
exhibited at their annual show last Easter. . It appeared to be much appreciated by the town and 
country visitors, and as a result, special donations were received from the Grafton, Tumut, and Glen 
Innes districts, through the following gentlemen : — Mr. Samuel See, Mr. G. Clout, and Mr. J. F. 
Chaffey. 

A very interesting and valuable exhibit was received from Messrs. Schimmel & Co. , Leipzig 
Germany, consisting of fifty samples of the principal constituents obtained from essential oils. This- 
firm takes a special interest in the original work being done at this Museum in connection with the- 
investigation of our Eucalyptus and other essential oils, and lengthy references are made of the work . 
in their half-yearly reports, and in the great work just published by them. 

A very interesting exhibit was received from Major J. S. Wigram, being a specimen of 
Blackbutt, Eucalyptus pilvlarli*, taken from the office of the Department of Public Instruction, New 
South Wales, during the alterations in 1899, and probably ninety years old. 

The Director of the Botanic Gardens, Melbourne (Mr. W. R. Guilfoyle), presented some very 
fine Ivory-nut Palm Fruits. 

Mr. R. H. Cambage, L.S., Burwood, again presented some fine specimens of timber. 

Mr. A. Paddison, Public School Teacher at New Angledool, again forwarded some very fine- 
Yams {Marsdenia, «/>.), also a piece of timber. 

The Australian Museum has donated a collection of metallurgical specimens. 

Jobann Faber, Nurnberg, Bavaria, Germany, has presented, at my request, five cases, showing: 
the manufacture of lead pencils. One was retained for this Museum, and the others were forwarded, 
to the branches at Bathurst, Goulburn, Newcastle, and West Maitland. This firm presented a case 
to the Albury branch on the previous year. My reasons for obtaining these were to assist Public 
School Teachers in their object lessons. 

Mr." Hill, St. Peters, donated an interesting collection of Fossil Fishes from shale deposits. 

Mr. G. McD. A damson, Public School, Hanging Rock, Nundle, has presented a collection of 
minerals, &c, from the neighbourhood of Nundle. 

Professor T. W. E. David, B.A., F.G.S., has donated a very fine specimen of Fulgurite,, 
discovered by Mr. J. W. Grimshaw, M. Inst. C.E., at the Kensington Sand Hills, at a depth of 13J 
to 14 feet. 

Mr. C. E. Leer, Public School Teacher, William Town, also forwarded a specimen of Fulgurite, 
found in that district. 

Messrs. Bennie, Tear & Co., of Hay-street, Sydney, as representing Tangye's, Limited, in 
Australia, have lent a very interesting model, showing a 1 -horse power Sectional Gas Engine, with 
fly-wheel, . complete. 

A very fine meteorite, found at Boogaldie, in this State, has come into the possession of this 
Museum during the year. It belongs to that class of meteorites consisting mainly of iron, and which 
are known as Siderites. The specimen has a fresh appearance, indicating that it had not long reached 
the earth previous to its discovery. It was found by Mr. W. Gould, early in January. 
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CotTlfTKY MtTSETTMS. 

It is pleasing to note that the interest in our Branch Museums is being maintained by the 
public. Many interesting and valuable exhibits have been added by loan and gift. The Resident 
Masters are to be complimented on their work as no opportunity is being lost by them to advance the 
objects of the Museum, and the local press frequently refers to the work of these branches. Specimens 
have also been forwarded from the head Museum. 

For some time past it has been my desire to pay more attention to the Country Museums ; but 
unfortunately the work at this museum has been such as to prevent this being done ; but last year 
much more time was devoted to the rearrangements of these collections, the result being that their 
Natural History collections are in first-class order, and I hope in the future to be able to give more 
attention to these branch institutions. 

Show Cases. — Sixteen new show cases were purchased for Country Museums at a cost of 
£168 5s., and two special cases were procured for Newcastle for the display of Natural History 
Specimens at a cost of £68. Others were also made by our carpenters. 

Opening of Country Museums,— As the time for opening the Country Museums was found not 
suitable to the public owing to the recent passing of the Early Closing Act, the times of opening and 
closing of the Museums have been rearranged. 

The number of visitors to this Museum for the year were 105,275, being a decrease on the 
previous years. This falling off in our numbers was probably owing to the plague in Sydney, which 
-was declared a closed port.
